Cireuses Grow in Size, 
But Drop in Number 
An article originating in Washing- 
ton, D.C., and published recently in 
the Chicago Tribune gives an inter- 
esting sidelight on circuses which will 
be of particular interest to the circus 
fan. It says: 


“The Biggest Show on Earth, which 
any boy from 6 to 60 knows is the 
cireus—isn’t exactly going the way 
of the dodo, but where scores of hese 
attractions once traveled the country 
there are only 10 operating today. 


“The Circus Fans Association of 
America, at a recent meeting here 
of its eastern conference, pointed 
with alarm to the fact that in the 
current season six circuses closed up 
shop. 


“Melvin Hildreth, past president 
of the association, said only two cir- 
cuses now travel by train—Ringling 
Brothers Barnum & Bailey and the 
Clyde Beatty show. He asserted that 
the demands for passes, license fees 
and mounting general costs are 
threatening the life of the circus. 


“In 1948, Hildreth asserted, Ring- 
ling Brothers passed up Chicago be- 
cause of the pass situation. He said 
the pass demand in Chicago was s0 
excessive that the show would have 
been playing to a nearly all-free 
house. Authorities in San Antonio and 
Memphis, he said, have forbidden city 
employees to accept passes for such 
routine work as “turning on_ the 
water” for the circus. 


“Nowadays circuses must pay state, 
county and local fees, Hildreth said, 
whereas in the old days local mer- 
chants, who knew that the circus 
brought trade to the city, would get 
together and take care of what was 
then called ‘lot, license and water.’ 


“Hildreth also said that circus 
owners realize they are going to have 
to reduce their prices, which are now 
about three times what they formerly 
were. 


“The National Geographic society 
notes that although circuses are 
dwindling in number they are becom- 
ing bigger and more spectacular. 
Last year the largest traveled 19,000 
miles over 32 railroads and playe 
415 performances to about 2 million 
500 thousand persons. 
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“Basically, the society says, the 
circus goes back more than 2,000 
years to Romans cheering chariot 
races, tumblers and rope dancers in 
arenas such as the Circus Maximus. 
Later these exhibitions gave way to 
cruel contests between men _ and 
beasts, and the circus declined, but 
the spirit lingered on through the 
middle ages in Europe’s horse fairs 
and wandering bands with a perform- 
ing bear or other animal. 

“The modern circus is credited to 
18th century England and an ex- 
cavalryman who enlivened his London 
horseshow with acrobatic and clown 
acts. The society says the feature 
spread to young America, where 
Ricketts circus of Philadelphia, in 
1798, counted George Washington 
among its admirers. 

“The herds of elephants and the 
wild beast menageries came to the 
circus in later years. Before the Civil 
War an elephant and perhaps a 
couple of lions was the common stan- 
dard whereas today the traveling 
shows carry a virtual Noah’s ark of 
animals. 

“The street parade, by which the 
circus owners once dazzled prospec- 
tive customers with tantalizing hints 
of wonders to come, is a thing of the 
past. Traffic crowded it off most 
urban streets.”

HISTORICAL 


DE LUCA 


De Luca dead! It seems impossible. 
Only a few months before his death 
on August 26, 1950, I saw him at 
Wally Butterworth’s amazing record 
concert at the Metropolitan Opera 
House. He looked perfectly well then. 
His cheeks were boyishly pink, his 
eyes sparkled with the ebullient gay- 
ety of perpetual youth, his whole be- 
ing fairly vibrated with vitality. He 
seemed to be filled with some kind 
of spiritual-physical radium whose 
emanations sought you out and warm- 
ed and gladdened your heart even if 
you only passed near him in a crowd 
of people. Looking at this animated 
little man with his wonderful arch- 
ing singer’s chest you would have 
thought, as I did: “He’s good for 
another twenty years!” 

But he died. He was sick for two 
months. Lying in Columbus Hospital 
(227 East 19th Street, New York) 
he told his wife, shortly before the 
end: “Tomorrow I go home—you take 
me to Rome to my little house.” If 
only he could have made it! Rome 
was his native city—he was born 
there on Christmas Day, 1876—and 
if ever there was an Italian who de- 
served the priceless solace of living 
out his last days in his own home 
city in his own country it was Giu- 
seppe De Luca. 

Several years ago, not long after 
his triumphant come-back recital at 
New York’s Town Hall, it was my 
good fortune to interview De Luca 
in his pleasant suite at the Bucking- 
ham Hotel. With me came my friend 
Adolfo Mariani, proprietor of the 
famous Asti Restaurant and himself 
a singer of exceptional lyric appeal. 
The two baritones talked the same 
language in more ways than one, 
though both were careful to inject 
enough English into the conversation 
to keep me on the right track. De 
Luca was in the jovial mood which 
must have been characteristic of him 
and sang some unforgettable phrases 
for us by way of demonstrating cer- 
tain points in the art of singing he 
wished to make. With Adolfo’s help, 
I obtained interesting information 
about De Luca’s operatic and record- 
ing careers which I planned to incor- 
porate in a magazine article. When I 
got home I was amazed to find that 
my notes reflected the bilingual na- 
ture of the evening’s conversation: 
they were written half in English 
and half in my crude transcription 
of De Luca’s own Italian. I still have 

those pencilled notes, though as I tap 
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out these lines of informal tribute to 
a revered singer, they are at least 
250 miles away—too far to be of 
assistance now. The article I planned 
to write from them has never been 
written. In my desire to do a good 
job, I made the mistake of waiting 
for ideal working conditions. They 
never came, of course. Now IJ doubt 
if I shall ever write that article, for 
some one else has done it and done 
it well, with a rare combination of 
eloquence and understanding. The 
someone else is Aida Favia Artsay, 
the record collecting lady who gave 
us such good advice on how to mend 
chipped records in the September and 
December 1949 issues of HOBBIES. 
Judging from the way she writes, 
Aida Artsay must be either a singer 
herself or the daughter of one, for 
her knowledge of singing in general 
and De Luca’s in particular seems 
both professional and profound. Her 
account of De Luca’s career is based 
on an interview with the artist and 
therefore may be considered authori- 
tative. Her discussion of his records 
indicates a wide and close acquain- 
tance with them. The discography 
that accompanies her article is a 
model of how this sort of thing should 
be done. Where can this article be 
read and this discography studied? 
In the March 1950 issue of that ex- 
cellent British magazine, The Record 
Collector, which costs $2 a year. For 
information about subscribing, write 
to The Dixie Record Club, Room 1135, 
DuPont Building, Miami, Florida. 
Note, by the way, that this valuable 
tribute to De Luca was written and 
published, for once, before, not after, 
the death of the subject. 

Although I am in complete accord 
with Aida Artsay’s opinions of De 
Luca’s recorded artistry, I should 
like to take this opportunity to say 
something about his voice and rec- 
ords, if only for the sake of those 
who might not get around to sending 
for her article. 

Wide of range, De Luca’s baritone 
was full and dark in the low and 
medium notes, brilliant and easy at 
the top. It was a voluminous organ, 
not so brazenly powerful as Ruffo’s 
or Amato’s, but always amply satis- 
fying in climaxes. His tone was vel- 
vety, notable for liquid purity, often 
reminding one, in its melting upper 
range, of Caruso in his more lyric 
moments. This flexible and elastic 
instrument was handled with consum- 
mate technical mastery by De Luca 
who was a musician of taste and re- 
finement. His agility in florid music 





was breathtaking, his legato smooth 
perfection. What other baritone of 
his time could sing so lyrically? His 
use of mezza-voce, as hauntingly 
beautiful as it was remarkably skill- 
ful, was the envy of many a lyric 
tenor. With such equipment, it is no 
wonder that De Luca, unlike most 
operatic baritones, ranked high as a 
singer of songs. Indeed, had any con- 
cert manager had the wit to promote 
this side of his art sufficiently, De 
Luca probably would have become as 
much in demand on the recital plat- 
form as he was in the opera house. 
As it was, he sang often in concert, 
but not nearly often enough. 

Thanks to thorough training and 
intelligent use, his voice lasted aston- 
ishingly well, as all those who heard 
his come-back concert at Town Hall 
on March 11, 1946, can testify. Those 
exquisite mezza-voce tones of his, as 
fresh and pure as ever, soared repeat- 
edly with amazing certainty of con- 
trol. As I sat in the balcony I mar- 
velled at how often entire songs 
sounded exactly as they did on the 
records he had made a quarter of a 
century before. Only occasionally, as 
in the taxing aria A tanto amor, were 
there signs of failing vocal powers. 
De Luca was then a few months 
short of seventy. Hearing him, many 
a younger baritone felt ready to quit 
music for good! 

Unfortunately the six selections 
which he recorded for Decca at about 
this time, while admirable in many 
respects, do not quite duplicate the 
sounds that enchanted my ears in 
Town Hall. The mezza-voce tones, for 
example, lack the unclouded purity I 
remember so well. The following year, 
on the occasion of De Luca’s Golden 
Jubilee concert, some actual perfor- 
mance recordings were made in Town 
Hall, several of which may be ob- 
tained on Collectors Record Shop 
pressings. Operatic numbers, they are 
colorful souvenirs and well worth 
having. Only a few months before his 
death De Luea recorded once more, 
this time for Continental (one LP 
disc), singing some unusual operatic 
arias, many of them closely associat- 
ed with his career. The few that I 
have heard are impressive for their 
vigor and spirit but fail to reveal the 
aspects of De Luca’s recent singing 
that I valued most. 

De Luca was a prolific and out- 
standingly successful recording art- 
ist. In 1908 and 1904 he made his 
first dises for the Gramophone Com- 
pany, shortly afterwards shifting his 
allegiance to Fonotipia. Most of_us, 
however, know him through the Vic- 
tor recordings which he began mak- 
ing soon after his belated Metropoli- 
tan debut in 1915. The acoustic discs 
of the 1916-1925 period are of notably 
uniform artistic and mechanical ex 
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cellence. The electrically recorded 
discs which followed—solos and some 
superb duets with Rethberg, Gigli, 
Martinelli, ete——are perhaps not all 
quite so perfect vocally, but most are 
superb. If the voice occasionally 
sounds a little muffled and obscured, 
probably the microphone was to 
blame. . 

It is worth noting that in our HOB- 
BIES Favorite Baritone contest, con- 
fined to acoustic recordings, De Luca 
received more votes than any of his 
rivals (I speak, perforce, from mem- 
ory), with his Puritani among the 
most popular baritone discs. His arias 
from Don Carlos, William Tell, Fa- 
vorita and Benvenuto Cellini are out- 
standing, too. Great as these operatic 
interpretations are, however, it is in 
such songs as Pastorale, Ultuma Rose, 
Nuttata e Sentimento (especially 
this!) and even in God Bless You My 
Dear (in spite of the song) and the 
gay Marietta that De Luca’s most in- 
dividual and endearing vocalism be 
heard. Will any other baritone ever 
sing with such memorable beauty?

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Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 
Bert WILLIAMS, A Thwarted Genius, III

Working as a “single,” Williams 
continued to use blackface make-up, 
and he relied entirely on his songs 
and on pantomime with which he il- 
lustrated his stories. (For several 
summers he went to Europe and 
studied with the great pantomime 
specialist, Pietro, who, Williams said, 
“taught me that the entire aim of 
art in the theater is to achieve sim- 
plicity.”) In this type of work, he 
was considered without an equal. 
Here is a typical snatch of Williams 
monolog —- unfortunately without the 
accompanying pantomime: 

*‘Where I’m living now is a nice place, 
but you have to go along a road be- 
tween two graveyards to get to it. One 
night last week I was coming home kind 
of late, and I got abont nalfway home 
when I happened to lveck over my 
shoulder and saw a ghost following me. 
I started to run. I run till I was ’most 
ready to drop. And then I looked 
around, But I didn’t see no ghost, so 
I sat down on the curb stone to rest. 
Then out of the corner of my eye I 
could see something white, and when I 
turned square around, there was that 
ghost sitting along side of me. The 
ghost says: ‘That was a fine run we 
had. It was the best running I ever 
saw.’ I says, ‘Yes. And as soon as I 
get my breath you’re going to see some 
amore.”’ 

One of the most famous of these 
pantomime specialties was Williams’ 
pretended playing of a poker game. 
The stage would be dark, with only 
a spot light focused on his head and 
shoulders. He would hold a poker 
hand near his face, while by gestures 
he went through the gamut of emo- 
tions felt by winners and losers alike. 
A noted Williams song was “The Dark- 
town Poker Club,” and I believe that 
this was the basis of a moving pic- 
ture in which the comedian starred 
in 1916. Phil Harris, the dance band 
leader and radio star, ‘who is per- 
haps the best-known of the latter- 
day imitators of Bert Williams, has 
recorded several Williams numbers, in- 
cluding “The Darktown Poker Club.” 
When the Harris record was reviewed 
in Variety, the reviewer, a young man 
who apparently knew little or noth- 
ing about Williams, said in effect 
that the record was “disgusting” and 
that he was embarrassed at having 
played it before his Negro maid. 
The critic probably was one of those 
persons who consider all dialect work 
to be malicious, but the truth is that 
there is nothing about “The Dark- 
town Poker Club” which should of- 
fend any sensible person, white or 
black. The reviewer also said he had 
the impression that Williams was a 
servile type of Negro. Such an im- 
pression is completely wrong. Bert 
Williams didn’t carry a chip on his 
shoulder, but he was a self-respect- 
ing artist who made his way on his 
own merits. As has already been in- 
dicated, he felt a certain sense of 
frustration hecause of being com- 
pelled to go on doing the same sort 
of act season after season and, as 
will be seen later, he did sometimes 


refer thoughtfully, when talking in- 
timately with friends, to the racial 
discrimination he experienced. 

Although he occasicnally appeared 
in vaudeville. Williams was chiefly 
active from 1910 to 1918S as the 
featured comedian of the Follies and 
received a salary running high into 
four figures. During this period he 
popularized many songs, suca as 
“The Right Church But the Wrong 
Pew,” “You’re Gwine to Get Some- 
thin? What You Don’t Expect,” “The 
Jonah Man” and “That’s Harmony.’ 
The famous producer, David Belasco, 
is said to have decided that Williams’ 
greatest gifts, for character deline- 
ation not of the slapstick variety, 
weren’t being used, and to have of- 
fered to star him, but the comedian 
refused, saying that he owed Zieg- 
feld a debt of gratitude and didn’t 
think he should leave the Follies. 
Throughout this period his Columbia 
records kept appearing at fairly re- 
gular intervals. 

But eventually Williams did give 
up appearing in the Ziegfeld shows. 
In 1919 and 1920 he starred in a pro- 
duction called the Broadway Brevi- 
ties. After that he toured in what 
is said to have been one of his best 
shows, “Under the Bamboo Tree.” 
He must have been inwardly dissatis- 
fied, for he still spoke occasionally 
of his ambition “to stop doing piffle 
and interpret the REAL Negro on 
the stage.” That ambition was never 
to be gratified, for he died after be- 
ing stricken with pneumonia. There 
is something of uncertainty about 
the place of his death—just as there 
is about the year in which George 
Walker died. The Dictionary of 
American Biography says he died in 
New York City; “American Vaude- 
ville” that he took pneumonia while 
in Detroit, on tour with “Under the 
Bamboo Tree,” and died there. At 
any rate, the date of his death was 
March 4, 1922. He was survived by 
his wife, Charlotte Williams, a Negro 
performer whom he had married in 
1900. 

For several days after Bert Wil- 
liams’ death, the New York papers 
contained a great deal of comment 
about this life, personality and 
achievements. The Evening Post ex- 
pressed regret that Williams had 
been subject to “the upsweil of the 
tide of jazz in these later years” and 
remarked that “his admirable art 
was not for the orgiastic jazz, but 
for the plaintive humor of the blues 
that is now coming to the front.” 


And the late Perey Hammond, one 
of the foremost critics of the day, 
penned a revealing personality sketch 
which shows that Williams was es- 
sentially what I have called him—a 
thwarted genius. Here is an excerpt 
from the Hammond article: 


“A reticent fellow, Mr. Williams sel- 
dom talked of himself save in modest 
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reference to his work as a comediar. 
Yet he was the repository of a secret 
sorrow. 

“There he was, unquestionably once a 
comic artist of the first rank, doomed 
for the rest of his career to an environ 
ment of songs and dances, with the 
doors of advancement closed against 
him. . . He could not with success 
aspire to make his genius an instrument 
of characterization in the more eminent 
realms of the theater. He humbly pro- 
ceded along his antic pathway, exciting 
the ephemeral admiration of the know- 
ing, and remaining, in the delicate and 
not descriptive phraseology of the press 
agent, a ’distinguished colored comedian.’ 

‘It was intimated above that Mr. 
Williams nursed this distressful cireum- 
stance as a private woe and was mute 
concerning it. While he did not give 
expression to his thwarted esthetic 
yearnings, he did at times hint his mild 
resentment at what he termed ‘an Amet- 
ican phase.’ You may be surprised to 
hear that Mr, Williams described the 
frontier between him and his audience 
as ‘an American phase.’ yet those are 
the words he employed one evening in a 
somewhat reluctant exposition of his 
emotions in the matter. He talked well. 
Said he: ‘This may sound _ snobbish, 
though it isn’t. I am not a native of 
the United States, but a West Indian, 
and J must take solace from my philos- 
ophy as long as I earn mzy livelihood in 
this country. ‘The rebellion is all out 
of me, for I know that it is up to me 
and that this is che only civilization in 
the world where a man’s color makes 4 
dfterence, other matters being regarded 
as equal. And you must admit that 
there’s food for thought, not necessarily 
pitter, in the fact that in London I may 
sit in open lodge with a premier of 
Great Britain and be entertained in the 
home of a distinguished novelist, while 
here in the United States, which fought 
four years for certain principles, I am 
often treated with an air of personal 
condescension by the gentleman who 
sweeps out my dressing room or the 
gentleman whose duty it is to turn the 
spot light on me if the stage directions 
call upon him to do so.”’ 


A. story told by the noted New 
York specialist in old recordings, Joe 
Franklin, goes hand in hand with the 
foregoing quotations frem Williams’ 
cwn remarks. According to Joe, the 
Negro comedian once appeared in a 
benefit performance with Eddie Car-

After the show, Williams is said to 
have remarked to Cantor. “You know, 
Eddie, nobody in the audience 
seemed to notice whether I was white 
or black when they applauded. They 
made me come out for seven encores.” 

Writing at about the same time 
as Percy Hammond, the late Heywood 
Broun made some interesting com- 
ments about Bert Williams in the 
New World World: 


“Bert Williams found prosperity and 
success in the theater, but his high 
talents were largely wasted. His death 
merely marks the end of the tragedy. 
Color was a factor but not the only 
ene in the circumstances which led to 
his downfall. There was much more 
white blood than black in Williams, but 
the Caucasian of America is customarily 
modest in such cases and by some il- 
logical process has decided that any 
discernable strain, however slight, of 
Negro blood extraction outweighs all 
other lines. And so Bert Williams was 
a Negro. 

“It would be quite fair to say that 
the theater discriminated against him 
on this account. Audiences applanded 
him generously and laughed heartily 
the moment he came before the foot- 
lights. There was only one restriction 
which limited him. Since he was a 
Negro, he must be a funny man. It did 
not seem to us that Williams was a 
great comedian and certainly he was not 
a great clown, but it was the role to 
which he was assigned season after 
season. Every round of laughter bound 
him more securely to his state as a 
merrymaker. Even indifferent work 
during the last few seasons was of no 
aid ir freeing him from the thrall. Some- 
how or other laughing at Bert Williams 
came to be tied up in people’s minds 
with liberalisn:, charity and the Thir- 
teenth Arnendment. 

“To our mind Williams did have a 
gift in which he was supreme but was 
not exactly comic. No man in the 
theatre of our day could tell a story as 
well. He had in his repertoire at one 
time a story about a Negro parson and 
a haunted house. This was the story 
built about the refrain, ‘We can’t do 
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nothin’ till Martin comes.’ You may re- 
member that it was said by the first 
cat which came out of the fireplace ang 
paused to eat the live coals. It was 4 
little friendly cat. The next cat was the 
size of a St. Eernard dog. 4nd after 
it had dined and spit out the. sparks it 
asked, ‘When are we gwine to begin? 
‘We can’t do nothin’ tul Martin conies,’ 
was the reply of the first cat. 

“The next one was as big as a Shet- 
land pony and, like the others, it ate 
fire and inquired plaintively, ‘When are 
we gwine begin? aud the answer came 
chorally, ‘We can’t do nothin’ till Martin 
comes.’ 

“It was at this point that the Negro 
preacher rose (in the story, as we re- 
member it, he was the father of Bert 
Williams) and said, ‘When Martin comes 
you tell him I was here, but [’se GONEY 

“For all the humorous iantasy of in- 
strument and the whiplike finish, Wil- 
haimns did not tell the story as a comic 
ancedote. By voice and pantomine he 
lifted it to the stature of a true ghost 
story. We could see the old Negro 
feverishly turning the pages of the 
Bible, the cats from the firevlace taking 
form before our eyes. Sparks dropped 
trom their jaws and the wind howled 
outside the cabin. All this was built for 
us by a tall man, his tace clownishiy 
blackened with burnt cork, who stood 
still in the center of the stage and used 
no gesture which traveled more than 
six inches. 

“The mernory of the happening re- 
mains with us so vividly that sleeping 
in a haunted house is one of the al!! 
tuo numerous things which we are 
afraid to do. Of course we laughed at 
the message which was left for nim, 
but it was more or less_ defensive 
laughter, woecause we knew in our 
hearts that the preacher in the story 
had outstayed us by at leust one cat.” 


Mr. Broun’s recollection of the 
classical Williams story was reason- 
ably accurate, although in the come- 
dian’s record of it the cats come 
down the stairs, not out of the fire- 
place (but they do jump into the fire 
to wash with live coals); the second 
cat was the size of a Newfoundland 
dog, instead of a St. Bernard; the 
preacher is not identified as the nar- 
rator’s father, and the catch phrase 
is “You Can’t Do Nothin’ Till Mar- 
tin Gets Here!” 

Columbia did not issue its mirth- 
provoking record of “You Can’t Do 
Nothin’ Till Martin Gets Here,” which 
I consider one of the finest talking 
records ever made, until September, 
1922—about six months after the 
comedian’s death. It was coupled with 
another side-splitting monolog, “How? 
Fried!” which relates how an old 
Negro slave’s miraculous mem- 
ory kept him from becoming the 
property of the devil. The record ap-

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parently was not a good seller for it 
stayed in the catalog only a short 
time and is hard to find. I obtained 
my copy from a man in Roanoke 
who found it in a stack of old re- 
cords in the basement of his home, 
and I had the good luck to get a 
duplicate for a confirmed Bert Wil- 
liams admirer—Jack Via, of South 
Boston, Va.—frcem Russell Poley, of 
Denver. Williams made one other 
iwelve-inch talking record that was 
a big seller, “Klder Eatmore’s Ser- 
mon on Generosity” and “Elder Kat- 
more’s Sermon on Throwing Stones.” 
The latter side was electrically re- 
corded by Charles E. Mack, one of 
the famous “Two Black Crows.” 

As electric recording took the 
place of accoustic, Bert Williams’ re- 
cords gradually disappeared from the 
Columbia catalog. But in 1940, when 
the comedian had been dead 18 years, 
some of them made a comeback. An 
album was issued, containing eight 
of the numbers he had recorded be- 
tween 1919 and 1922. It proved pop- 
ular and is still on sale. The orches- 
tra accompaniments sound louder and 
clearer than on the original Blue 
Label issues, and give the impression 
of having been played by a larger 
ensemble. Possibly new accompani- 
ments were dubbed in, as Victor has 
done in the case of some Red Seal 
records; or more likely the old 
records were subjected to some elec- 
trical amplification before being re- 
issued. At any rate, they sound well 
by modern standards and are richly 
worth having as a souvenir of a man 
whom, in spite of Broun’s dissent, I 
shall venture to term a great come- 


dian. 

And, although Bert Williams’ hfe 

closed on a note of frustration, it 
might have been a comfort to him 
if he could have known that, nearly 
a generation later, he is still by no 
means forgotten; that some of his 
records still sell and that he is to 
this day one of the most imitatea of 
comedians. 
_He also would have been gratified 
if he, could have foreseen an honor 
which was to come to him, as related 
in this excerpt from the July 5, 1944, 
issue of Variety: 

The “Bert Williams,’’ a Liberty ship 
named for the famed Negro comedian 
who died in 1922, will be built with Har- 
lem war-bond subscriptions, it was an- 
nounced by the Harlem Women’s Divi- 
sion of the Fifth War Loan Drive. Wil- 
liams, who was one of the top comedians 
and pantomimists at the turn of the 
century, starred in many  Ziegfield 
shows, being identified with such songs 
as “Nobody,” ‘Woodman, Spare That 
Tree’ and ‘We’re Not Going to Play 
This Game According to Hoyle, We're 
Going to Play It According to Me.” 
(This latter song was really ‘‘The Dark- 
town Poker Club.’’-—J. W.) 

Such things might have helped to 
reconcile Williams to his fate as a 
blackface antic, even though he might 
still have felt that sense of frustra- 
tio at never having the chance of 
doing the higher type of art to which 
he believed his gifts entitled him.

An Inexpensive Method 
of Storing 
Cylinder Records 
By JIM WALSH 


Many collectors believe there is no 
satisfactory way of cataloguing and 
storing cylinder records, aside from 
keeping them in cabinets or on spe- 
cially built shelves. For their benefit 
I’d like to pass on briefly an idea 
which occurred to me when I noticed 
that the openings in wooden cases de- 
signed to hold 24 standard-sized soft 
drink bottles are just large enough 
to accommodate the boxes in which 
cylinders were always packed. 

By placing a cylinder in each com- 
partment, it is possible to store 24 
records in one crate that takes up 
little space. “Unbreakable” cylinders, 
such as Edison Blue Amberol, Feder- 
al and U. S. Everlasting, will fit 
nicely into the individual slots re- 
gardless of whether they are in boxes. 
The fragile wax cylinders, however, 
should have the added protection of 
a box. It isn’t hard to fit a box for 
a four-minute Edison Amberol record 
into the opening, but the two-minute 
boxes are larger and thicker and re- 
quire a bit of squeezing and manipu- 
lating before they will go in. Once in, 
the two-minute boxes can’t be re- 
moved by anything short of an Act 
of Congress. I learned by experience 
that, after you have compelled several 
hundred two-minute boxes to fit, the 
palms of your hands are good and 
sore. Some soft drink cases, such as 
those for 7-Up, have slightly smaller 
openings into which two-minute boxes 
won’t go. It’s best to reserve such 
cases for indestructible records. 

And here’s a word of caution. The 
cases, if wired or nailed together and 
given some means of support, can be 
stacked from baseboard to ceiling. At- 
tractively painted, they look virtually 
the same as built-in shelves. But 
don’t make the mistake that I made, 
of stacking one on top the other, to 
a considerable height, without having 
some means of holding them in place. 
Shortly after I thought: my arrange- 
ments were complete, I discovered 
that I had omitted to put a Cal Stew- 
art record in its right place. I stooped 
and pulled out the box into which the 
record should go. This caused the 
case on top of the stack—one which 
contained 24 Ada Jones records—to 
sway, then fall, striking me on the 
head and raising a large knot. I sup- 
pose I was lucky that my skull wasn’t 
fractured. Although I have long ad- 
mired the recorded work of Ada 
Jones, I had never before been so 
strongly impressed by it as when that 
box of records fell, smashing three or 
four rare wax cylinders and almost 
breaking my head. 

Cost of the cases is little or no- 
thing. Most bottling plants have 
large quantities of old ones which 
they are glad to give away or sell for 
a few cents each. Collectors who keep 
a card index of their cylinders will 
find they will never have to change 
a record’s location. Each case should 
be given a number, and of course its 
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slots are numbered from 1 to 24, 
Thus, if the record you are indexing 
is No. 18 in the fifth case, you would 
mark the card, 5-18, put a similar 
marking on the record box and have 
no trouble finding it. But collectors 
who, like the writer, prefer to keep 
their cylinders arranged alphabetical- 
ly by artists will find it necessary to 
do periodic re-arranging as new re- 
cords are added. 

One more word of caution. Don’t 
insert the box with a wax cylinder in 
it. First wedge the box into place; 
then insert the record with a gentle 
rotary motion until it goes all the way 
down. Finally, affix the top of the 
box. In removing a wax record, take 
it out in the same gentle, careful 
way. Sometimes it will be found that 
the box fits so tightly into its slot 
that its inside cloth wrapping must 
be removed before the cylinder will 
go down. Great care must be taken in 
inserting the “waxes” or some will 
be broken. I, myself broke several—in 
every instance, of course, something 


that I particularly treasured!

Two More Deaths 
of Recording Artists 


Two more deaths of popular re- 
cording artists must be chronicled, 
even at this late date. 

Mrs. Marie de Kyzer Cumming, 
known on Edison discs and cylinders 
as Marie Kaiser and Marie de Kyzer 
(she changed her recording name 
during World War I) died on Janu- 
ary 23 in New York, aged 63. Her 
husband and two daughters survive. 

The Edison Phonograph Monthly 
for December, 1914, carried Miss 
Kaiser’s photo on the cover, with this 
comment on an inside page: “‘A West- 
ern girl, being born in the State of 
Kansas of Holland Dutch parentage, 
she is well known throughout the 
West, having sung in concerts in all 
the States clear to the coast. She first 
studied with Mrs. Jennie Schultz, of 
Kansas City, the best known singing 
teacher in the West. She is promin- 
ent also as an oratorio singer, having 
worked in this branch with Charles 
Baker of New York and Emil Mellen- 
hauer, the eminent and well-known 
conductor and coach of Boston, Mass. 
In addition, Miss Kaiser is a soloist 
in the choir of Temple Bethel of New 
York, and of the Calvary Methodist 
Church of East Orange, N. J.” 

Miss Kaiser’s recording activities 
ended shortly after the first World 
War, but she was also a_ pioneer 
radio singer and toured with the Bos- 
ton and Minneapolis Symphony Or- 
chestras. 

Lee Roy (“Lasses”) White, one of 
the best-known minstrel and vaude- 
ville blackface comedians, died De- 
cember 16 in Hollywood, of a blood 
ailment. He had been ill six months. 
White was born in Wills Point, Texas, 
and had toured with the Neil O’Brien, 
Al G. Field and other leading min- 
strel shows. He was particularly well 
known for his song, “Sweet Mama, 
Tree-Top Tall,” which he recorded 
for Columbia in the early 1920's. 
Columbia also issued several records

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The Carillon in Holland and Belgium 


By ISOBEL GORDON 


A fine carillon is, we believe, the 
most enjoyable of bell instruments, 
and it is developed to the greatest of 
perfection in Holland and Belgium. 
Certainly one of the greatest thrills 
experienced this year was that of 
hearing the one from Holland brought 
to Chicago for the first International 
Trade Fair. To hear these chimes 
ring out over Lake Michigan on a 
cool day was an enchantment that 
will never be repeated, for the bells 
were purchased for Quebec and so 
lost to us for a return performance. 

Even as far back as 17380 the caril- 
ln was highly perfected in the 
Netherlands and when John V of 
Portugal visited there then he was so 
delighted with the bell music that he 
ordered two for his new palace. His 
treasurer remonstrated, for one com- 
pleted carillon put in place was about 
$48,000, but the king rejected the 
criticism and, as far as we know, the 
two carillons of forty-eight bells 
each, are still to be found in the

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twin towers of the convent, formerly 
the palace chapel, at Mafra. 

In Belgium the bells are hung in 
tiers while in Holland they are often 
arranged in circles. However, those 
at the International Trade Fair were 
in tiers and the performer was on a 
high platform so that the crowd be- 
low could watch him play and see 
the bells as they were struck. 

The carillon is especially suited to 
the flat countries of Belgium and 
Holland for the bell sounds travel 
greater distances than in hilly coun- 
tries. In early days when clocks and 
watches were more rare, the people 
were dependent upon the town clock 
for knowledge of the day or night. 
As a premonitory signal it became 
the custom to strike three or four 
bells in the clock tower; and some 
added more bells so that melodies be- 
gan to be heard at the hour and half- 
hour and finally whole tunes. 


Besides the daily pleasure these 
carillons give the people they are 
especially loved on Sundays and add 
to the gaiety of the regular market 
days. And in the summer there are 
often evening “program concerts” 
which are sometimes announced 
months in advance. 

In early days nearly every pros- 
perous Belgian community had a bel- 
fry crowned with a carillon and took 
such a deep interest in it, feeling 
that as everyone could hear its music 
it belonged to all, ( as we know, it 
is sometimes called the “poor man’s 
music’), that the bell master was 
usually a municipal officer. 


As we will remember from our 
school days, the Bruges carillon has 
been the most celebrated in verse. 
And how Longfellow loved these bells 
is delightfully written in his diary 
of 1842, and later expressed in his 
poems “Carillon” and “The Belfry 
of Bruges.” 


The Mechlin (Malines) carillon in 
St. Rombold’s Tower, Malines, Bel- 
gium, had the reputation for many 
years of being the finest in the world. 
It consisted of forty-five bells, made 
at various times, the oldest dating 
back to 1480. But the mechanical 
playing of the Mechlin bells was not 
their greatest glory for the concerts 
of Joseph Denyn, renowned carillon- 
neur, have been without equal. There 
have been many descriptions of these 
concerts and from what we have read 
they must have been the nearest to 
celestial music ever made by what 
seemed superhuman hands, and on a 
still moon-lit night their music would 
be enchanting magic. 
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The Antwerp Cathedral, so famous 
for its beauty that Napoleon com- 
pared it to Mechlin lace, had a caril- 
lon of forty-seven bells. Thirty-six of 
these were made by Hemony in the 
seventeenth century, and others by 
Dumery and Aerschodt. 

One of Europe’s most loved bells, 
Roland, dated 1314, was in the Ghent 
carillon of fifty-two bells. 

Renowned makers of carillons in 
those early days were Franz Hemony 
(1597-1667) and Pieter Hemony 
(1619 - 1680) of Lorraine; Pieter van 
den Gheyn of Holland and others of 
his family, dating back to the middle 
of the sixteenth century, and cover- 
ing several generations. The Dumery 
family of Antwerp, and Felix van 
Aerschodt of Louvain, also were 
famous. 

Still another family celebrated for 
bell making is that of the Waghevens 
and Dr. Doorslaer’s ““Les Waghevens” 
has long been considered a classic in 
bell literature. J. Petit and his son 
Alexis had a foundry for making 
bells at Someren in the latter part of 
the eighteenth century. It was later 
moved by the family to Aarle-Rixtel 
and the name became known as Petit 
and Fritsen—the latter being the 
name of a nephew. As we remember 
it was this firm which manufactured 
the bells heard at the Trade fair this 
year. We hope another carillon will 
be heard there next year.

by the Lasses White Minstrels, in 
which the late Al Bernard took a 
leading part. After spending four 
years at Radio Station WSM in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., the comedian went to 
Hollywood, where he appeared in 
several films, mostly playing Western 
character parts. He was also a mem- 
ber of the cast of the Beulah radio 
program. 

It is likewise reported that Eugene 
A. Jaudas, violinist and orchestra 
leader, died recently, but details are 
lacking. Mr. Jaudas was born on Oc- 
tober 11, 1869, studied the violin un- 
der several well known teachers in 
New York City, and in 1900 became 
one of the Edison company’s musical 
directors—a post he held for many 
years. He also took part in the musi- 
cal phases of the early Edison “kine- 
tophone,” or talking pictures. For 
several years, dance records by 
Jaudas’ Society Orchestra were a 
feature of the Edison catalogues.

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CIRCUS STARS OF YESTERYEARS 


V. CLYDE V. FISHER & EMILY VECCHI 
By A. MORTON SMITH 


_ (EDITOR’s NoTE: This is the fifth of a series of 
articles about scintillating stars of the big top of another 
generation, retired but still given to zestful living.) 


A “Ringling romance” was the marriage of Clyde V. 
Noble, professionally known as Clyde V. Fisher of the 
Five Flying Fishers, aerialists, and Emily Vecchi of the 
Kaufmann troupe of cyclists. 

Even so, the strict rules which governed the conduct 
of unmarried performers of the circus at the beginning 
of the 20th century, made their courtship difficult and 
perhaps more prolonged. 

As Mr, Noble now recalls; “It was almost impossible 
for a young man and a young lady with the show to do 
much courting, as it was strictly against the rules of the 
‘Show, and although both the Flying Fishers and the Kauf- 
mann troupe were featured acts, it made no difference. 
s “We did get a chance to at least see each other once 
in a while by slipping away from the lot. But Emily was 
Solo rider in the act and the troupe depended upon her. 
For this reason, she was looked after pretty closely as 
Mr. Kaufmann did not want to lose his principal rider.” 

The Flying Fishers had joined the Ringling show 
when it first went on rails in the early 90’s, and Clyde 
became a member in 1904 when he was still in his teens. 

It was the same season that John Ringling took over 
the booking of new acts and his first foreign importation 
was the Kaufmann troupe managed by Nick Kaufmann, 
which was signed for the 1904 and 1905 seasons. 

So it was during their first year with the Ringling 
show that Clyde and Emily met on the lot and their 
romance began to bud. But Emily went back to Europe at 
the end of the 1905 season to join an all-girl troupe 
Kaufmann had organized and the courtship was confined 
to an exchange of letters for the next three years, during 
which Miss Vecchi traveled with her troupe through 
Russia, Germany. France, Belgium and England, while 
young Noble and his Five Flying Fishers, which he in- 
herited on the death of his brother Charles, with Ringling

Bailey circuses, ali then owned by the Ringlings. - 

At the end of the 1908 season, Miss Vecchi left the 
troupe and came hack to the United States, being married 
to Mr. Noble on November 10, 1908, in New York City. 

It was at the end of the 1918 season just as World 
War I was coming to the close, that Mr. and Mrs. Noble 
retired finally from circus business and returned to his 
birthplace, Bloomington, Illinois, to make their home. 

In the 32 years that have passed since they quit the 
land of sawdust and canvas, they have been prominent 
and useful citizens of Bloomington. 

Through the foresight of Mr. Noble’s mother, he was 
apprenticed to a jeweler to learn the jewelry engraver’s 
trade when he was 13 years of age, and he spent four 
years in the store doing so. 

So when the Nobles guit show business, he started a 
jewelry store in his home town and Mrs. Noble served as 
clerk. They operated the store until 1941, and have since 
lived in retirement in their beautiful home, spending their 
winters in Florida. 

Both have been active in civie and social affairs. Mr. 

Noble was long a member of the Rotary club and a mem- 
ber of the board of directors. In 1932 he was president 
of the Young Men’s Luncheon club and during World War 
II, served as county chairman of the Red Cross. 
——~ As a director of the Association of Commerce, he was 
chairman of the retail interests committee for several 
years. He was one of the founders of the Community 
Players, a dramatic club, and was for three years pres- 
ident of this group. He was the first makeup man with 
“The American Passion Play”, of nationwide fame, pro- 
duced by the Consistory in Bloomington, and presented 
throughout the country. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Noble are members of the Bloom- 
ington Country club. 

He maintains a close connection with his old pro- 
fession, for Bloomington is today as it was half a century 
ago, the home of most of the flying return acts traveling 
with American shows. 

During the winter months, scores of aerial perform- 
ers who cal! Bloomington home, return there to practice 
for the new season and Clyde Noble is a frequent spec- 
tator, reminiscing with former fellow performers on the

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old days, and marveling at the intrepidity of the youthful 
fliers, many of them born since he retired from the pro- 
fession. 

It was back in 1875 that first enthusiasm for the 
circus in Bloomington was generated, that led eventually 
to Clyde Noble becoming a featured aerialist. 

Two grammar school lads, Fred and Howard Green, 
were en route to school one morning when they came to 
a barn on which appeared the first circus posters they 
had ever seen. They became enthusiastic over the pros- 
pects of seeing the wonders pictured on the multi-colored 
banners, and when the circus came to town, they were 
among the first on the lot and the last to leave. 

In a matter of months they had learned a Roman 
ladder act and traveled with circuses in this country and 
in Europe. Having heard of the Hanlon brothers’ passing 
trapeze act while abroad, they came home with the idea of 
doing a similar act. They practiced in their father’s hay- 
loft and went on the road as the LaVan brothers. 

Quite a few Bloomington youths became interested in 
circus acts, including Charlie Noble, and he was soon on 
the road with Harry Green in a horizontal bar act. An- 
other lad, Fred Miltemore. watching Noble and Green in 
practice, conceived the idea for the first flying return 
act, in which a catcher, hanging head downward from 
one trapeze, catches a flying partner leaving a trapeze 
bar, and returns him to the bar. 

He and Charlie Noble built a rigging and used a 
fishermen’s net for safety. It was from this net that they 
evolved the name Fisher Brothers for their professional 
title. The act was first presented with Cook and Whitney 
Circus, and was with the Great Wallace and King and 
Franklin shows before they went with the Ringlings in 
_ early 90’s, when that circus first became a railroad 
show. 

Fred Miltemore suffered a broken leg and retired, 
and Charlie Noble took over the act, which had three 
members. It was in 1904 then that Clyde Noble joined 
his brother. The act remained with Ringling Brothers 
until 1909, and Clyde Noble became owner when his 
brother, Charlie, died in 1908. 


Mrs. Noble was born on Church street in the heart 
of the theatrical district of London, daughter of Enrico 
and Emily Knoles Vecchi. Her father operated a hotel 
only a few blocks from the Hippodrome theatre and a 
few doors from the Shaftsboro Avenue theatre. When six 
years of age, Emily attended Nolan’s dancing school, 
made famous by the fact that Adeline Geanea, England’s 
greatest ballet dancer, had been a pupil of the school. 

When Emily was eight years of age, Ben Greet, one 
of England’s greatest tragedians, was looking for a 
child to take a part in his Shakespearian plays, and he 
visited Nolan’s studio, where he selected Emily to join 
his troupe. 

From the Greet Players, she went to the English 
pantomime, Sir Cooper’s “Robinson Crusoe” and late7 
appeared at the opening of the London Hippodrome in 
“Giddy Ostend.” It was while playing this engagement 
she joined the Kaufmann troupe of cyclists and went on 
to become one of the world’s greatest lady cyclists, ap- 
pearing before practically all the crowned heads of 
Europe. 

After the Nobles’ marriage in the fall of 1908, they 
left the Ringling show, and the Flying Fishers, now re- 
duced to three members, were booked in parks and at 
fairs for outdoor engagements by the Barnes & Caruthers 
booking agency in Chicago. 

In 1910, Mr. Noble arranged for his wife’s two sis- 
ters, Roma and Margareta Vecchi, who had been mem- 
bers of the Kaufmann troupe, to come to the United 
States and the three sisters and Mr. Noble developed a 
bicycle act which played the Keith and Orpheum vaude- 
ville circuits as the La Petite Emilie Troupe.

Mrs. Noble’s sisters returned to England after the 
1911 season and in 1912, Mr. Noble reorganized his fly- 
ing return act for foreign engagements. Thev weve booked 
in England, opening at the Leicester Square Empire theatre 
in August, 1912, for an engagement of 16 weeks. While 
there, Mr. Noble contracted five years of bookings in 
Europe, but when World War I broke out in 1914, the 
troupe returned to the United States and played vaude- 
ville and outdoor engagements during the war years, 
pieceding their fina! retirement from the field late in 
1918 

Mr. and Mrs. Noble have numerous scrapbooks filled 
with pictures and clippings having to do with their tri- 
umphs under the big tops and on the vaudeville stage 
of many years ago and Mr. Noble has written the history 
of Bloomington as “The Home of the Man on the Flying 
Trapeze.” 

The Nobles, in their middle 60’s, have had lengthy 
careers in both the show world and in business. Dignified 
in appearance, but congenial and pleasant, they have 
many friends in their home town and a visitor can spend 
no more interesting and entertaining evening than with 
the Clyde V. Nobles of 507 South Moore street, Blooming- 
ton, Illinois.

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Korea Exhibit 


“What Korea Means to Us in 
Rochester, N. Y.,” was the subject of 
a recent exhibit set up by the 
Rochester Museum of Arts and Sci- 
ences. The exhibit displayed a large 
outline map in color, prepared by 
museum artist-designer William F. 


Fraatz. It pictured the natural 
features of the country, such as 
mountains, niains, rivers, railroads, 


and princinal cities. 

In the mountainous north is an 
agricultural and mining region yield- 
ing iron, gold and copper, as well as 
coal. Korea’s real bread basket, how- 
ever, lying in the south where the 
Communist and United Nations forces 
are fighting, offers two harvests an- 
nually of rice, as well as crons of 
wheat, barley and cotton. At points 
along the narrow coastal plain on the 
east, bordering the Sea of Japan are 
located the sardine. herring, crab and 
tuna fishing industries. 

Seventy-five percent of i orea’s 
population of 30. million is made up 
of peasants. In physical appearance 
there is little regional difference 
among the people. Somewhat taller 
than the Japanese on an average, 
they are nonetheless hard to dis- 
tinguish from the Japanese or 
Chinese. All Koreans speak the same 
language which curiously enough is 
neither related to Chinese nor 
Japanese. aaa 

In the exhibit there were examples 
of Korean clothing lent to the Mu- 
seum by Mrs. George S. Curtice of 
Webster, New York, who was born 
in Korea and whose parents, Rev. and 
Mrs. Richard Sidebotham, were Pres- 
byterian missionaries stationed at 
Pusan, Korea, from 1899 to 1907. The 
clothing was especially made for 
them. The man’s costume, worn by 
men of upper classes, consists of a 
pair of filmy white silk pants, and an 
under and over jacket of green silk. 
The woman’s costume consists of a 
large skirt of pink silk over under

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pants of white, coarse cotton, and a 
yellow silk jacket. 


Other interesting items included 
two pink paper fishes which were 
blown up with air and floated for 
ceremonial occasions. Two Korean 
flags of the early days were also dis- 
played. A metal hand warmer in 
which was burned pieces of punk 
highlighted one phase of the exhibit. 

A brightly colored child’s costume 
for ceremonial occasions from the 
Museum’s collection was shown in 
contrast with the other costumes. 
White clothing was adopted as a sign 
of mourning and as kings seldom 
lived long, the people were required 
to go into mourning for thirtv vears 
each time a member of royalty died. 

A colored reproduction of the 
Korean Flag, drawn by Museum. Ar- 
tist Mrs. Vera Jewett, called atten- 
tion to ancient figures of the Orient. 

Another interesting feature in the 
exhibit was examples of both pre- 
served and living specimens of trees 
and shrubs, originally from Korea, 
which are now growing in Rochester 
Parks. These items were lent by the 
Rochester Bureau of Parks through 
Alvin Grant. Striking in its beauty 
of needles and cones is the Korean 
Fir which comes from the southern- 
most mountains. There is an ex- 
ample of this tree, smallest of al! 
known firs, now growing in the up- 
per pinetum in Durand-Eastman 
Park. Common to the Korean 
mountain is the Korean Pine, bear- 
ing five needles in a cluster which is 
true of our own native white pine. 

The Korean Arborvitae, a dwarf 
plant which makes an_ attractive 
ornamental is recognized by the con- 
spicuous whiteness of the underside 
of its leaves. Forsythia, plentiful in 
the bare hills and mountain slopes 
of central Korea around the capitol 
city of Seoul, was re~resented in the 
display by a preserved specimen from 
the Rochester High Park Herbarium.

; The Smithsonian Institution, Wash- 
ington, becomes the custodian of the 
Cushman Collection of Foraminifera, 
under the will of the late Joseph A.

Commemorative Exhibit 


An exhibit commemorating _ the 
Golden Anniversary of the Automo- 
bile Club of Rochester was featured 
on the first floor at the Rochester,

Another Rochester-made car, the 
Jenkins, was shown in picture and a 
catalogue of 1909. 

The Bulletin and the Rochester 
Motorist, early official publications 
of the Automobile Club of Rochester, 
were also shown. 

Catalogues included many of the 
oldtimers manufactured between 1900 
and 1912, as The Thomas Flyer- 
Champion Endurance Car of the 
World manufactured in Buffalo, the 
Sturdy Stutz, the Mora an ideal cross 
country car, the 1912° Metz—winner 
of the Glidden Tour from Minne- 
apolis to Glacier National Park, The 
Yale a car with the doubt and the 
jar left out, the Franklin, Oakland, 
Pope Toledo, Chalmers, Studebaker, 
Cadillac, Marmon, Overland, Pack- 
ard, Great Arrow, Stevens-Duryea 
and many others.

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Albrecht Durer 
By ISOBEL GORDON 


Albrecht Durer, born at Nuremberg 
in May, 1471, was to extend by his 
works the fame of his country, for 
the first time, to far lands. His art 
helped in great measure to inspire 
the Italians with the doctrine of real- 
ism while he absorbed some of their 
idealism. Many of his pictures have 
acquired existences of their own so 
they stand independent of either 
praise or blame by the critics; he was 
the true artist who could portray the 
ordinary things of everyday life with 
extraordinary meaning and make us 
realize there is nothing really com- 
monplace. Thus we have in prints 
permanent artistic records of his 
thoughts and in which every line is 
descriptive of what he wished to con- 
vey. An expression of Durer’s was 
that he wished “to make known 
through his work” what was in his 
heart; the essential ingredient of 
every great artist. His drawings and 
engravings are exact likenesses of the 
subjects treated and display passion- 
ate and reverent admiration for na- 
ture. Though his work is filled with 
detail it is never confused, and shows 
definite and intellectual selection for 
his design.

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His father was a goldsmith and, 


though little is known of Durer’s 
early life, he tells us in his diary 
that when he had learned to read and 
write his father took him from school 
with the intention of teaching him 
goldsmith work. He did very well in 
this but as his love was towards 
painting his father settled him as an 
apprentice for about three years with 
Miche] Wohlgemuth, who taught him 
the rudiments of painting. However, 
he did not limit his education to the 
pencil and made his mind familiar 
with history and sciences and was 
regarded as quite accomplished when, 
at twenty-six, he exhibited his picture 
of the Three Graces. 

Germany in the very early days 
was a vast studio for the painting of 
religious histories: saints, angels and 
madonnas appeared in ceilings, altar- 
pieces and altar-cloths, needle-work 
and on glass. Durer did not depart 
drastically from this field, and his 
Adam and Eve; Christ Bearing the 
Cross; the Offering of the Wise Men; 
the Passion; the Assumption; and the 
Virgin, in which he took his own 
wife, Agnes Frey, who was much of 
a scold, for his model, are all part of 
that train of thought. 

From 1490 to 1494 Durer travelled, 
visiting Colmar, Basle and, we _ be- 
lieve, Strasburg. He returned to Nu- 
remberg in 1494 and probably visited 
Venice towards the end of that year. 
He paid a second visit to Venice be- 
tween 1505 and 1507 and we know 
that he was happy there for in 1506 
he wrote in a letter which referred 
to his return to Germany: “Alas! 
how shall I live in Nuremberg after 
the bright sun of Venice! Here I am 
the | lord; at home only the hanger- 
on.’ Except for a journey to the 
<n np in 1520-1521, he remain- 
ed in Nuremberg for the rest of his 
life. During his travels in 1506 Durer 
had spent some time in Vienna but 
it did not seem to influence his style, 
for it was after his return from Italy 
that two famous series of wood-cuts 
appeared known as The Little Passion 
and The Great Passion. Even more 
celebrated are the metal engravings 
of the Knight and Death; Melan- 
choly; St. Eustachius (or St. Hu- 
bert); The Knight and Lady; The 
Great Horse; and St. Jerome in his 
Study. 

Durer’s popularity with the public 
was so great that some of his works 
were forged. One famous instance is 
that of the Italian engraver, Marcan- 
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tonio, who copied Durer’s woodcuts on 
copper, signed them with Durer’s 
monogram, and sold them to Italian 
collectors as Durer’s authentic works, 
Later, Marcantonio copied more of 
of Durer’s prints but added his own 
monogram. 

Besides his drawings, engravings, 
a few dry-points, and_ woodcuts, 
Durer etched on iron. His earliest 
dated etching was in 1515 and a few 
impressions are known. The most able 
and famous of these etchings is The 
Great Cannon. Not so famous, per- 
haps, but fascinating to study, are 
his plates of the Coat of Arms of 
different personages, his own includ- 
ed. In studying his prints too, it will 
often be noticed that Durer made the 
cartouche, framed space or tablet on 
which he signed his name and placed 
the date of his picture, an essential 
and beautiful part of his design. 

For a further knowledge of. Durer’s 
mind and his attitude towards the 
spirit of his age, we have a few lines 
from his diary under the date of “Fri- 
day before Pentecost, 1521,’’ which 
were written on hearing a false re- 
port of Luther’s death: “If Luther 
is dead who will explain to us the 
evangel with the same _ clearness? 
How much might he not have written 
still in ten or twenty years! All you 
pious Christians, deplore with me the 
loss of this man, and pray the Lord 
that he will send another guide. 0, 
Erasmus of Rotterdam, where wilt 
thou remain? Wilt thou see the in- 
justice and blind tyranny of the 
powers now ruling?” 

Before he died at Nuremberg in 
1528, Durer further showed his pro- 
foundness of mind by _ publishing 
works on perspective, fortification, 
and other abstruse subjects.

JEWELRY

Bicycle jewelry may be classified 
as that made of gold and silver and 
costume jewelry made of _ alloys, 
plastic, wood and glass. Most of the 
rare collectors’ items were made over 
fifty years ago in the golden days of 
the bicycle. About 1935 when Holly- 
wood stars started the bicycle craze, 
costume bicycle jewelry became pop- 
ular. 

Probably the most magnificent 
piece of bicycle jewelry, if it may be 
classed as such, was the diamond and 
gem studded bicycle given to Lillian 
Russell by Diamond Jim Brady be- 
fore the turn of the century. The 
machine was gold plated with a 
large diamond at the head and other 
valuable gems mounted into the 
frame. Today all the gems have

It seems that 
this famous bicycle had been in the 
hands of a junk dealer, who removed 
the wheels and fittings and then sold 
it for a few dollars. 

_ Ata recent national bicycle champ- 
ionship a Chicago jeweler had made 
up a bicycle pin in platinum studded 
with diamonds and valued at several 
thousands of dollars. A few years ago 
a club member, about to elope with 
his bride on a tandem had a wedding 
ring made to order at Tiffany and 
Company in New York. It was of 
piatinum and engraved with bicycles 
instead of the usual orange blossoms. 
The writer accompanied the couple 
on their ride to a justice of the peace 
in Montreal. The annual national bi- 
cycle championship trophies donated 
by Arnold Schwinn and Company of 
Chicago cost thousands of dollars and 
they will become rare collectors’ 
items. 

For the past twenty years the Col- 
lege Cycle Club has been collecting 
bicycle jewelry. The choice items are 
made of silver and gold. Last sum- 
mer while touring Mexico awheel the 
writer noted a jewelry shop on Cinco 
de Mayo displaying a silver minia- 
ture bicycle with side car, to be used 
as a cigarette tray.

States). Another rare item, pur- 
chased from a New York antique 


dealer, was a French silver cigarette 
case with a figure of a girl with 
tights riding in old high wheel bi- 
cycle of 1890. It was listed at $25. 
Last year while touring Virginia 
City, Nevada, the writer picked up a 
silver statuette of a uniformed cyclist 
leading his high wheeled _ bicycle, 
probably made about 1875. The’ club 
collection has several small 14K gold 
bicycles of both high wheel and safe- 
ty models. The largest piece in the 
group is a 16 inch silver plated 
trophy emblematic of the 1898 bi- 
cycle championship and _ engraved 
with the name of W. A. Ladue. The 
author is now tracing the history of 
the Ladue family of Fishkill, New 
York. The Fishkill Journal of De- 
cember 19th, 1898, lists 35 pieces of 
jewelry .won by this famous bicycle 
racer. The list included 11 diamond 
studs, 5 diamond rings, 5 gold watch- 
es, 8 unset diamonds, diamond cuff 
buttons and many gold, silver and 
bronze medals. 

Gold, silver and bronze _ bicycle 
club badges and pins were popular 
about 1890. In the San Francisco 
bicycle museum, near Sutro Baths, 
over 100 such pins are on display. 
They are made of gold and silver 
with delicate enamel work. The club 
has a dozen or so silver bicycle but- 
tons which were once worn on the 
uniforms of the League of American 
Wheelmen. A fine collection of bi- 
cycle buttons was recently illustrated 
in HOBBIES under the “Buttons” 
section. Three fine bronze badges 
were recently obtained from England. 
They were inscribed, “T Highland 
Cyclists”, “Army Cycle Corps” and 
“County of London Cyclists.” 

A Philadelphia bicycle collector has 
acquired a beautiful silver bicycle 
clock made in 1890; a silver vanity 
case with a high wheel cyelist fash- 
ioned into a handle and a number of 
silver picture frames with bicycle 
decorations. Another novelty is a 
silver watch chain, such as men used 
to wear in the gay Nineties, made up

Fort Hamilton 
HAMILTON, OHIO 


On the site where the Anthony 
Wayne Hotel and the Butler County 
Memorial Building now stand, Fort 
Hamilton made history as one of the 
most important early frontier forts. 

During the brief span of its exis- 
tence, this fort not only was the base 
of operations for Gene1al Anthony 
Wayne’s successful campaigns against 
the Indians, but saved numerous 
Ohio River settlements from sweep- 
ing Indian forays. 

Built in September, 1791, by Gen- 
eral St. Clair for what was to be- 
come his disastrous Indian campaign,

but fifty yards square. Four good 
bastions, two of which had platforms 
for cannon, formed the bases for de- 
fense. After St. Clair’s defeat, Gen- 
eral Wilkinson, strengthened and en- 
larged Fort Hamilton and increased 
its garrison in the summer of 1792 
to provide the only defense prevent- 
ing the Indians from attacking Ohio 
River settlements. 

Selected as the place of deposit for 
supplies and the base of operations 
for the battle of Fallen Timbers. 
Fort Hamilton served General An- 
thony Wayne well during this and 
subsequent successful campaigns 
against the Indians, culminating in 
the Treaty of Greenville. The fort 
at this time was under the command 
of Revolutionary War hero, Major 
Jonathan Cass. 

With the danger from the Indians 
passed, the fort was abandoned as a 
military post and many of the dis- 
banded soldiers became FSH (first 
settlers of Hamilton). But the fort 
had not outlived its usefulness, as 
the mess hall, a rough, twenty by 
forty foot building, became Hamil- 
ton’s first court building. 

Wooden blocks raised the building 
above the ground about three feet to 
provide a favorite shelter for hogs 
and sheep of the settlement and 
these primitive arrangements were 
further reflected in the furnishings. 
The judge’s seat was a rough plat- 
form of unpainted boards, and a long 
table resembling a carpenter’s work 
bench was used by the bar. Doubt- 
less, under these uncomfortable con- 
ditions, neither judges nor lawyers 
invoked traditional legal delays. 

Prisoners were detained in the old 
magazine of the fort, a heavily built 
log building about twelve feet square. 
This jail contained no windows, but 
one blank door and was capped with 
a hipped roof coming to a common 
center. Through a small half-moon 
hewn in the door, light, food and 
air passed. A hasp and paddock on

the outside provided poor security, 
for prisoners invariably escaped al- 
most as soon as committed. 

Officers’ quarters were soon con- 
verted into a tavern and the barracks 
and artificers’ shops became stables. 
The office of the county clerk super- 
seded the old sutter store, a small 
log house. 

Thus Butler County early converted 
its swords into plowshares, and long 
after the last Indian war whoop 
ceased to echo, the old buildings of 
Fort Hamilton were providing shelter 
for pioneers. 

Today, instead of the hoarse 
shouts of command and the martial 
tread of marching men, the rumble 
of the Diesel and honk of auto horns 
resound over the old parade ground. 
Today, too, the flag flying so proudly 
over the fine hotel named for the 
fort’s most famous commander, car- 
ries 48 stars instead of 13. 

And today, the only evidence to the 
passerby that here once stood the 
western ramparts of a now mighty 
nation is a stone replica of a block- 
house and a stockage wall facing the 
river and almost hidden by shrubbery.

Ripley tells us that one of the 
Sacred White Horses of Miyajima, 
Japan, has been stabled at the Temple 
of the same name for the last 1357 
years for the exclusive use of its 
legendary occupants. 

Horse ancestry is said to be traced 
by the toes. The earliest record of 
the horse in America, are those said 
to have roamed Wyoming some three 
million years ago. These have been 
described as slender little animals 
about sixteen inches high with four 
toes on the front feet and three on 
the hind ones. Before the beginning 
of the Ice Age something happened, 
no one knows exactly, but every 
horse on the continent of North 
America practically became extinct. 

Again Ripley says, the donkey 
originally came from  Cyrenaica, 
Africa. We know that before the 
horse, the Assyrians and Bablonians 
had tame donkeys. Printed records 
show both riding and driving. 

We are told the Mongolian Pony 
cannot be harnessed to a cart, and 
can be driven only if there is a man 
on its back to pull the tongue of the 
vehicle. 

During the Battle of the Spurs, or 
the Battle of Courtrai 1302, when 
Flanders revolted against France, it 
is said that four to seven thousand 
gilt spurs were collected and hung 
up in a cathedral at Courtrais. The 
best spurs were then made at Tipon 
in Yorkshire. 

Not until the second half of the 
14th century did England have any 
form of military equipment. Heraldic 
crests had already been worn by war- 
riors of high rank, and a fan-like 
decoration for the head of the war 
lLorse known as “chanfrein” and mov- 
able plates of steel called “crinets,” 
were introduced. 

During the reign of Henry V 
brought the “peytrelle,”, “poitral,” 
or breastplate or metallic flounce for 
the horse. Richard Widmann says of 
his entrance into Ratisbon: “His 
horse was the most costly part of his 
equipment, he had little of value on 
his person.” 

Sollerets, pediux, or steel shoes 
having mail to euard the inster joint 
came into general use during the 
reign of Henry IV (1399-1411) These 
sometimes were supplied with a 
footed stirrup and jambs or 
“oreaves,” leg plates which termi- 
nated at the instep. During the reign 
of Henry VIII (1485-1509), sollerets, 
which had become enormously long 
and pointed, were succeeded by the 
“sabbaton” which was cut off square 
and very broad at the toe. 
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The great seal of Henry VIII shows 
his gaily trapped horse with mane 
and tail carefully groomed, and a 
peculiar saddle, which held the rider 
firmlv in his seat. The rowelled spur, 
or rotating wheel did not become 
common until the reign of Edward I, 
This replaced the iron spur of the 
13th Century. 

The Romans had iron shoes for 
mules and horses which were not 
fastened to the hoof with nails, but 
fitted to the foot so they could be 
taken off and on. These were some 
times made of gold or silver. 

In 1885, R. Wright of High Lodge, 
Richmond, Yorkshire, invented the 
safety saddle-stirrup iron. The bot- 
tom of the stirrup was set on pivots 
which revolved with the motion of 
the foot. A joint on each side of the 
side-arms moved with the slightesi 
pressure of the foot and further flex. 
ibility was ~viven the stirrup bv a rod 
under which the strap passed which 
revolved, giving a springing action to 
the primitive iron loop. 

There is a tale of the English 
Lake County which tells of the man 
who brought home a pair of stirrups 
from a Fair. When he reached his 
house his feet had become so wedged 
in the stirrups he could not release 
them. He sat on his horse in the pas- 
ture for a couple of days while his 
family brought his food. Finally he 
was brought into the stable and re- 
moved from his horse, saddle and all 
and sat in his kitchen spinning wool 
until one of his sons came home from 
St. Bee’s School, and suggested that 
they remove his shoes, which freed 
him. 

In Pepy's Diary, Christmas, 1660, 
we read “Home to dinner, and then 
with my wife alone abroad with our 
new horses, the beautifullest almost 
that I ever saw, and the first time 
they ever carried her, and me but 
once.”

Cycling in the 1880's 


Quite a number of years ago, 72 
to be exact, at the age of six, little 
Audrie (A. C.) Meyer was _ highly 
elated on Christmas Eve when lhe 
found among his other gifts, the thing 
that he most desired, a_ bicycle. 
It was the familiar type of that per- 
iod with the larger wheel in front 
and the smaller in the rear. Despite 
the fact that there was a rather deep 
snow. on the ground, the youngster 
was out at the break of dawn the 
following morning learning to ride. 

Four years later, his father gave 
him a somewhat larger wheel which 
held out another four years. The 
third and last “high wheeler” desig- 
nated in those early days as “Ordi- 
nary” was obtained by our young 
bicyclist in September 1887.

of parts of a bicycle such as the 
chain, pump, pedals, sprocket, sad- 
dle, handle bar, wheels ete. 

Other old pieces of bicycle jewelry 
in the writer’s collection include an 
old fashioned ladies silver bicycle 
hat pin, several brooches with the bi- 
cycle motif, neck chains with bicycle 
charms, bracelets with bicycles. The 
men wore bicycle watch charms, cuff 
links, stick pins for cravats and studs 
for dress shirts. Silver bicycle spoons 
were a popular item. A _ beautiful 
spoon was recently purchased from 
an antique shop at Seabright, New 
Jersey. 

Modern bicycle costume jewelry 
dates from 1935 when there was a 
revival of cycling started by the Hol- 
lywood screen stars who rode to their 
stages on bicycles, wearing slacks. 
(The bicycle aided in emancipating 
women from long skirts to shorter 
skirts in 1900 and from skirts to 
slacks about 1935). The club has 
collected over a hundred bicycle pins 
made of metal alloy, celluloid, plastic, 
wood and glass. They sell from 10c 
to $5.00 in novelty shops. The most 
popular item is the charm bracelet 
to which are attached bicycle pumps, 
tandem bicycles, safety bicycles, 
high wheel bicycles, Bicycle slippers, 
and bicycle wheels.

“We take a liberty and we drink 
tea,” was Johnson’s none too polite 
reply to a lady, who, on a very slight 
aquaintanceship, ventured to ask the 
learned doctor to “take tea” with her.

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ters not much, perhaps, and we shall 
die, it may be said, and rest as quiet- 
ly in our graves without even this 
useful piece of information; but the 
collector is apt to be fastidius in 
such matters, and rather enjoys 
wrestling ‘with dates. Indeed, they 
are all and everything to him. They 
represent so much to his mind; they 
centre around his collection; without 
their toning influence he, as a collec- 
tor, and his collection as a memento 
of the long past, would be practically 
valueless. 

The illustration, Fig. 1, of a very 
exquisite miniature tea service gives 
us the approximate date of the time 
when tea was — well, expensive. Ob- 
serve the tiny cup, modeled after the 
fashion of public — house ale tank- 
ards; it could hardly contain suf- 
ficient milk with which to season a 
cup of tea in the present day. 

I have a curious and instructive 
story from Mr. Thomas Benham, the 
lucky possessor of this rare and 
unique tea service. It appears that 
his great-grandmother was drinking 
tea out of these very tea cups and 
regaling some friends with the 
fragrant beverage at the time. when 
they saw approaching up the gravel 
drive the parson of the parish, evi- 
dently meditating a call; instantly 
the whole service was swooped up 
and up and transferred bodily to a 
cupboard, so as to be out of sight, 
lest he should deem them guilty of 
unwanted extravagance. 

That the reader may have some 
idea of this diminutive tea-service, it 
is well to give the measurements of 
the tea pot and also of the cup. It is 
evident these lilliputs were not mere 
adjuncts of a  doll’s house; this is 
plainly demonstrated by the story 
given here, and they were actually 
in common use at that time is beyond 
the shadow of a doubt. They must

therefore have been made in the very 
early days of the importation of tea 
into this country, which woufd place 
the date at about the same period. 
Silver, however, was not by any 
means always hall-marked and _ so 
we have no other method of ar- 
riving at the date of their manufac- 
ture; the teapot measures from base 
to crown of lid two inches, and its 
extreme length from tip of spout to 
cuter edge of handle is four and one 
half inches; the cup (or tankard, as 
it should more properly be called), 
measures in height one and five-six- 
teenth of an inch, with a diameter 
fifteen-sixteenths of an inch, ex- 
cusive of the handle. 

The teapot is a perfect gem in the 
way of ornamentation and design, 
and, needless to add, attracts an 
enormous amount of attention on the 
part of the connoisseur in such mat- 
ters, and even the quite uninitiated 
are compelled to be eulogistic in its 
raise. The cup, although extremely 
curious and rare, can hardly claim 
the merit of being highly ornamental 
or artistic, the designer having ap- 
parently exhausted all his art upon 
the pot. The urn is also most de- 
serving of mention; it matches in a 
way the rest of the service, and it 
measures four and_ three-fourths 
inches in height with a breadth of 
four inches, 
And now as to the approximate 
date of the tea-service. I find, on 
reference to a well-known authority, 
that there is distinct evidence show- 
ing that each was sold in England

prior to 1623, at prices ranging from 
six to 10 pounds, per pound weight. 
What wonder, then, that it was served 
up in cups or tankards the size of 
which would incline liquor drinkers 
to ask for more in a mug. Pepys, in 
his diary, mentions tea in the year 
1660. 

The next illustration introduces a 
beautifully designed cream jug, a 
pair of tongs, and a highly orna-

mental sugar basin. The shape of the 
jug commands itself to our admira- 
tion, simple yet graceful in its model- 
ing, which is beyond reproach; it is 
an early George III. The tongs and 
suger basin are probably about the 
same date, possibly somewhat earlier. 
The other articles, in Fig. III are a 
pair of sufferers, nut-crackers, and a 
small size silver basket. he toy

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NOTES ON PAINTING 


In the thirteenth century, the 
paintings which decorated some of 
the churches in Italy were painted in 
what is called a conventional way. 
That is to say, a certain custom was 
followed by all the painters. They re- 
presented the heads and hands of 
their figures, but the bodies were 
covered with draperies, under which 
there was little or no suggestion of 
any form or bulk. For the whole 
figure appeared flat. It was as if you 
should make a little figure of clay or 
paste, and then pass a roller over ii, 
until its thickness is flattened down 
into nothing but length and breadth. 
The figures, in fact, gave no appear- 
ance of being real and lifelike be- 
cause, as artists would say, there 
was no drawing in them. There was 
nothing to suggest that the figures 
had real bodies. 

By degrees, however, peopic grew 
tired of these unlifelike figures, and 
a painter named Giotto (1266?-1337) 
became the leader of a new motive 
in painting. It was simply to try and 
make the figures look real and the 
scenes in which they appeared seem 


natural. Instead of following a con- 
vention, he used his eyes and studied 
nature. He was no longer satisfied 
to fill in the background of his pic- 
ture with a flat gold tint as the con- 
ventional painters had done. He 
wished to increase the reality of his 
figures by representing them in rea! 
surroundings, sometimes, in a room, 
sometimes out of doors. Instead of 
being content to make his pictures 
flat, representing only length and 
breadth, he set to work to create the 
suggestion of the third dimension — 
depth. He would try and make you 
feel that you could walk from the 
foreground of his picture, step by 
step, through to the background; and 
that, as you reached each figure or 
object in the scene, you could pass 
your hand round it and feel that it 
had real bulk. I said “step by step” 
and I lay stress on it. For what 
Giotto tried to represent was not 
merely some figures in front and 
then a big gap that you had to jump 
over before you reached the back- 
ground, but what the artists call the 
“successive planes” of the scene — 
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the step-by-step appearance of tie 
scene. 

The artists word for representing 
the successive planes is perspective, 
If you stand between the rails of a 
trolley line or railroad and _ look 
along it, the lines seem to draw to- 
gether or converge. Yet in reality 
you know that they are equidistant 
from each other all the way along, 
But, since our power of seeing be- 
comes less and less as objects are 
farther removed from us, so to our 
diminishing sight the size and dis- 
tinctness of the space between the 
rails appears also to diminish, 

You see, it is entirely a matter of 
how things look to the eyes. The 
painter, as I have said, does not re- 
present the facts as he knows them 
to be, but the impressions which the 
facts make upon his eyesight; and 
these impressions, by the way in 
which he renders them, he hands on 
to us. His picture is not nature, but 
a suggestion or illusion of nature. ; 

Now, although Giotto had discoy- 
ered that, to make you feel that you 
could walk back through his pictures, 
he must represent the _ successive 
planes, he only partly found out how 
to do it. It was not until nearly a 
hundred years later that a vainter 
named Masaccic learned how to fill 
the whole of his picture with a sug- 
gestion of atmosphere, so that the 
cbjects took their places properly in 
their proper planes, and it was still 
later before artists thoroughly worked 
out the methods of perspective.

From An Interview with Madelene H. Donnelly, M.D. 


Interest in beauty or history of 
certain dolls frequently overshadows 
the more genuine part they may play 
in everyday living. This is evident in 
watching the growth of the collection 
of a woman doctor, Madelene H. Don- 
nely, M. D., Iowa. 


Dr. Donnelly has every doll she 
ever owned with one exception—when 
very young her mother made her a 
“Humpty Dumpty” from a roll of 
cardboard and a large marble. Re- 
plete in a handmade woolen suit he 
tumbled head over heels down a 
slanted ironing board. Later when a 
little brother arrived, Humptv was 
sacrificed to provide a marble for 
brother’s new Humpty. 


Among her collection are other 
childhood dolls, a Teddy bear made 
the first year that Teddies were pro- 
duced, a battered tin-head and a large 
Bisque head on a kid body. This last 
was dressed by the doctor’s mother in 
1908. The polar bear buttons on the 
coat certainly would excite a button 
collector. She has numerous small 
dolls dressed in costumes she made 
herself in 1910-1911. Doctor Don- 
nelly says that the fact that the ma- 
terials are disintegrating definitely 
“dates” her. 


While the doctor was in private 
practice between 1930 and 1940 she 
began to make and buy a few dolls, 
primarily for interest in her waiting 
rooms. As she herself is a polio vic- 
tim she prefers to sit quietly during 
her Jeisure hours, and dressing dolls 
affords good relaxation. 


In 1940, Dr. Donnelly gave up her 
practice and went into Public Health 
work. This meant closing her home 
and moving about the country. She 
found that the dolls she carried with 
her were a great comfort and that 
they prevented loneliness by keeping 
her busy in her off-duty time. They 
also helped her make friends quickly.

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She was never in a place long, before 
children started coming to visit and 
see the dolls. Dr. Donnelly has al- 
Ways managed to have glassed in 
cases so that children could look as 
long and often as they wished. Some 
dolls are always available which the 
children may handle. 


Since 1940 Dr. Donnelly has grad- 
ually built her collection up to include 
a large variety of types. She now has 
china heads, Bisque, Indian, Negro, 
hill-billy, and foreign types. Her 
many friends and acquaintances here 
either contributed to the collection or 
helped her find dolls. She has re- 
habilitated many old heads, getting 
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hands and feet, making bodies and 
detailed detailed costumes. During 
World War II she received dolls from 
Africa, Japan, and New Zealand. 
While living in Idaho this collec- 
tion stimulated unusual interest. 
Very few doll collectors are found in 
that part of the country and dolls 
were quite a novelty, says the Doctor. 


In the early spring of 1950 the 
Soroptimist Club displayed the dolls 
as a money raising project. The show 
was held in the Doctor’s home for 
five days. Nearly all the furniture 
was moved out and ironing boards 
and narrow tables placed around the 
walls and draped with sheets. Pro- 
tective picket fences were set up 
about three feet in front of the tables. 
The dolls were arranged in groups 
but were not crowded. Colored spot 
lights brought out the richness of 
costumes and the sparkle of eyes. 

As a publicity stunt the “Idaho 
Statesman” took pictures of the dolls 
and club members, enlarged them to 
equal sizes, and printed them in 
pairs. The pictures were so realistic 
that many people were disappointed 
because they did not see the “big” 
dolls! a 

During the doli show each room 
was attended by a Soroptimist hostess 
armed with a script prepared by Dr. 
Donnelly. Each hostess was thus en-

Uncie Sam Doll 

To the inquirer who wrote a short 
time ago for information on an 
“Uncie Sam Doll,” we quote infor- 
mauon furnished this department a 
while back from Eva Page Daly, New 
iork State. 

Mrs. Daly states: 

“My home town, Troy, N. Y., claims 
the aistinction and honor of having 
tne name originate there. The story 
of Uncie Sam is no myth. It is a 
historical fact, that Samuel Wilson 
(Willson, as it was then called) was 
born at West Cambridge, Mass.. Sep- 
tember 13, 1789, the seventh of thir- 
teen children. He ‘went to Troy in 
i799, the year Troy became a city. 
in the Dictionary of American Bio- 
graphy, Vol. 20, the concise story is 
told, that after several adventures 
Wilson became a meat packer, and 
advertised he could slaughter and 
salt 1000 head of cattle a wee 

“Troy at that time was an im- 
portant center for assembling am- 
munition and food in the War of 1812. 
Wilson was known as a man of great 
integrity, genial, and friendly, and he 
became the venerable figure person- 
ifying the U. S. Government. 

“Elbert Anderson, an Army con- 
tractor, required his purchases to be 
shipped in oak casks, branded, ‘El- 
bert Anderson — Uncle Sam.’ An 
ignorant workman was asked what 
the words stood for. He answered, 
‘Elbert Anderson—Uncle Sam.’ This

MUSINGS 


of a Button’er-do-well 
By H. A. VAN BUREN 


Reprinted from the October, 


I wonder if the article eulogizing 
the incomparable Hart* collection of 
military buttons, which appeared in 
the March issue of HOBBIES, found 
other hearts as responsive as that of 
the writer. In my case, at least, 
Walter O. Chattin’s enlightening 
details of Mr. Hart’s untiring re- 
search threw a spark of renewed 
energy into a small collection of 
“uniform” buttons which had _ re- 
mained smoldering, almost dormant, 
since I was a boy. Tossed here and 
There about the house, sometimes 
long hidden, to turn up periodically 
for momentary but scant attention, 
this group of perhaps valueless but- 
tons, dating a year or two one way 
and the other around 1898, had re- 
presented mere childhood folly until 
I was thus made conscious of its his- 
toric possibilities. 

Even so, it is likely that my col- 
lection would have been again rele- 
gated to the comparative oblivion of 
a domestic storage chest had not the 
July HOBBIES presented the oppor- 
tunity to obtain actual items from 
the celebrated Hart treasure trove. 
For more than a week after reading 
that announcement my saner judg- 
ment struggled against the hobby in- 
stinct. . . . Could I possiblv add 
further interests to excessively busy 
days—increased chores, no matter 
how pleasant, to evenings already too 
short? The answer, of course, is ob- 
vious—the buttons won! So, forth- 
with, I posted an order for those of 
my choice, fearful (with good cause, 
it developed!) that many of the more 
desirable items might no longer be 
available because of my indecision 
and delay. The educational value, the 
historical fascination, the romance of 
button collecting had at last, after 
many years, been made manifest 
through this review of Mr. Hart’s 
inspiring achievements! 

Thanks to an indulgent mother, my 
youthful interest in button collecting 
had received complaisant encourage- 
ment. At the age of 12 or there- 
abouts (and that was a long time 
ago!) I felt the urge to procure but- 
tons from the coats and the cuffs of 
“Andy,” our rotund neighborhood 
policeman, the postman on our route, 
the fireman who lived next door, 
friendly street car conductors, uni- 
formed merchant delivery drivers, 
elegantly caparisoned lodge members 
of that mauve era and sundry other 
wearers of brass-and-gilt. My meth- 
od of acquisition was simple: When 
I wanted a button I merely walked

selected individual and 
one! ‘The results were 
amazingty fruitful, considering this 
somewhat uncultured procedure. In 
the more difficult cases, where the 
austerity or the prospect seemed to 
present potential disappointment, I 
sought the aid of this same good 
mother who thereupon took over the 
approach and made the “touch” — 
doubtless in a more polite and con- 
ciliatory manner. How I would love 
to possess, today, the colossal cour- 
age of those adolescent years. Pic- 
ture the writer now, in his mid- 
fifties and sadly deficient in military 
trimness, dashing up to a total 
stranger in the person of a pompous 
second-louie—and brazenly demand- 
ing a coat button! The consequence 
of such an encounter is too horrify- 
ing to contemplate. 

Those early municipal and locai 
and local transportation buttons are 
no longer easy to secure: for in- 
stance the old Brooklyn Police, used 
before that city became a step-child 
of Greater New York — and many 
worn on the Coney Island and Brook- 
iyn Railway, absorbed probably 25 
years ago by the more powerful 
transit systems. How little I sensed 
their value in those carefree days! 

With the coming of the Spanish- 
American. War my youthful taste in 
buttons naturally turned from the 
industrial or public service tvpe tv 
the more g!amorous and evasive mili- 
taries. (Note here, please, the re- 
sponsive chord which was struck hv 
this item. listed among those in the 
Hart sale: “*. . .. nine cards of 
Spanish military buttons taken from 
prisoners in the Snanich-American 
War.”) Military and Naval buttons 
were not obtained with ease even 
then, but their sources were more 
readily reached than thev are today. 
In. fact. | seem to reeall visiting the 
3ro0klwn Nav- Yard with a piay- 
mate either immediately before or 
during those war days, 2nd actually 
hoerdine a small U. S Shin-of-War, 
named, I believe, the Dolphin. . . an 
interesting commentary on the Feder- 
al confieence then placed in true 
Amoricans. 

It was during this general period 
that an uncle of mine, a 83rd Degree 
Mason, presented me with some at- 
tractive Knights Templar buttons and 
also a complete set of round brasses 
from a well-authenticated military 
outer coat said io have seen service 
in the Revolution. It had been pur-

mere assassination, since I _ had 
“grabbed: ort” another collector’s 
item! it pictured a symbolic North 


and South America in the form of 
graceful female figures reclining 
against a hemispheric background. 
(Nove again the prodding of recollec- 
tion: Was there not a button listed 
in the Hart sale as one “showing 
maps of North and South America’ ?) 

The last World War found my 
passion for buttons becoming more 
and more passive, my _ collection 
neglected and all but forgotten. A 
few militaries of no consequence 
were obtained but my enthusiasm 
continued to diminish, finally to be 
entirely effaced by a happy marriage, 
the rearing of a family ana many 
busy’ years of domestic responsibility. 


A transition, we might say, from 
buttons to safety-pins!! 
And thence to the present. What 


an eternity of time has been lost.... 
what goiden opportunities ignored! 
Hundreds, perhaps thousands of but- 
tons—a cavaleade of American Pro- 
gress!—at one time or another at- 
tainable with little effort yet now 
merely ghosts of regret. Recollec- 


tions! Memories of thrilling events 
closely tied to hobby collections 
which repose for years, unnoticed 


and unsung, suddenly to assume new 

life and fresh interest as the wheel 

of fortune turns again to their in- 
structive charm. 

* The Hart collection, which Mr. Light- 
ner purchased some vears ago is per- 
manently installed in the Lightner 
Museum of Hobbies, St. Augustine, 
Florida.

Hard Buttons 


An inquiry on hard buttons is ade- 
quately answered by reference to an 
article by Dorothy Foster Brown in 
an early issue of HOBBIES. 


“Many hard rubber buttons are so 
worn by long usage and hard treat- 
ment that their patterns and makers’ 
names are almost obliterated. In 
spite of Charles Goodyear’s efforts, 
they will not stand excessive heat.” 


Values 


While searching through our fiies 
for material to aid a collector of 
buttons, we found this article on 
“values” which Mr. Lightner, our 
founder, wrote for the October, 1943, 
issue of HOBBIES. It’s a down to 
earth treatment, so typical of Mr. 
Lightner. Button collecting was one 
of his many keen interests. He wrote: 


Good buttons are not too high. 
If you think they are high now, 
wait a year or two. The fact is that 
many types of buttons have decreased 
in price. The trouble is that a fad 
starts and gets some publicity. Then 
everybody wants to get one. A year 
ago tole buttons started to become 
popular. They were in their day the 
cheapest kind of button. They were 
made of tin decorated with paint and 
sometimes an engraving tool was 
used to make a design through the 
paint such as leaves, etc. They used to 
make kitchen ware, particularly coal 


buckets, of tole with flowers stenciled 


on them. A few years back we saw 
many a button in these assortments 
at 200 for $1. Yet, lately, collectors 
have been paying $1 to $2 apiece 
for them. 


Best values and those that will be 
sustained are the historical buttons. 
They appeal to the wealthy who have 
in mind leaving their collections to 
museums. This classification has been 
very much neglected and yet some 
historical buttons are “absolutely 
priceless.” Historical buttons. prop- 
erly defined, should commemorate an 
event in history. Those commemora- 
ting American history are most in 
demand. Not long age we found an 
antique button in a collection that 
had been sold for very few dollars and 
most of them were cheap buttons but 
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there was one depicting General 
Coxey looking through the bars of a 
jail with the lettering “Keep off the 
Grass.” Mr. Dicke oftered a big price 
for it as he specializes in those his- 
torical buttons. Naturally we kept it 
in Hobbies Museum. Yet that is 
not an old button. Coxey engineered 
his famous march on Washington in 
1893, we believe. However, he was 
an odd character in American history. 
Starting in Massillon, Ohio, where he 
lived, he herded all the bums in the 
country together and marched them 
through West Virginia and down tne 
Potomac to the Capital to demand 
relief—a harbinger of the era of the 
“forgotten man.” His army got ‘a lot 
of publicity and all the riff-raff and 
rabble in the country joined him. 
His idea was to camp his army on 
the White House grounds. When he 
arrived there it was found that no 
particular charges of unlawfulness 
could be placed against him, inasmuch 
as his “soldiers” carried broomsticks 
instead of guns. He was finally ar- 
rested for violating an ordinance re- 
garding walking on the grass in pub- 
lic parks. Ever since then Coxey’s 
Army has caused more or less laugh- 
ter in American life. In later years 
the general became mayor of Mas- 
sillon and was said to have amassed 
a fortune writing books on monetary 
and other economic questions. Such a 
button is often found in an old but- 
ton box and there shouid be more of 
these Coxey buttons. Who made them 
and why they were made is a 
mystery, unless kids would buy them 
for a penny or a nickel to wear in 
their buttonholes. 

We believe that all button collec- 
tors can look back to the stuff they 
threw away as worthless when they 
started collecting that would bring a 
big price now. The fellow who dis- 
covered the famous Pony Express 
buttons found them in an old stock. 
He was a former stamp and coin 
dealer and didn’t know what they 
were worth. He said there were prob- 
ably two dozen in the lot and he 
sold them for 15c each. They will 
readily bring $3.50 each today. 

f certain types of buttons are too 
high for you, start in some other 
line. Small heads and pictorials ao 
not bring much although the large 
ones bring big prices. We thought the 
demand would be created for the 
small pictorials by using them in con- 
tinuity stories, using the buttons for 
illustrations. That idea has educa- 
tional merits that ought to be pro- 
moted. A few years back you all 
threw away clothing buttons with the 
brand of the manufacturer on them. 
Those are eagerly sought after today 
and make extremely interesting col- 
lections. There are lots of low priced 
buttons on the market awaiting ideas. 
Get up an original idea for the use 
of these buttons and watch others 
follow you. First thing you know you 
will complain again they are getting 
too high in price.

This was the first of those great 
awakenings of art and literature to 
ideas and ideals that had a much 
more realistic relation to human life 
than many of the ideals and prac- 
tices of the preceding hundred years 
During this era the tastes and in- 
clinations of the people of Greece 
and Rome returned to the art of their 
ancestors 

Since the term Renaissance means 
a re-birth, a revival, or a resurrec- 
tion, the Italian Renaissance has re- 
ference to the years when the classic 
modes of Greek and Roman orramen- 
tution in furniture were revived, 
with acanthus, egg-and-dart, lotus, 
rosettes, medallions, cupids, griffins, 
etc., once more outstanding artistic 
characteristics. 

Wood carving regained its 
former popularity and the craftsmen 
brought walnut back to its wide- 
spread use, colorfully brightenir~ it 
with red upholstery, tassels and gold 
fringe. Italian furniture art, always 
featuring colors or gold paint to 
compensate when the wood _itseif 
failed to present satisfactory quality, 
depended upon plastic ornamentation 
with the use of the plastic Gesso tc 
bring out carved motifs. 

The Italian Renaissance did not 
make use of the characteristic pointed 
arch of earlier Gothic construction. 
It brought popularity again to the 
classical Greek and Roman ornamen- 
tation. It was in the Italian art cen- 
ters of Rcme, Florence, Venice and 
Milan that the Italian Renaissance 
flowered, spreading thence to France, 
Spain, Holland, and Flanders and at 
last to England in the time of Eliza- 
beth, to bring on what became known 
as the Elizabethan period. 


French Renaissance 
The Italian spirit of the Renais- 
sance began to spread over into 
France as it gained strength and in- 
fluence in Italy. The Renaissance 
had a _ pronouncea influence upon 
French life, as military expeditions 


of the French into Italy resulted in 
the newly redeveloped classic de- 
signs of the Italian Renaissance be- 
jig brought home to France where 
ihe court set the styles. 

The fleur-de-lis of France was a!- 
ways an _ identifying mark  dis- 
tinguishing the French from the [tal- 
lan. Also the Gothie continued te 
survive in France just as it gradu- 
aiiy disappeared in Italy. There was 
a great deal of ornate carving in the 
typical French Renaissance furniture 
and this gave the French patterns 
that were too heavy and massive for 
the modern homes. 

Lion heads, spinxes and caryatides 
were in frequent use in the popular 
carving which became excessively 
elaborate through this period of the 
french court adhered definitely to 
solidity and richness of design and 
these characteristics were typical of 
the French taste of the period. 

Chairs were given straight, stiff 
backs and arms not conducive to 
comfort, grace or delicacy. The feet 
of French Renaissonce pieces of 
furniture, bun, pear-shaped or block, 
did little to detract from the some- 
what clumsy designs. 


The Spanish Renaissance 

This period covers much the same 
years as that of the French Renais- 
sance. These were years when Spain 
was extending itself to a world wide 
influence while under Charles V_ it 
was a strong factor in the govern- 
ment of the Netherlands, Germany, 
Austria and Italy. as well as the 
newly discovered and soon to be set- 
tled West Indies. 

For a long time Spain had been 
occupied and largely controlled by 
the African Moors who were in due 
time driven out, leaving, however, 
an architectural influence that had 
its appeal to those who were re- 
sponsible for the furniture styles. To 
the Moorish influences were added 
styles accented from other countries 
and this included some of the Gothic. 

It was quite natural that Spain, in 
its conquering expeditions into other 
European countries would pick up 
and add to its own architectural 
characteristics the various types in- 
dividual to those lands. For example, 
the feet used on Spanish chairs in-

cluded the French so called bun-foot, 


the scroll foot from the “Low 
Countries,” the claw foot and the 
hoof-foot as evidence of Renais- 


sance development. 

One of the most effectively used 
ornaments of the Spanish furniture 
designs was the shell which adorned 
chair backs, carved moldings at the 
top of the backs of settees, love- 
seats, etc., also the borders below the 
edges of tahle tops. ‘The sheil was a 
notably artistic addition to Spanish 
furniture designs. 

A Spanish custom that descended 
from the Moorish influences was the 
liberal use of beautiful leather and 
the twisted wrought iron of table 
braces and chair stretchers. Gilt nails 
were in common use in scroviled de- 
signs or in straight lines of borders, 
A good deal of inlay was used of 
silver, or brass and pone, as well as 
of contrasting woods. 

Spanisn styles have in recent years 
come into vegue in modern homes, 
varticularly in Spanish type com- 
munities or colonies such as are to 
be seen in parts of Florida or Cali- 
fornia. 

The use of moldings to give orna- 
mentation to various Spanish forms 
of furniture was a prominent factor 
in giving furniture of the period a 
distinctive appearance, and this same 
practice was later adopted in the 
Netherlands and in England. 


The Netherlands Renaissance 

Holland and Flanders were united 
as one country through many years, 
covering much of the 16th and 17th 
centuries, and their styles in architec- 
ture and furniture were similar 
though influenced differently due to 
the fact that Holland pariicularly 
was a nation of widespread interests 
ever seas, her ships reaching out into 
the far East and coming home with 
cargoes that included fashions that 
led to the development of styles dif- 
fering from those of Flanders. 

Since Spain had ruled Holland for 
many years, it was natura! that 
Spanish styles in furniture should 
influence Dutch construction and 
that this influence should last over 
after 1581 when Holland separated 
herself from Flanders and from 
Spanish rule. 

When Charles II of England was 
exiled to the Netherlands and when 
William of Orange came to the Eng- 
lish throne, there could but follow 
the trend in England to the adoption 
there of the work of the Dutch and 
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Flemish craftsmen which spread the 
styles of the Netherlands Renais- 
sance into England. 

With the independence of Holland 
which became a republic separated 
from Flanders and from Spanish rule, 
the Dutch developed their own styles 
and Flanders tended to adopt French 
ideas. Both of these little countries, 
however, continued to favor the heavy 
furniture of the domestic type which 
included much that was clumsy and 
in no way related to what we think 
of as Renaissance in type. Such 
styles may have fitted the homes of 
the Netherlands of that time, but 
that was the best that could be said 
for them. 


The English Renaissance 

It was scarcely a step from the day 
cf the Netherlands Renaissance to 
the English Renaissance of Queen 
Elizabeth’s time which covered the 
last of the 16th century. 

The English Renaissance or the 
Elizabethan period followed closely 


the English Gothic and it likewise 
followed closely the Italian Renais- 
sance with elaborate carving and 


Tudor types of a sort adapted to 
England’s most ornate homes. 

Elizabeth exerted her influence to 
bring about a taste for lighter de- 
signs, shapes and_ styles in home 
furniture and to that extent caused 
the adoption in less pretentious homes 
of Elizabethan furnishings not in the 
same class as the greater Tudor t--~es 
and more suited to the people who 
lived humbly.

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Undecorated China of the Late 19th Century 


By THELMA SHULL 


One of the outstanding china 
painters of the late nineteenth cen- 
tury was Mrs. S. S. Frackelton of 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin. About sixty- 
five years ago she published a guide 
mark for amateur painters, giving 
them detailed instructions for paint- 
ing plates, cups and saucers, vases, 
and other pieces of tableware in the 
current style. Since she was an ex- 
pert in her field and knew of the 
subject of china to a far better de- 
gree than collectors usually do, it is 
worthwhile to note her comments on 
the various types available at that 
time. Her casual but careful re- 
marks about the white china of her 
day may serve as a guide to modern 
collectors who are wondering what 
types or kinds of old china are the 
best for them to buy. 

Mrs. Frackelton stated: “Nearly 
all the hard porcelains fire well. 
There is little or no choice among 
the various French and German 
makes in this special direction. 

“An erroneous impression is very 
general among amateurs that, unless 
a piece of ware is stamped with the 
brand of some favorite maker, it wil 
not fire. This is simply absurd. 
Select your piece because it is good 
in color, well glazed, even in form, 
and free from blemishes. If it fulfill 
these requirements do net trouble 
yourself whose stamp it bears, or 
whether it have any. ‘The rank is 
but the guinea-stamp — the man’s 
the man for a’ that!’ and the rule is 
good for ‘dishes.’ 

“Each manufacturer has at least 
three grades of ware, and every one 
is not expected to know ‘firsts,’ 
‘seconds,’ or ‘rebut.’ When a manu- 
facturer has once gained the confi- 
dence of the public, he is not apt to 
overtax himself scarring his marks. 
So choose a piece because it is beau- 
tiful, just as you would buy your 
roses. 

“The French porcelain is most gen- 
erally in use, and is very beautiful in 
quality. Almost every manufacturer 
has some specialty in which he ex- 
cels, as, for example, ‘Pouyat’ makes 
the most beautiful cups — stamp 
J. P. & L.; ‘La Besse’ the most 
unique creamers and_ sugar-boxes, 
some of the most exquisite little 
Greek ewers, more fit for Liebfrauen- 


milch than cream, and the little urn 
could hold a confiture of rose-leaves 
with as much propriety as sugar; tne 
ware is almost as thin as egg-shells, 
and exquisitely translucent—no stamp 
(on the back). 

“The Gibus plates are about as 
perfect as plates can be made in 
shape, color, weight, and delicacy — 
no stamp (on the back). 

“The C.F.H.&G.D.M. china is 
beautiful in many of its forms — 
cups and saucers, plates, square 
dishes, etc., etc. The variety of this 
manufacture is large, and the quality 
most excellent. 

“Some very pretty china is in the 
market, marked with an ugly black 
vase B and D. I like this ware very 
much, and it has one advantage — 
the mark burns away. You will find 
some very pretty cups occasionally 
with a dragon-fly stamp. I think I 
can conscientiously say that I have 
never seen a poor piece of ware with 
this stamp. 

“There are many varieties of Ger- 
man china, among which Meissen, 
the Royal Factory, ranks par excel- 
lence. Only second-choice pieces can 
be purchased in blank, as all ‘firsts’ 
are decorated in the factory; none 
are allowed to be sold unless the sig- 
nature, two crossed swords in under- 
glazed blue, has first been scarred 
by cutting through the glaze. The 
Berlin china stands second only te 
the Meissen. The factories at Carls- 
bad produce ware which is very de- 
sirable; the mark is two hammers 
crossed. 

“Many German manufactories and 
a few of the French have the good 
taste to imprint the signatures of 
their china in intaglio in the biscuit, 
rather than deface their ware with 
a black stamp, as if it were so much 
‘white granite.’ 

“There are two factories in Bo- 
hemia — one at Pirkenhammer, near 
Carlsbad, the other at Elbogen, which 
are celebrated. 

“In Germany the factories are in- 
numerable, and the ware constantly 
improving. The common goods are 
bluish in color, and break easily, be- 
ing too vitreous. The cups are often 
very thin and pretty, but the saucers 
are generally hideous, heavy, clum- 
sy, and ugly in shape. The plates 
run well. 


“The American market for these 
goods has created a demand for a 
better grade of ware, to compete 
with the French, which has _ been 
kept at an exceedingly high figure. 
Within the last year, especially, the 
advance in the quality of German 
china has been remarkable, the im- 
provement being both in the texture, 
form, and color. 

“It is true that their hollow-ware 
for household use has still the clums- 
iness of Fatherland about it, which 
does not accord with the American 
ideas of ‘fitness;’ but the Germans 
are studying models to suit the 
American market, and will soon 
satisfy us, and at prices which will 
take away in a great measure the 
terror of the household Siva. In 
plaques there are none superior to 
the Charlottenburg K.P.M. (Konig- 
lich. Porzellan-Manufactur), of which 
there was a fine exhibit at our Cen- 
tennial. 

“Vienna produces a beautiful china 
at a factory which was established 
in 1720 by a foreman who escaped 
from Meissen. Russia boasts of 
magnificent porcelain, but the ex- 
pense is so enormous that it is pur- 
chased only by the court. 

“Swedish china is also very beauti- 
ful. Fisher, of Herend, in Hungary, 
makes faience of the highest merit; 
especially are his Oriental forms de- 
sirahle, 

“The English make beautiful china 
— this is the soft paste. The colors 
blend on it as on nothing else; it is 
very responsive to gold-work, and 
takes jewels well. This ware is very 
expensive compared with French and 
German, costing about three times as 
much. The glaze is very soft, and 
one piece should not be stilted inside 
another in firing, as the stilt-marks 
will surely show. 

“Then there is the beautiful Irish 
china, the Belleek, which it seems 
almost a desecration to touch with a 
brush. A poetic Irishman once said 
to me, ‘You might as well think of 
decorating the sunny side of a peach!’ 

“Messrs. Ott & Brewer, of Tren- 
ton, New Jersey, make a most beauti- 
ful Belleek china; and as I am the 
only person to whom they will trust 
their undecorated Belleek, you will 
have to come to me for it. The pieces 
are beautiful in finish, and they are 
always adding new designs to their 
alreadv large variety. Their cups are 
especially beautiful. The shell A. D. 
Coffee is, I think, the daintiest cup 
ever made. There are _ beautiful

cream-pots, condiment-sets, honey- 
pots, vases, etc. This firm also makes 
vases in exact duplicate of those of 
the celebrated Crown Derby paste. 
The strides which they have made in 
artistic ware during the past three 
years are wonderful. If they contin- 
ue, we shall not have to go from 
home. 

“The very best hotel-china is made 
at Greenpoint, opposite New York. 
But as this factory devotes their at- 
tention exclusively to their one grade, 
it can not interest us as it deserves, 
It is only occasionally that they 
choose to make a fine specimen, and 
then it is not for the public, but their 
own pleasure. Nevertheless, we all 
call Mr. Smith the “father of pot- 
ting” in this country, and, if I wore 
a hat, I should always raise it in his 
presence. 

“In conclusion, look upon this art 
not altogether as ‘a craze,’ or as a 
pastime — it is something nobler. In 
our country we have neither richly 
endowed art-schools nor public pic- 
ture-galleries open to the people 
free, like our common schools: this 
will come. Even in Europe they are 
but the mediums of educatioii; this 
each and every one of you can be. 

“Into every home where there is 
nothing of the sort, some little thing 
laden with kind wishes may evoke 
ennobling thoughts, and lift the in- 
mates to a truer life. And now, in 
the words of the descendants cf the 
potters of old, the modern Egyptians, 
I wish you kushto bak (good ,luck, 
and go ahead).”

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“Long Elizas” and “Piting-Joo-E” 


By FRANK FARRINGTON 


Old “blue-and-white” Nankeen 
china bears many and varied marks, 
each of which may be translated into 
an English word or phrase that may 
indicate the date or place of its pro- 
duction, or possibly, the type of per- 
sons who may be expected to use it. 

Unfortunately, translation of such 
marks into words understandable to 
us is beyond the ability of most of us. 
The mark, “Piting-joo-e” comprises a 
pencil (pi), an incense burner (ting) 
and a sceptre (joo-e), standing for 
longevity; the whole symbolizing 
“May (things) be fixed as you wish.” 

There are various kinds of fishes 
used as Nankeen china marks, usual- 
ly in pairs, though not crossed as in 
the zodiacal sign, and occurring fre- 
quently as decorations of emblematic 
character around the edges of plates. 
A pair of fishes is a buddhist device 
indicating domestic felicity, as the 
fresh water perch presumably goes 
about in pairs. 

An example of one mark appear- 
ing on a blue-and-white bottle reads, 
“Fuh kwei kia ki’ which has been 


translated, “Fine vase for rich and 
honorable (people).” 

A square mark, cris-crossed ver- 
tically, horizontally and diagonally 
with straight lines symmetrically ar- 
ranged. This mark of a seal character 
is probably the most familiar of any 
to English and American collectors, 
due to its extensive use by the Wor- 
cester potteries where it was a fre- 
quent imitation of the old Nankeen 
pieces of the most desirable patterns. 
This was commonly known as the 
“square mark.” 

No mark occurs oftener than the 
sign signifying “Yuh” or jade. It is 
used on countless miniature vases of 
extra hard paste, often shaped in 
panels and painted in an indigo with 
the long Chinese ladies, commonly re- 
ferred to as “long Elizas.” To the 
Dutch has been attributed the spon- 
sorship for the “long young ladies” 
which they christened “lang lysen”. 
The French rendered this as “longues 
Elises.” ; 

The Dutch chose to name a unl- 
valve shell, “Lo” and its representa-

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tion appeared on pieces of choice 
quality. They called this the “snail 
mark.” It was a well known Buddhist 
symbol, said to stand for “a prosper- 
ous journey.” In fact, such a shell 
was lent by the government to am- 
bassadors to Loo-choo to ensure them 
a prosperous voyage. 

The Hague, at one time presenting 
a bewildering variety of fine exam- 
ples of old blue Nankeen in carefully 
chosen specimens, later moved them 
to the great Amsterdam museum. The 
taste for fantastic Nankeen orna- 
ments led to the damage that befell 
countless pieces when they were 
broken in providing parts for strange, 
not to say fantastic ornamental pieces 
in the way of candlelabra, chandeliers, 
etc. Bottles, beakers, vases, were 
drilled and ground and when they 
broke, the pieces were refitted to- 
gether in strange forms. Miniature 
flasks, plates, saucers and cups were 
perforated and made to form pend- 
ants and holders for lights. In the 
well known “Palace of the Woods” 
were two large chandeliers construct- 
ed by the order of the queen on the 
basis of good pieces of old blue-and- 
white sacrificed bit by bit to be com- 
bined into articles of quality or beau- 
ty in no way comparable to the 
originals that had been destroyed. It 
was not unusual to discover really 
rare and desirable pieces ground or 
drilled to be used in making colossal 
and freakish monstrosities. If no 
mention were made of the loss of per- 
fect Nankeen pieces through damag- 
ing beyond use in fitting them to un- 
heard of uses, it is needless to say 
these synthetic curios caused the 
destruction of countless pieces of 
valuable china to make pieces of no 
permanent use or value. 

The present day practice of making 
into lamps pretty nearly any type of 
antique, from a beautiful Bohemian 
vase to an ungainly weathered old 
sap-bucket, was pretty much followed 
in the era of Louis XIV and even as 
late as the first and third Empires. 
There is no satisfaction in knowing 
that the really rare and desirable 
pieces of old blue Nankeen that were 
ruined by grinding and drilling in 
making them into unusual, not to say 
freakish, monstrosities that appealed 
to dull-witted royalty, were in that 
period thought to be well used. Today 
similar treatment is sometimes ac- 
corded our glass and china rarities, 
with less excuse than could have been 
offered in the earlier days.

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VALUES IN ORIENTAL ART

Stock market advisors always say 
that a client should buy when the 
market is low and sell when the mar- 
ket is high, but both speculators and 
collectors of antiques seem to prefer 
to reverse this process. They will all 
rush to buy a popular type of goods, 
either in stocks or in art, paying 
little attention to the fact that the 
great demand for the article will al- 
ways increase its price. At the same 
time, they will overlook very excellent 
selections which may be purchased at 
a low figure and may even scorn them 
because they are not expensive. 

This does not make sense. It is the 
height of folly for the amateur col- 
lector to spend all his money on some 
high priced type of china, such as 
Meissen or Royal Worcester, when 
he might acquire several equally 
beautiful pieces in a less popular 
ware and then wait to see his invest- 
ment increase in value. So well known 
is the tendency of the buyer to swoop 
down upon a particular ware that 
canny dealers will buy up cheaper 
products when they are out of favor 
and then hold them until the cycle 


turns and they have come back into 
popularity. This has happened in the 
case of cut glass; there was a time 
when people would give it away, but 
now they tumble over themselves to 
buy it at almost any price. 

It is my opinion that this same 
turn of buying will take place in the 
various Japanese wares which may 
be found in the dusty corners of an- 
tiques shops today. Many of these 
porcelains and potteries are extreme- 
ly beautiful and customers will ex- 
claim about them until they learn 
that they are Japanese. So great is 
the prejudice against this name, 
however, that they will shove them 
back on the shelves as soon as it is 
heard, forgetting their earlier ad- 
miration. 

All Oriental art must be regarded 
from a different point of view than 
that which we take in looking at 
Western pieces. Colors are used pri- 
marily because of their meanings 
rather than because of their har- 
monies, and many apparently gro- 
tesque or awkward poses in figurines 
or the decorations upon larger pieces

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represent moods or degrees of honcr, 
Oriental art is symbolistic while occi- 
dental art is usually realistic in na- 
ture. 

Thus, in Chinese ware and in the 
earlier Japanese articles, which copied 
Chinese patterns more closely, blue 
garments are worn by men and repre- 
sent masculinity. The women wear 
red, while white is used for those who 
are in mourning. Yellow is almost 
entirely given to the presentation of 
religious symbols, although gold and 
silver may both be used by royalty. 
Green, purple, pink and gray are sel- 
dom found in old pieces of Oriental 
china, and black is almost unknown. 
Persons of rank usually wear head- 
dresses which show their station or 
are drawn in poses which seem ap- 
propriate in the Oriental mind. 
Priests or monks are shown with 
shaven heads, and also are usually 
given very long ears, since this is a 
signature of spirituality in the Bud- 
dhist religion. 

Hindu art is not seen in many 
Western antique shops, and is usually 
very strange to our eyes. We some- 
times see grinning figures of gods 
with six or eight arms, not because 
the artists were unable to draw them 
with the proper number but because 
the numerous arms indicate that 
these deities are able to reach into 
many places. Of course, there is a 
whole mythology in both Chinese and 
Japanese art and some unusual figure 
may refer to the subject of a quaint 
story which somewhat resembles our 
own legends. For instance, I bought 
a Satsuma figure of an old man 
seated on a turtle at one time, not 
knowing that it was anything but a 
fanciful concept on the part of the 
artist, but the Japanese proprietor of 
the shop told me that my old man 
was believed by some of the Japanese 
people to have spent a thousand years 
at the bottom of the ocean and then 
to have ridden to the surface on the 
back of a turtle. “He’s like Rip Van 
Winkle,” said the proprietor, “You 
know he isn’t true but you like to 
read the story just the same.” 

At the present time Japanese pieces 
can be picked up at very low prices. 
Naturally, not all of these are of 
equal value, but a few well known 
names may be kept in mind and, if 
encountered, the products of these 
provinces or factories may be bought. 
Most familiar to our eyes are the red 
and blue plates, bowls, and jars 
known as Imari ware, supposedly the 
inspiration for the type of pottery 
which we call Gaudy Dutch. Imari 
ware is not as graceful as many of 
the other types of Japanese porce- 
lain. Although Imari is so heavy that 
it would never seem like a true porce- 
lain to Western eyes accustomed to 
thinking of porcelain as translucent, 
nevertheless it is so classified. It is 
very unlikely that the average collec- 
tor will find samples of Japanese 
pottery in any average antique shop, 
since these are the primitive pieces 
and were rarely made after the 16th 
century. 3 

Satsuma is a high-priced and fair- 
ly well known variety of faience, 4 
type of china which comes halfway 
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between pottery and porcelain and 
which is similar in nature to the well 
known Majolica, Delft and Sarre- 
guemines wares. True Japanese Sat- 
suma is usually in the shape of cups 
or bowls, wine bottles, incense boxes 
or small figurines, seldom over seven 
inches in height. Larger pieces in this 
ware are generally questioned by ex- 
perts and are attributed to the Pro- 
vince of Awata rather than to the 
earlier factories. The presence of 
brilliant colors, gold leaf and hard 
enamel decorations show that the 
piece has probably been made for the 
export trade and while executed very 
skillfully is not valued very highly 
in its native land. 

Cups or bowls are among the most 
common forms of Japanese art, 
designed to hold rice, not as teacups 
such as the Chinese people were ac- 
customed to make for the West. These 
are ordinarily about the size of an 
average coffee cup, have no saucers 
and, naturally, lack handles. Some- 
times they are to be found with 
covers and then are called ‘custard 
cups’ by local collectors, although it 
is very doubtful if any Japanese per- 
son of the 17th century ever heard 
of such a concoction as custard. The 
top was placed on the bowl in order 
to keep the rice warm. Figures two 
and three illustrate typical designs 
in Japanese cups and, if you will lay 
your prejudices aside, I doubt if you 
could find anything more beautiful 
than these. The second photograph 
is that of a cup made in the Province 
of Kioto in the 19th century; it is of 
a most artistic design but is not to 
be considered one of the most un- 
common types of Japanese art. It 
might be called a variation of pot- 
tery, although these division lines are 
extremely hard to draw in all Orient- 
al art. However, the term raku indi- 
cates a thicker ware and thicker 
glaze, and Kioto ware bears the in- 
signia which contains this ideograph 
on it. The third picture is that of a 
cup made in Nabeshima in the Hizen 
Province and is definitely of porce- 
lain grade. This is an 18th century 
cup and is somewhat similar in its 
blue and white design to the choice 
early Canton pieces made in China. 
While Western people speak of this 
distinctive blue as Chinese or Delft 
blue, the Oriental people call it ‘“‘Mo- 
hammedan blue.” Probably the color 
was fairly common throughout the 
Near East and Asia and was brought 
into Europe by the Dutch, since 
colors as well as articles have a@ way 
of traveling from place to place. Since 
indigo was a readily obtainable dye 
throughout the entire world, it is 
quite possible that all of these tones 
of blue originated in India where the 
plants which produced the color were 
first cultivated. 

As I have come to study the colors 
and designs to be found in the pro- 
ducts of different nations, I am con- 
stantly more and more impressed 
with the fact that most of our popu- 
lar ideas of decoration have originat- 
ed in the Orient. A good many people 
will think of the familiar covered hen 
dishes to be found in Staffordshire 
china and Victorian milk glass as 
typical products of their place and 


time, but I would like to call their 
attention to the two covered dishes 
which are illustrated in figures four 
and five. The fourth illustration is 
that of a Chinese porcelain water 
pot, looking so much like a Stafford- 
shire creation that one can hardly 
tell the difference. The Chinese had 
thought of this type of decoration in 
the K’ang Hsi Period (1662-1722), 
so date this production for yourself 
but realize that is it about two hun- 
dred years older than your prized 
Staffordshire hen or rooster. Illustra- 
tion number five shows a Japanese 
covered dish of the Awaya type, pro- 
bablv made around 1850 and charac- 
terized by most beautiful soft color- 
ings in its feathers. A little later 
than this the Victorian milk glass 
dishes appeared but hardly can be 
compared with the older pieces for 
delicacy, charm or humor. Since the 
milk glass creations are so well 
known to every collector, they do not 
need illustration here. The fact that 
they have been so widely reproduced 
is an evidence of their lasting popu- 
lariy since no one bothers to make 


commercial productions for which 
there is no market. 
The picture of the Imari bowl 


which heads this group of llustrations 
of Oriental art, is that of a richly 
decorated large dish, probably made 
in the late 1700’s in Hizen Province, 
Japan. Since this is an extremely fine 
example of such ware the price of any 
similar bowl would probably seem un- 
usually high, but many plates, plat- 
ters, small bowls and cups are to be 
found today in the average antique 
shop which can be purchased at 
seasonable costs. This seems one of 
the less attractive types of Japanese 
ceramics to me, although I will ad- 
mit that I am in the minority here 
because Imari ware is highly popular 
and sells very quickly. This type of 
china seems to have been made from 
the early 1600’s up until the latter 
part of the 19th century, the earlier 
pieces being, of course, the more de- 
sirable. This type of Japanese china 
was copied directly from Chinese de- 
signs although simplified to some ex- 
tent. All late Japanese ware tends to 
become plainer, and much of it re- 
sembles Copenhagen ware in pale 
colors set off by one or two exquisite- 
ly designed figures. 

Japanese china ranges from the 
most awkward and crude designs to 
the finest eggshell porcelain decorat- 
ed with typically graceful figures. 
Strange to say, the price range does 
not coincide with the excellence of the 
pieces since they are all comparative- 
ly low. It is unlikely that any Japan- 
ese ware, even of the most modern 
varieties, was made at the time when 
this nation might have been consider- 
ed our enemy in war and certainly the 
earlier china is much older than any 
Oriental aggression or misunder- 
standing. Without doubt the sorrow 
and antagonism felt between the na- 
tions will eventually disappear, and, 
as soon as a more peaceful relation- 
ship is established, Japanese art will 
again resume its former post. When 
this happens the prices will be high- 
er, so what is the sensible thing to 
do? Let me advise you to invest a few 
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extra dollars in worthy Nipponese 
china during this depressed time be- 
fore the market goes up. Somehow I 
cannot help feeling that any work of 
art is logically due to increase in 
value, and Japanese creations can be 
truly beautiful. When you look at 
them, do not think of warfare but 
concentrate upon their artistry; their 
colors and glades are the equal of any 
fine Western school. The styles may 
not blend too well with your scheme 
of decoration at the moment, but give 
them time. You know, we all change 
our rooms around every now and 
then and an old proverb says that if 
you keep anything for seven years it 
will be sure to come back in style 
again.

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Bicycle China and Glassware 


By DR. ROLAND C. GEIST

Probably the most interesting items 

in Chinaware for the bicycle collec- 
tor are the beautiful figurines. While 
not antiques in the true sense of the 
word, they are some of the oldest 
articles for collectors. After fifteen 
years of Chinaware collecting the 
writer has secured four small im- 
ported English Staffordshire figur- 
ines. Although not marked. the 
HOBBIES dealer assured the author 
they were of this well known manu- 
facture. They are from three to four 
inches in height, hand painted (now 
scmewhat faded) and show women 
astride front propelled velocipedes, 
wearing bloomers and skirts. The 
type of machine dates the pieces 
about 1866. Recently the writer was 
offered two large, two foot, figures 
of French bicyclists, in Limoges porce- 
lain at $250.00 each. The metal 
pedals and chain revolved and the 
tire was made of rubber. If not for 
the price, they ‘would now rest in the 
author’s collection. Judging from the 
nd of bicycle they were made about 
1895. 
Another interesting old item is the 
shaving mug used about 1890. The 
author can only boast of a collection 
of one. It was made in France with 
gold old English letters “W. P. Long” 
and portrays a touring cyclist with 
a background of a rural scene. This 
mug was obtained from Mr. W. Por- 
ter Ware, famous shaving mug col- 
lector and author of “Occupational 
Shaving Mugs and Their Prices” pub- 
lished by the Lightner Publishing 
Corporation, Another well known 
shaving mug collector is Mr. Charles 
De Zemler, owner of a chain of bar- 
ber shops in Radio City, New York, 
who has on display in his shop win- 
dows hundreds of shaving mugs in- 
cluding a half dozen bicycle shaving 
mugs, everyone a rare item. He has 
a happy combination of hobby and 
business and has written “Once Over 
Lightly.” 

_In the modern bicycle chinaware 
field there are the Toby jugs. The 
College Cycle Club has two of these 
English imports. One is a five inch 
mug with a laree handle; on the side 
Is pictured a tandem couple in relief 
with the words:— 

“You'll take the lead on each trip 

we take 
Then if 1 don’t do so well; 
I will permit you to use the brake, 
My beautiful Daisy Bell.” 

The other piece from England is a 
bicycle flower vase with a tandem 
couple pictured as a comic team. 
Holes in the riders heads permit in- 
Sertion of flower stems. A large New 
York, Fifth Avenue, florist offered 
two large porcelain figures of cyc- 
lists, each with a front basket car- 
ner, to be filled with potted flowers. 
The price asked was $50.00. 

The club bicycle drinking mug col- 
lection numbers seven German beer 


steins and one English Doulton ale 
mug. The beer steins are not marked 
but the date may be judged from the 
types of bicycles to be from 1880 to 
1900.’ The largest is fifteen inches 
in height with cycling figures in re- 
lief completely around the stein with 
the inscription, “Guten Muthes, 
Frisch Voran, All Heil, Frohes Herz, 
schaff und gute Bahn.” It means 
good luck to the rider. All of the 
steins are in color with the metal 
covers and large handles. The Eng- 
lish mug has figures in relief of the 
three types of cyclists, path racers, 
road tourists and military cyclists 
with rifles and swords. The cheering 
words are “Speed Awheel”. The hase 
las the stamp “Royal Doulton, Eng- 
land” with a crown and lion and the 
engraved four D mark. 

A set of Belgian bicycle plates 
were recently purchased from a New 
York department store at $1.60 each, 
a special close out price. Each plate 
shows a cyclist come to grief at the 
foot of a hill because of his atten- 
tion divided toward a pretty girl on 
the sidewalk instead of on the high- 
way. Last summer on a bicvcle trip 
the writer located a decorative wall 
bicycle plate dated “Amsterdam 1928 
IX Olympiade” showing cyclists com- 
peting in an Olympic race. The 
dealer did not wish to sell the plate 
but when informed that the writer 
was on the U. S. A. Olvmpie Cycling 
Committee, she decided to let it go, 
and at a very reasonably price. ($2). 
Another antique dealer recently of- 
fered a large French bicycle wal! 
plate about 15 inches in diameter, 
showing a couvle riding a tandem in 
the famous Bois re Boulogne in Paris. 
It had a beautiful colored relief de- 
sign as only the artistic Frerch can 
produce. It was listed at $50.00 and 
sold. 

Antique bicycle glassware is rare 
as the snort only dates back to about 
1870. The oldest items the writer 
has collected are bicycle paperweirhts 
of heavy plate glass measuring 24%x 
1 inch. One is cracked but the other 
is in good condition. It shows a pic- 
ture of Colonel Albert A. Pope with 
the inscription “Founder of the Man- 
ufacture of Bicvcles in the United 
States and the Pioneer of the Great 
Movement for’ Better American 
Roads.” The good roads movement 
in the United States was started bv 
this manufacturer and the League of 
American Wheelmen. 

‘he five and dime stores have been 
recently selling water tumblers with 
pictures of tandem riders painted on 
the outside. A large American cheese 
manufacturer has been packing his 
product in a glass jar that has the 
words “Daisy Bell’ and cycling pic- 
tures thereon. At this writing there 
has been a revival of “Gay Nineties” 
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pictures and novelties and more bi- 
cycle items will be on the market.

Lightner Museum Inaugurates 
Fall Season with Open House 


(In the St. Augustine, Fla., Record, October 15) 


O. C. Lightner’s gift to the City of 
St. Augustine, the Lightner Museum 
of Hobbies, today opens its doors to 
the public in inaugurating the begin- 
ning of a new_ season. Open 
house will prevail today begin- 
ning at one-o’clock and continuing 
until 5 o’clock. Starting tomorrow 
the admission charge will be in effect 
but so as to be in line with the prac- 
tice which prevails among the other 
attractions in St. Augustine and 
vicinity local citizens will be subject 
only to the Federal and State taxes, 
as provided by law. 

Since August 15th the Museum has 
been closed in order that time could 
be had to make some emergency al- 
terations in the physical plant. The 
task is yet not complete, states Gen- 
eral Manager Cecil Zinkan, but pro- 
gress has been toward the ultimate 
objective of presenting an attraction 
that is perfection in all details. “We 
have made a start,” says the man- 
ager, “and with time on our side it 
is felt that day-by-day we can pro- 
gressively eliminate whatever imper- 
fections that may exist. We shall 
bend every effort to deserve more 
than ever the thousands of unsolic- 
ited compliments and laudatory opin- 
ions recorded in our guest register 
by folk from all over the nation and 
even from foreign lands.” 

The landscape fronting the Mu- 
seum building presents a panorama 
of eye-catching appeal. The Jawn 
freshly trimmed, the hedges boxed 
into formal shape, the hibiscus and 
palm trees reaching up to add their 
stature to the picture, these are some 
of the elements which have encour- 
aged and elicited much commendation 
during the past week from visitors 
and local people alike. 

Entering through the great arch- 
way into the Patio the vision is im- 
mediately centered on the rock bridge, 
the gift of M. Francis Coate of Floral 
City, Fla. The bridge piers are con- 
structed of rock from Citrus County. 
The stones adorning the superstruc- 
ture are of historical value and they 
come from all over the world, having 
been contributed from famous build- 
ings, battlefields, landmarks of dis- 
tinction, and the like, so as to lend 
character and purpose to the struc- 
ture. The donor not only gave the 
bridge itself. This generous pene- 
factor performed the labor himself, 
all part of his gift to the Museum. 

So as to make it possible to see 
all of the exhibits and yet not have 
to take any unnecessary steps in 
traversing the more than 22,000 
square feet of floor space, a “follow 
the arrows” route is being set up so 
that guests in the Museum can pro- 
ceed along their way without any 
physical guidance. This has another 


advantage in that people can stop 
and linger among the exhibits which 
have particular attraction to them as 
they desire. 

It is stated by the management 
that there are still many attractions 
which time hasn’t permitted to be set 
up in display but even at that the 
concensus of opinion seems to be that 
there is now so much to be seen that 
the impulse “we want to come back 
again” is the usual reaction. 

Plans are in the making for setting 
up a guest room for the convenience 
of the visitors so that they may rest 
and relax in pleasant surroundings 
following their tour of the museum. 
Writing facilities will be available, 
as will also be the opportunity for 
acquiring mementos of their visit to 
this community institution. 

A descriptive folder for free dis- 
tribution is now in the process of be- 
ing printed, the first in the history 
of the Museum. By this and various 
other media of promotion and pub- 
licity the Museum. will be made known 
far and wide throughout the land, 
thus not only working to its own ad- 
vantage alone but also for the com- 
munity of which it is a vital com- 
ponent. 

The Board of Trustees, the mem- 
bers of which, with the exception of 
the City’s mayor-commissioner who 
is a member ex-officio, were ap- 
pointed for life as the governing 
body of the Lightner Museum of 
Hobbies when it was deeded in trust 
to the City of St. Augustine, serve 
without any compensation whatever. 
They are volunteering of their time 
and effort in a civic gesture of ad- 
ministering and developing the Mu- 
seum into one of the most unusual, 
valuable and gratifying attractions in 
the nation, a community asset which 
will grow into prominence and im- 
portance second to none. 

Beginning today the Museum will 
be open daily. Week days the hours 
will be from 9 o’clock until 5 o’clock. 
Sundays they will be from one o’clock 
to 5 o’clock.

The inauguration of the new season 
at the museum was welcomed by 
other St. Augustine Institutions. 
The St. Augustine Historical Society 
took a quarter page in the St. Augu- 
tine Record to proclaim greetings. The 
ad stated in part. “Today! The re- 
opening of the Lightner Museum of 
Hobbies is another mark of progress 
for St. Augustine, the Nation’s most 
interesting city.” 

Two other “musts” on the visitor’s 
tour of St. Augustine took one-fourth 
page ads in the Record to greet the 
reopening of the Museum. Casper’s

Miami Herald 
Features the Museum 


A very recent issue of the Miami, 
Fla., Herald carried a feature story 
and full page spread of pictures of 
the museum. The St. Augustine Re- 
cord commenting on this fine publicity 
stated: 

“The feature was the work of a 
former St. Augustinian, Miss Ade- 
laide Sanchez, now a member of the 
Herald staff but who earned her 
spurs in the news room of the St. 
Augustine Kecord. 

“The article gives a brief refer- 
ence to the building itself, character- 
izing it as a 61-year-old monument to 
Henry M. Flagier’s pioneering days 
in St. Augustine.” Then is related the 
transition of this edifice, arched and 
towered in the manner of Moorish 
and Renaissance Spain, from its at- 
traction as the Alcazar Hotel to the 
Lighter Museum of Hobbies. Men- 
tion is made of the enormous ground 
space embraced by the overall lay- 
out; and the fact that at present 
more than 22,000 square feet cf floor 
space is given over to exhibits. 

“Attention is directed to _ the 
diversity of the hundreds of exhibits; 
and to emphasize this, specific refer- 
ence is made to several, such as the 
Marble Room, novelty collections of 
minerals, coins, stamps, etc., Dresden 
porcelain, one of the world’s most un- 
usual collection of marbles, the Crys- 
tal Room with its priceless array of 
cut glass, a display of Capo di Monte 
valued in excess of $50,000, special 
rooms given over to paintings, musl- 
cal instruments, buttons, umbrellas, 
dolls and numerous other items of 
interest to all, in variety and ex- 
clusiveness. 

“Supplementing the word story 
are four pictures, all with local folk 
appearing in them to lend human in- 
terest appeal. The Misses Virginia 
Amara and Patricia Cowart appear 
in the Gold Koom, the latter wearing 
an 18th Century dress and receiving 
from the former a replica of the 
crown worn by Empress Josephine of 
France. Mr. W. H. Gillette is seated 
at the world-famous Napoleon Desk, 
made for the brother of the Little 
Corporal when Louis was made king 
of Holland. Little Cay Curtright 1s 
shown seated amid a beautiful collec- 
tion of dolls, many of which are 
adorned in “period” dresses made 
correct down to the last detail. Mr. 
H. G. Heydt, who has a shop in the

Museum building, is depicted exam- 
ining the stupendous Whittington 
clock which bears the date of 1743. 
“Considering the tremendous area 
covered by the Miami Herald and the 
hundreds of thousands of readers 
whom it reaches, St. Augustine and 
the Museum both should profit ma- 
terially from — publicity.”

The “Fruit” of Chicagoan’s Collection 


It seems perfectly logical for an 
Iowan to be interested in corn for 
that grain and state are almost syn- 
onymous. But it is not the grain, 
itself, that Mrs. James A. Joseph of 
Chicago, is concerned with, but ob- 
jects in glass, china, pottery. silver 
and other metals. During the month 
of October she exhibited the fruits 
of her collecting hobby in the Ran- 
dclph Street corridor of the Chicago 
Publie Library. 


Eighteen years ago Mrs. Joseph 
went to a Chicago auction just for 
fun. She really had no intention of 
buying anything but when a picture 
was put on the block she decided she 
liked it and wanted it. The picture, 
bright in color and primitive in style, 
was of ears of corn nailed to a barn 
door. In the corner the initials 
“A, M.” appeared. At the time they 
meant nothing, either to the seller or 
the buyer, but vears later the paint- 
ing was identified as the work of 
Alfred Montgomery. an_ itinerant 
painter, who worked his way through 
Tllinois, Indiana and Towa, painting 
for room and board. Today. his work 
is much sought after by collectors. 


The collection, which began with a 
painting, now includes vases, pudding 
molds, bottles, vitchers, buttons, 
what-not items, chinaware and flat 
silver — all representing ears of corn 
or bearing a corn motif. Most of the 
pieces belong to the Victorian era for 
it was not until the ’50’s and ’60’s 
that anyone considered corn of suf- 
ficient importance or interest to use 
it on decorative or utilitarian objects. 


As a result of her interest in corn 
Mrs. Joseph has accumulated a con- 
siderable knowledge of the history 
and use of America’s native grain. 
Long before the first white men came 
to America, Indian tribes, from the 
St. Lawrence to Lake Titicaca, were 
growing corn. Each tribe had its own 
name for it but all of them signified 
“Our Mother” or “Our Life”. 


Columbus was the first European 
to mention the grain and in his diary, 
dated November 5, 1492, he noted: 
“There was a great deal of tilled

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land sowed with a sort of beans and 
a sort. of grain they call ‘Mahiz’ 
which was well tasted baked or dried, 
and made into flour.” For the next 
century or so Spain referred to the 
grain as Columbus did but other Eu- 
ropean countries cailed it by a variety 
of names: Guinney wheat, Indian 
barley, Turkie wheat. 


Maize saved the colonists of Vir. 
ginia, as well as those of New Eng- 
land. It was Squanto, the Indian, 
who taught the Pilgrims how to 
plant corn. One herring to a hill. A 
hole, four inches deep, four kernals 
of corn ... and your crop was as- 
sured. For years the Indians had 
been growing corn and always they 
fertilized the land with fish. This 
they taught the colonists along with 
primitive methods for storing and 
preserving the full grown grain. 


Mrs. Joseph has garnered corn lore 
and corn recipes along with corn his- 
tory. Men have always liked corn 
dishes, particularly the long-time 
favorites like corn-meal mush, corn 
pudding, grits and corn bread. This 
is a man’s recipe for corn bread and 
it is said to be the only right way 
to make it: ; 


Corn Bread 
cups corn meal 
tsp. salt 
tsp. soda 
cups sour milk 
eggs 
4 cup melted butter 


Combine corn meal, salt and soda. Add 
milk and stir well. Then add eggs well 
beaten, and melted butter. Bake in a 
well-greased and warmed sheet-iron pan 
in a fairly hot oven for half an hour.

In Pennsylvania Dutch country one 
of the old-time favorites is chicken 
corn soup. This is served at family 
picnics, reunions, church meeting's and 
get-togethers of all kinds. It is usu- 
ally made in large quantities in big 
iron kettles but the following recipe 
will take care of the average family. 


Pennsylvaria Corn Soup 

1 Stewing chicken 

8 ears of corn 

2 hard boiled eggs 

chopped parsley 

1 onion 

salt 

pepper 

rivels 
Cut up chicken and put in pan with 3 
quarts water, onion, 1 tablespoon salt, 
pepper to taste, until tender. Remove 
chicken, cut into inch pieces, return to 
broth with corn cut from the ears. To 
make rivels combine 1% cups flour, 4 
little salt, 1 beaten egg. Mix with 
fingers to form crumbs. Add to broth 
and boil for i5 minutes. Garnish with 
hard boiled eggs and parsley and serve. 


When people ask Mrs. Joseph why 
she is so interested in corn she likes 
to quote from “Singing Valleys” by 
Dorothy Giles. “Corn is life . . . To 
us, in America, it is the strength of 
our past, the power of our present, 
the security of our future. For corn 
is the symbol of American democracy. 
And the story of corn is the story of 
the American people.” 
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TRIVETS AS MY HOBBY 


By GRACE JESSUP 





The cover of this issue and this 
article represent the combined efforts 
of two collectors of trivets— Grace 
Jessup of Jersey City, N. J., has pre- 
pared these notes, based on her ex- 
periences and researches into her 
favorite hobby. We present here also 
pictures of some of the specimens in 
her collection. The cover of this issue 
shows specimens from the collection 
of Mrs. E. C. Nichols of Kalamazoo, 
Michigan. 

Both collectors have gone about 
their collecting in a sincere and in- 
telligent manner, and both have en- 
hanced the walls of their homes in 
various ways with the designs and 
patterns of the old trivets. 





When I purchased a sixty-one year 
old cottage at the Shore, a few years 
ago, I little thought that the same 
cottage would yield the nucleus of a 
worthwhile collection. 

In going through the furnished 
cottage, I found, among other things, 
two iron trivets, and later my hus- 
band, while working under the cot- 
tage, found two more iron trivets 
that had evidently been tossed out by 
some of the owners. Each of the four 
trivets was of a different design and 
shape. And so a collection was start- 
ed, even though nothing was done 
about it for two years. World War II 
was in progress and I had little time 
or thought for the trivets except to 
clean them and put them to work 
as hot coffee pot, tea pot, and cas- 
serole stands. 

When the war was ended and gaso- 
line was off ration, we took a trip to 
Ohio, the State of my birth. There I 
found a trivet with which my mother 
and father had started housekeeping 
almost eighty years ago. From then 
on, I began to look for trivets—and 
how I have had to look! I began to 
read and study about trivets. I learn- 
ed that they came into use in Eng- 
land during the 17th century. The 
usual type of trivet then was of 
wrought iron and had three long legs 
attached to a circular plate or ring 
at the top with a strengthening 
stretcher between the legs. These 
were used in the fireplace to hold the 
large iron cooking kettle. Later in 
the 18th century, more skill. went to- 
ward the making of the top plate. 
Then the trivets were made with 
shorter legs and a more decorative 
top. These were used to keep the tea- 
kettle warm on the hearth. 

During the second half of the 18th 
century, a form of trivet was made 
to be hung from the fire bars. These 
were of two varieties; those with 
legs which enabled them to be used 
as standing trivets, and those that 
could only be attached to the fire 
bars. 

Trivets came into use in America 
in the late 17th century, although ac- 
cording to some ‘publishing inven- 
tories, they were not plentiful. 


Trivets are scarce now but they 
can be found. It seems that in many 
homes, trivets went into the discard 
very quickly. No doubt they looked 
too prosaic or meant too much hot 
work to be kept for any other pur- 
pose. : 

In England, where friends have 
hunted for trivets for me, it is a 
known fact that trivets joined iron 
and aluminum pots and pans to help 
make armaments during the recent 
war. I do have one very interesting 
trivet or flat-iron holder from Eng- 
land that had been overlooked as sal- 
vage, which adds greatly to my col- 
lection. 

Sizes run the gamut from large 
heavy trivets at the top, used for 
holding iron cooking pots, to the 
tiniest at the bottom, used for a doll’s 
set of iron and trivet in a doll’s 
house. This midget is only two and 
one-half inches long, including the 
handle, by one inch wide. 

Between these two extremes are 
all sizes and shapes—some with 
handles and some without; many 
round and others triangular in shape 
for hot flat-irons only; some heavy in 
weight and design and some very 
delicate in pattern; some for a child’s 
iron and some large enough to accom- 
modate a tailor’s iron. The round 
trivets are decidedly Victorian and 
were used to support hot dishes, al- 
though some of the round ones with 
handles could well have been used for 
many purposes. 

The primitive hand-wrought tri- 
vets are the most interesting and dif- 
ficult to find. I have several and 
cherish them as fine examples of 
workmanship at a time when metal 
was scarce, tools few, and no pat- 
terns or designs available. 

The first cast iron trivet honored 
George Washington, Jenny Lind, and 
Little Red Riding Hood. They are 
very heavy but soon after those, the 
cast trivets were made into many de- 
signs, some with Lodge emblems, and 
some with animals such as the dog, 
turtle, ‘ete. 

Some of the best known and most 


‘popular designs found in old flatiron 


trivets are: Cathedral, Feather, 
Laurel Wreath and American Eagle, 
Lincoln Drape, Double Heart, Civil 
War, Poinsettia, Rosette, Daisy, Snow- 
flake, Roseleaf, Family Tree, Acorn. 

The star, with five, six, or seven 
points, forms a popular motif in tri- 
vet designing.

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The horseshoe is also very popular. 
Some of these horseshoe trivets have 
year dates done in grill work in the 
center. Others have the words, “Good 
Luck”, or “Good Luck to all who use 
this stand.” One of which I am espe- 
cially fond, is of the horseshoe shape, 
without a handle, and with two 
hearts entwined, a four leaf clover, 
and the words “Good Luck” done in 
the center. Another of the same car- 
ries a likeness of President Garfield 
in the center. j 

The heart is found often in the de- 
sign of a trivet or in the handle. One 
that I have has the handle formed 
with two hearts. 

The oblong trivet with the word 
“Sensible” in the center is another 
very interesting design, and there 
are many more that could be men- 
tioned. One of my round trivets has

a removable handle showing that 
Grandma also had her gadgets. 


I have seen a toast trivet con- 
structed with a toasting fork sup- 
ported from a long legged, three 
footed trivet, with the fork adjustable 
both in height and extension. I have 
also seen a trivet used in England 
for Yorkshire pudding. It was placed 
in the bottom of the pan, over the 
pudding, and allowed the juices of 
the meat to drip down onto the pud- 
ding. 

The early hearth trivets were made 
with three legs. In the early 19th 
century, trivets were made with four 
legs and took the form of an oblong 
table. Those, of course, stood on rath- 
er high legs. When cast trivets were 
made for hot dishes and irons, the 
legs were short, but there were only 
three or four legs. Some of the later 
round plate trivets have five and 
some six feet. 


The more recently made trivets, 
flat iron shaped, without handles, 
come in various patterns, among 
them: The Lyre (also known as the 
Vase), Maltese Cross and Crown, One 
Bar, Eight Bar, Sun and Star, Swas- 


tika, Vulcan. Then, there are many 
in this style with various letters, “S, 
E, C, B, H, B and D, L and Co., etc.” 
These letters evidently denote the 
foundry, the place of manufacture, 
or the name of the manufacturer, 
and are considered commercial. 


Some of the loveliest trivets, with 
and without handles, are made main- 
ly of brass although there are a few 
in bronze. When one looks at the 
dainty brass trivets, a coffee or tea 
table with fine appointments, comes 
to mind. No doubt they were used for 
just that purpose by our Colonial an- 
cestors. A fine brass teakettle on a 
brass teakettle trivet formed a part 
of the parlor equipment in olden 
days. 

As every good collection should 
contain an oddity, my collection has 
a trivet made from the two pieecs of 
an ox shoe. (Each ox shoe was made 
in two parts because of the cloven 
hoof.) The handle of this odd trivet 
has the words “OX SHOE” in grill 
work. 

My collection has done some travel- 
ing already. It was displayed in a

hobby show and has been shown at 
many churches to aid charity. 

I feel justified in giving my col- 
lection some time and thought be- 
cause my husband and I have a com- 
mon interest in it. He has the man’s 
point of view, that of workmanship. 
He is especially interested in the 
primitive trivets and the skill dis- 
played in their making. I find trivets 
very decorative as well as useful. I 
not only have them on the walls in 
my cottage, against a background of 
ivory paint, where they show to the 
very best advantage, but I use some 
of them on my table three times a 
day. I also use them under vases and 
plants. A child’s trivet has been con- 
verted into a door knocker. Another 
trivet is a useful door stop, one is 
a wall flower pot holder, and one 
trivet with the Laurel Wreath and 
American Eagle has been made into 
a pin-up lamp. By adding a bolt and 
a piece of strap iron through holes 
that are already in the design of the 
trivet, these innovations are made, 
and no harm has been done to the 
trivet as a collector’s item since the 
extras can be removed without dam- 
aging the trivet at any time. 

I have made some fine friends 
through collecting trivets. People who 
have seen my showings at churches 
become interested both in my trivets 
and in me. 

Lastly, my trivets, displayed as 
they are, recall memories first, of 
my mother; then, more recently, of 
birthday, anniversary and Christmas 
gifts, gifts from unknown friends 
who have heard me on the radio or 
in a showing audience; friends who 
have become interested in my hobby; 
and then of the fun my family and I 
have had in obtaining some of them. 
Some of the trivets come from many 
different parts of the United States. 
My daughter is an avid and enthusi- 
astic hunter. 

It has been a great hobby, for 
each new find or gift brings its quota 
of joy. 
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Mrs. E. C. Nichols of Kalamazoo, Mich., uses the trivet motif over doorways

Out of 
THE SCRAPBOOK 


The Man Behind Sheraton 
In The Bazaar, Exchange & Mart 


Little is known of Thomas Shearer 
(a contemporary of Sheraton and 
Hepplewhite) beyond the fact that he 
was a distinguished craftsman and 
the author of many plates in “The 
Cabinet-Makers London Books of 
Prices and Designs of Cabinet Work.” 
This book was issued in 1788. 

From it we get indications of those 
delicate yet simple, well-proportioned 
pieces which are usually attributed 
to Sheraton, whose fame today still 
rests on his facile draughtsmanship 
rather than on his actual products. 
Authorities now believe that many of 
the “designs” in his book were capa- 
ble line renderings of pieces of furni- 
ture made by other craftsmen such as 
Thomas Shearer. 

Thomas Shearer is said to have 
evolved the famous sideboards which 


are universally attributed to Shera- 
ton, as well as the typical wardrobes 
of late 18th century date embodying 
fine veneers and inlays in their de- 
sign. 

There is a close resembiance be- 
tween Sheraton and Shearer furni- 
ture, and collectors will always have 
differing opinions on the certain as- 
signment of any piece to one man or

the other. Nevertheless, like the 
chairs of Manwaring and Chippendale, 
certain features seem to denote that 
some owe their qualities to the one 
designer, others to the other. The 
more restrained pieces were probably 
made by Shearer: the more colorful 
ones were probably the work of Sher- 
aton. 

Thomas Shearer was particularly 
fond of making many smaller pieces 
such as knife boxes and tea caddies. 
The restrained specimens are again 
likely to be his rather than Shera- 
ton’s, and is would be difficult to 
find more wonderful examples of 
craftsmanship throughout the whole 
history of English cabinet making 
than that seen in some of the urn 
knife vases of the period. 

Some of Sheraton’s other designs 
seem to owe a good deal to Chippen- 
dale for their inspiration, others owe 
a little to the works of Robert Adam. 
A feature seen in the specimens 
which the authorities attribute espe- 
cially to Shearer is the thin veneer 
and cross-banded work upon dark 
mahogany. This is not to be confused 
with the veneer found as a patterned 
treatment covering large areas — a 
typical treatment found in Sheraton 
and Adam work. 

As far as is known Thomas Shear- 
er never designed chairs. His larger 
furniture seems to fall into a cate- 
gory best described by its marked 
restraint of colour and finish un- 
allied to those qualities which are es- 
sentially Hepplewhite and removed 
from those color contrasts which 
Sheraton loved. 

A tallboy that I have seen, is clear- 
ly fairly late in the 18th century in 
date, yet in its proportions and its 
bracket feet it has affinities with 
Chippendale and even Queen Anne 
furniture. On the other hand, except 
for the handles, it does not display 
features that are most characteristic 
of Sheraton, such as the playful use 
of veneers of different colours and 
tones. 

From our knowledge of Thomas 
Shearer it may well be an example 
of his craftsmanship, although, like 
the many dainty caddies and knife 
boxes made by him, it passes as a 
Hepplewhite or Sheraton specimen 
today largely because these better 
known names serve to embrace the 
bulk of late 18th century furniture.

It is the historical character of the 
old blue Staffordshire pottery that 
accounts chiefly for the interest and 
value attached to it. Each of the pot- 
ters who produced this ware had his 
own characteristics and these the new 
collector will want to know. Most of 
the potters catered to the English as 
well as the American trade and if ex- 
amples of the American historical 
ware are scarce, it is possible to find 
good pieces produced and decorated 
with English scenes and other sub- 
jects which are well worth collecting. 

Nearly all the potters made use of 
exclusive border patterns and the 
maker of a piece of Staffordshire can 
usually be determined from the bor- 
der even though his name does not ap- 
pear on the back. The old potters 
“borrowed” the central views from 
one another with the greatest freedom 
but were fairly scrupulous with refer- 
ence to duplicating borders. 

Enoch Wood was one of the first of 
the Staffordshire potters to see the 
possibilities of the American market 
and to print American subjects on his 
pottery. Some of Wood’s work is very 
dark and the pattern does not stand 
out clearly but the color is very beau- 
tiful. Almost 50 views are credited to 
Wood. His favorite border was a sea- 
shell pattern, though he used a grape- 
vine, fruit and flowers and scroll me- 
dallions containing inscriptions. 

Another early potter who printed 
American views was A. Stevenson. 
Most of the pictures were painted by 
G. Wall and engraved by John Hill. 
His borders are handsome and the en- 
tire pattern finely executed. Two of 
his borders are vine leaves and lace. 
Stevenson was succeeded by James 
and Ralph Clews, who are considered 
by many to have been the most famous 
of the Staffordshire potters. The bor- 
der of their well-known “States” 
plates consists of festoons in which 
are the names of 15 states. To them 
is also credited the series of ‘Amer- 
ican Views.” The borders are of flow- 
ers and leaves. Another favorite pat- 
tern was the “Landing of Lafayette.” 

Three more series while not histor- 
ical are of interest to collectors. They 
are “The Three Tours of Dr. Syntax,” 
“Don Quixote,” and a set of pictures 
by Sir David Wilkie. All of these are 
of a humorous character. The color 
is the same dark blue and the borders 
are floral and rococo design. 

John Ridgway and his successors 
produced some of the most beautiful 
of the old blue designs. To J. and W. 
Ridgway is credited the “Beauties of 
America.” The printing was well done 
and the color good. The border for the 
series is rose-leaf medallions. 

Joseph Stubbs products are held in 
high esteem by collectors for their de- 
sign, color and finish. The best known 
is probably the Boston Statehouse 
plate. The border design is a beautiful 
combination of scrolls and flowers, 
broken into sections by eagles with 
half-spread wings. 

Another maker of dark blue was 
Thomas Mayer. His best known work 
is a series bearing the coats-of-arms 
of the various states. The border is a 
trumpet flower. EBachange

How can one begin to crowd into a 
few words the many activities that 
transpired during the 24th Chica- 
go Antiques Show, held Sept. 15-20, 
at the Stevens Hotel under the 
auspices of the Lightner Foundation 
and HOBBIES Magazine! 

Friends came from afar, also 
near, to be with us, and other friends 
made through the years at these an- 
nual shows. Coming the greatest dis- 
tance was Mrs. F. D. Hammons of 
Seattle and Lulu Perry Gunderson of 
near Portland, Oregon.

Since the preceding show in April 
of this year, the participants combed 
the countrysides, the byways and 
highways of the nation, to present 
their glorious array of wares for an- 
tiquers, novices, connoisseurs, and 
decorators alike. There was fruit for 
every taste in the Stevens Exhibition 
Hall, and whether you had a hanker- 
ing for a six foot, 19 pound, 125 year 
old pencil, or the jewels of long ago 
queens, you were sure to have suc- 
cess. 

The latter was only one of many 
pencils which L. Hausman of Chi- 
cago displayed on giant boards. Of 
every shape, size, age and kind, they 
have all contributed to earning Mr. 
Hausman the reputation of being the 
“King of Pencil Men”. Over 28,990, 
making his personal collection the 
largest in North America, are credited 
to him. Perhaps his most pracious 
specimen was sent him by King 
George V, and is adorned with a min- 
iature gold crown. Pencils which be- 
longed to Hoover and the two Roose- 
velts — Theodore and Franklin De- 


lano — also hold top honors.

Passing through the aisles, we 
came acrosS many _ treasures. 


richly carved teakwood branch sup- 
porting a number of small ivory 
birds appealed to ivor- lovers. The 
piece was as decorative and well-pre- 
served as any modern counterpart. 
Its owner, Pat LeBourgenis, referred 
te them as “Smuggler’s Birds”, a 
rather surprising name for such an 
innocent-looking item. Made in the 
Orient, it seems the birds were once 
drilled and filled with opium, then 
headed for the United States as car- 
riers of contraband goods.

A special clock booth was set up 
for this show by Jimmy Schwartz. 
He displayed about 75 of his rare 
clocks, and a few collector’s watches, 
including an unusual French one with 
animated figures on the dial which 
trike each quarter-hour. Among his 
oldest timepieces is a brass and iron 
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wall clock of German origin, heavily 
decorated in the manner of a family 
crest.

Ira Moody, a dealer from Iowa, 
and James S. White, Illinois, had 
exceptionally interesting displays 
slanted toward the unwilling males 
wed to women who have been bitten 
by the “collecting bug.” As one of 
them said, “Many men who ac- 
company their wives to the show are 
perhaps bored by the exhibits of 
glass and china, but many times they 
have to literally be dragged away 
from firearms.”

lt is encouraging to observe that 
many young folks are starting to 
carve careers for themselves in the 
antique field. And entering with 
them are new ideas in the utilization 
of objets d’art. Among these young 
dealers are Bruce Elrod and Galen 
Nash who featured lamps in their 
display. The lamp bases are antique 
figures and urns which, when com- 
bined with an unusual finish and a 
beautiful shade, become lamps of dis- 
tinction meeting with the enthusiastic 
approval of antique lovers every- 
where. The most outstanding lamp in 
their collection is a huge figure of a 
French warrier dressed in a_ short 
mantle holding a torch and a dagger, 
bedecked in a feathered helmet. It 
is French bronze with a gold and 
white finish, dating about 1860. The 
lamp in its entirety measures seven 
feet, two inches in height. Other lamps 
displayed were just as outstanding, 
but on a smaller scale. 

Bill Kyes and Pat Robbins displayed 
unusual lamps made from the old apo- 
thecary bottles. They are filled with 
various colored candies, chipped cork, 
split peas, in fact practically any- 
thing and everything to obtain the 
right effect. A contrasting shade 
makes them truly a decorator’s item. 
This is just another example of the 
ingenuity that is being shown in the 
antiques field.

During the antique show at the 
Stevens exhibitors were well repre- 
sented on the Bill Evans Television 
Show, WBKB. Mr. Evans interviewed 
Miss Grogan on her button collection. 
She took along some of her most 1n- 
teresting buttons and apparently the 
idea of interviewing hobbyists was 
well received as Mr. Evans requested 


that we send another collector down 
to be interviewed. Joseph Gray, 
whose name is synonomous with 


miniatures, took some of his largest 
tinies along and discussed them as 
they were televised. Since the show 
closed Charles Marston has appeared 
on the program and he and Mr.

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ANTIQUES OF WHITTIER’S DAYS 


By FRANK FARRINGTON 


Throughout his long youth, begin- 
ning in 1827 in the old country home 
at Haverhill, Mass., and continuing 
through his years at Amesbury and 
to 1892 at Oak Knoll, near Danvers, 
John Greenleaf. Whittier lived in 
constant touch with the homely 
practices, utilities and devices of his 
time. It may well be understood 
that the household appurtenances of 
1827 had become antiques by the 
time of his death. It is in the lines 
of many of his poems of home and 
household and old time human rela- 
tions that ‘we find ourselves drawn 
tc thoughts that bring up sentiments 
linking our yesterdays with our to- 
days. 

After all, our deep love of and our 
interest in antiques are largely based 
on sentiment. It may be sentiment 
we feel for the Turks’ head andirons 
of the huge fireplace in the kitchen 
of “Snow-Bound,” or it may be the 
sentiment that arises in our hearts 
as we think of the crane and tram- 
mels in our grandfather’s fireplace 
at our old family homestead. 

Whittier sets up thinking of a 
hundred household utilities and house- 
hold conveniences home-made in the 
early days of America. It is no ex- 
aggeration to give him credit for fam- 
iliarizing us with all the devices our 


grandfathers used in operating farms 
and shops, and the looms and spin- 
ning wheels our grandmothers used 
in providing the yarn for cloth for 
family apparel. 

Those were days when men and 
women were accustomed to provid- 
ing for themselves and Whittier knew 
all of their ways for making out 
with what they had. And his poetry 
brought into his literature of early 
New England life practices unknown 
in modern times, as in “The Telling 
of the Bees.” The beehives that 
Thomas Whittier brought with him 
to Haverhill when he moved there in 
1647 from Newbury, set the scene 
for the little chore-girl putting 
mourning on them in “The Telling 
of the Bees;” thus announcing a 
death in the family: 

“Before them, under the garden wall, 
Forward and back, : 
Went, drearily singing, the chore-girl 

small, 

Draping each hive with a shred of 

black.” 

Many were the versified recollec- 
tions Whittier panned of his boyhood 
days: 

On the doorstone, gray and rude, 


O’er me, like a regal tent, Be 
Cloudy, ribbed, the sunset bent.

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The outstanding poem of boyhocd 
is “In School-Days:” 
“Still sits the school-house by the roa:, 
A ragged beggar sunning; 
Around it still the Sumach grow, 
And blackberry vines are, running. 


“Within, the master’s desk is seen, 

Deep scarred by raps official; 

The warping floor, the battered seats; 

The jack-knife’s carved imtial” 

Such verses suggest to the an- 
tiques-minded the slates with red 
binding to prevent breakage and to 
lessen the racket of their use, the 
double slates whose rattle brough 
frequent frowns from the teacher, 
the hard slate-pencils whose squeak, 
when pushed against the grain, shat- 
tered nerves, the luncheon bags or 
baskets or boxes, the ragged old New 
England Primers and McGuffey 
readers. 

Perhaps the schoolmaster would 
have on his desk one of those old 
timepieces now the antiquer’s joy, 
of which “Snow-Bound said: 

“The buils-eye watch that hung in 

view, 

Ticking its weary circuit threugh, 

Pointed with mutely warning sign 

Its black hand to the hour of nine.” 

Whittier wrote of, 

“Old customs, habits, superstitions, 


fears, 
All that lies buried under fifty years.” 


Old barns are the frequent haunt 
of antiques hunters and it was Whit- 
tier who made the old barns the 
poetic scenes that were to be featured 
in such Currier & Ives prints as “The 
Husking Bee” and various summer 
and winter scenes. Read this stanza 
typifying the barns as Whittier knew 
them: 

“Old swallow-haunted barns, 
Brown-gabled long and full of seams 
Through which the moted sunlight 

streams, 

And winds blow freshly in to shake 

The red plumes of the roosted cocks, 

And the loose hay-mow’s scented locks 

Are filled with a Summer’s ripened 

stores, 

Its odorous grass, and barley sheaves. 

From their low scaffolds to the eaves.” 


It was in Whittier’s time that 
people were still talking much of 
witches and relating tales of oid 
women who had been considered 
witches. He tells of an incident at a 
village husking bee when a big black 
bug flew into the barn and buzzed 
about until it was knocked down with 
a stick. And the next day the people 
discovered that at the same time the 
bug was disposed of, an old woman, 
called “Aunt Mose,” was suspected 
of witchery. She fell down-stairs and 
was covered with bruises which, the 
huskers declared, were where. she, 
who was herself the bug temporarily 
transformed, had been beaten with 
the stick. Such a yarn would find 
easy credence among country people. 

There was one Captain Peaslee 
who lived near “Aunt Mose” at Rocks 
Village and was greatly afraid of 
her, so much so that, in his faith in 
the protective value of horseshoes, he 
covered bis barns all over with them. 
As far as anyone knows they kept 
the witch from harming him. It 
niust have been such beliefs that 
gave the horseshoe its reputation for 
being a bringer of good luck. 

The church comes in for a great 
deal of attention from Whittier who 
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mentions many of its functions and 
the part it Fae age in so many of the 
activities of the time. 

One feature of the church customs 
was that of using a loud-voiced horn 
to call the worshipers together. 
Whittier, of course, was himself a 
staunch Quaker, but he was liberal 
in many of his views. He considered 
the Salem witchcraft a manifestation 
of what is today commonly referred to 
as Spiritualism. 

It was common for Quakers to 
dress quietly and some wore garb that 
that was conspicuously sombre, but 
Whittier differed but little in dress 
from the more worldly men in attire, 
His little niece, at one time, wanted 
a scarlet cape such as the other 
children 'wore and some of the family 
objected to its garish coior but the 
old poet insisted that her wish be 
gratified. It was said that he was 
color blind to an extent that he could 
not tell red from green save in 
bright sunlight. This, however, may 
be questioned. The quiet of the 
Quaker meeting-house he emphasizes 
thus: 


“Dream not, O friend, because I seek 
This quiet shelter twice a week. 

I better deem its pine-laid floor 
Than breezy hill or sea-sung shore. 
But nature is not solitude: 

She crowds us with her thronging 

wood; 

Her many hands reach out to us, 
Her many tongues are garrulious. . 


At one time, in the course of a 
discussion of political subjects, a Mr. 
Huntington mentioned his own views 
on the prohibition question and old 
fashioned New England hard cider 
was referred to. Whittier stated that 
he had once been benefitted by using 
cider when nothing else tasted gooa. 
Objections to cider as a non-temper- 
ance beverage caused Fluntington to 
suggest that without cider we should 
not have vinegar, Whereupon Whit- 
tier said “Vinegar is not of much 
use after all.” 

“Except,” Huntington replied, “to 
eat on cabbages and cucumbers.” 

“Neither of which,” the poet re- 
plied, “are fit to be eaten. I think 
it would be a good idea to start a 
prohibition party on those two 
articles. As for cabbage, if you cook 
it in your own house, you have got 
to burn the house afterward to get 
rid of the smell. It certainly is the 
most diabolical smell that ever was 
invented.” 

Referring to stoves as antiques. 
In the front room of the Haverhill 
house where “The Countess” of 
Whittier’s famous poem of that name 
was born, there stood the first stove 
used in Haverhill. It was an open 
front stove with a huge hollow iren 
vase on top, that helped to distribute 
the heat. It was an heirloom from 
old Doetor Weld, 

“Whose ancient sulky down the village 

lanes 

Dragged, like a war-car, captive 

ills and pains.”’ 

This sulky must have borne a re- 
semblance to the famous “cone Hoss 
Shay” of Oliver Wendell Holmes, a 
peem dedicated to Dr. Weld. 

One souvenir Whittier valued was 
a large ircn key to the slave pen at 
Richmond, sent him when the city 
Was captured -by ‘Union troops. This 
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wrought iron key was about 5 inches 
long and had been broken and welded 


together. 
Whittier early associated his 
poems, “Snow-Bound” and “In School- 


Days” with a little old school-house 
which had finally been moved. It 
had hardly begun its journey when 
one of the wheels supporting it broke 
and the building was left stranded in 
the middle of the road where it stayed 
until burned by some boys. 

The following are the titles of some 
of the better known Whittier poems, 
perusal of which will arouse memories 
of the customs and utilities of the 
early days described: 


“The Shoemakers,”’ ‘‘The Drovers,’ 
“The Huskers,’’ “The Corn Song,’’ 
“In School Days,’’ ‘The Lumbermen,”’ 
“The Homestead,” ‘‘Birchbrook Mill,” 
“At School-Close”’ “Sweet-Fern,” 


Occupational 
Shaving Mug Events 


Interest in occupational shaving 
mugs ‘was never greater than at the 
present time, it seems. For instance, 
the Kansas City Star recently re- 
ported that L. W. Evans of that 
state, who has collected old shaving 
mugs for fifteen years, drove 300 
miles to obtain an unusual specimen 
for his collection. It pictured an 
undertaker driving his horse-drawn 
hearse. 

Another mug especially prized by 
Evans shows a photographer with a 
girl model and a dentist’s shaving 
mug is decorated with a pair of false 
teeth. The latter belonged to the late 
Dr. R. W. McDonald of Independence. 
The photographer’s mug was owned 
by the late F. A. Hurd of Troy, Mo. 

Evan’s collection began when he 
inherited a mug from his father. His 
main source of supply is friends or 
acquaintances who have had the 
mugs passed down to them. He also 
watches second-hand stores and an- 
tique shops, and attends farm sales 
throughout Kansas and Missouri. 

The age of the mugs, often made 
of high grade china imported from 
Europe, usually is indicated by the 
even wear on the lip of the mug as 
well as on the painting. 

Most of the mugs from the Kansas 
City area were supplied by the old 
Koken Supply company of St. Louis 
and the old Heckle Brothers firm. of 
Kansas City. 

Both companies employed artists 
to decorate their products after 
orders were filed with local barbers. 
The mugs, sold to the barber for 
$1.50, were retailed to the customers 
complete with painting for $2.50 
to $4. 

Two of the newest additions to the 
collection were purchased recently at 
a farm sale near Sedalia, Mo. Evans 
spied an old mug in the kitchen of 
the farm home showing two hunting 
dogs. 

The mug was purchased before the 
sale for $5 from the owner, J. W. 
Wilhite, who explained he had the 
mug painted many years ago when 
he was a professional hunter. 

While the bargain was being made, 
a third man joined the conversation. 
He was Edward W. Hall, retired rail- 
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road engineer of Jefferson City, who 
later took Evans to his home, where 
Hall sold him a mug showing a rail- 
road locomotive. 

As a suitable background for his 
collection, Evans obtained a shaving 
mug case from the widow of a bar- 
ber at Warrensburg, Mo. ‘I'o add to 
the display an old barber chair was 
purchased from a junk dealer.

An old Chinese legend tells that 
while attending a Feast of Lanterns 
celebration. the beautiful young 
daughter of a rich mandarin took off 
her mask and used it to fan herself, 
and that other maidens, upon seeing 
her grace and charm, did likewise, 
and thus the first fans came into 
being. This is said to have occurred 
in 1700 B.C. 

I: was not until the Han dynasty 
(206 B.C. to 25 A.D.) that a fan ap- 
peared in Chinese art. Even in 18th 
century France, the fan never reach- 
ed the heights of importance that it 
did in old China, where fans were 
changed with the four seasons, the 
same as garments. 

The first fans of China, as were 
the first fans of all peoples, were not 
folding, as we think of them today, 
but were of the rigid variety, such as 
we now call hand-screens. These 
simple fans were inspired by bamboo 
leaves, but were soon made for fa- 
shionable Chinese, of feathers, paint- 
ed and embroidered silk, paper, tor- 
toise shell, rare woods, and even semi- 
precious stones, for there were quite 
early ones made of precious white 
jade. 

It was not until 670 A. D. that the 
folding fan was invented, and it first 
appeared in Japan. In characteristic 
manner the Japanese soon invented 
the dagger fan and thus an innocent 
enough part of their attire could be 
used upon occasion for something 
other than agitating the breezes. 
Singularly enough, the Italians, too, 
found the dagger fan useful. 

After the advent of folding fans, 
the Chinese used mother-of-pearl and 
ivory for making sticks, media in 
which they have always excelled in 
carving art ohiects 

When Chinese gentlemen met for 
tea drinking an important part of the 
ceremony was the invitation, “I in- 
vite you to fan yourselves,” upon 
which the entire company would draw 
fans from their sleeves and merrily 
fan themselves. 

In Japan friends greeted with the 
wave of their fans. The kind of fan 
an official carried denoted his rank 
in other days. They were used for 
signaling by the umpires at wrestl- 
ing matches. Upon reaching his ma- 
jority, at the age of 16, every Japan- 
ese boy was presented with a cere- 
monial fan. 

One of the four “Precious Things” 
in Japanese legendry is a fan; the 
others are the Lucky Raincoat, the 
Sacred Key and the Inexhaustible 
Purse. ; 

More than in other countries the 
Japanese used inscription fans upon 
which were written or painted mot- 
tos, texts, or verses which were con- 
sidered important and_ therefore 
should ever be before people. A popu- 
lar verse for such fans is significant 
in their philosophy. It reads: 

“Wrong and right happen forever, 

Impartially, like the revolving 

ball.” 
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Reversing the fan, is another coup- 
et: 


“Defeat and victory succeed each 
other 
By a turn of ‘Fortune’s wheel’.” 


There were special war fans for 
the purpose of denoting rank and 
signaling, and one can always know 
these in a fan collection because of 
the large red ball representing the 
rising sun of the nation. One legend 
tells how an empress, in fleeing the 
island placed a war fan on the prow 
of her ship, to protect it. But the 
enemy was so accurate with an ar- 
row that he pierced the fan exactly 
where the rivet held the sticks to- 
gether, shattering it, and thus sink- 
ing the ship. 

Such a legend might tell us some- 
thing of the strange superstitions of 
the Oriental people. 

For those who believe that the fan 
dance nefariously came into existence 
at the Chicago World’s Fair of 1933 
we record that fans have played an 
Important part in dancing among 
Orientals Since the days of the an- 
cients. Nor are they confined to aris- 
tocrats. 

Primitive people of every continent 
have used them in much the same 
manner as here recorded. Uncivilized 
nations have made fans of plaited 
Shins pope cane, feathers and 

es of all sor i ‘ ; 
ent S, copying forms from 

In India and Persia peacock feath- 
ers appear in early fans, and mica 
highly decorated, was used as a me. 
dium for constructing religious fans. 

Fans have always been considered 
good collectible items for women, and 
there are several excellent fans of 
European origin in Indianapolis but 
the collection of Dr. Rebecca Parrish 
includes chiefly those of the Far 
East, where she spent a quarter of a 
century in missionary work.

Some of the most beautiful furni- 
ture to be found in America, as wel 
as in England, bears the general 
name of a cabinetmaker who flour- 
ished in London during the perfod of 
the American Revolution and who, 
with Chippendale, exerted an influ- 
ence on the interior of Anglo-Saxon 
homes which never has been exceeded 
before or since. 

George Heppelwhite’s name is in- 
voked by connoisseurs on bvth sides 
of the Atlantic as “the genius of the 
unbroken line.” It is doubtful, how- 
ever, if much of the furniture which 
actually emanated from his work- 
rooms ever found its way to America, 
but it was widely and excellently 
copied in the colonies about the time 
the influence of the Adam Brothers 
began to make itself felt in garlanded 
ceilings and classic mantelpieces. 
Certainly it would be exceedingly 
difficult to earmark any given piece 
as coming from the hands of this

master craftsman, for Heppelwhite 
represents a fashion rather than a 
man, and he had no trademark. 

Only the most meager of facts are 
available concerning this famous 
producer of fine furniture. The date 
of his birth is unknown. His death 
occurred in 1786.. As a youth he was 
apprenticed to one Gillow at Lancas- 
ter, and later he engaged in business 
in the parish of St. Giles, Cripple- 
gate. There, at his shop in Redcross 
street, he adapted and designed, sim- 
plified and experimented with inlay 
upon which he depended, far more 
than upon carving, for the effect he 
achieved. 

Whereas Chippendale devoted himself 
to the rococo. Heppelwhite dispensed 
with all superfluity. He cultivated 
lightness, airiness and grace, eschew- 
ing anything which savored of freak- 
ishness or eccentricity. To him the 
world at large attributes the inven- 
tion of the shield-backed chair, but 
there seems to be no real basis for 
the theory that he designed it. If 
he was not the originator, however, 
he was a most constant and success- 
ful user of this style. Made almost 
exclusively in mahogany, the shield 
back sometimes was modified to a 
heart shape, with a sweeping curve 
which is a sheer delight in line. The 
delicately carved feathers, or gar- 
lands, with which he adorned these 
shield backs are superb examples of 
a cabinet-maker’s tour de force, and 
the backs themselves hang pendant 
from the top rail without support at 
the bottom. The arms move out with 
a sweep from the back and join the 
legs as if they were a part ct ihem. 
The legs themselves are, in most 
cases, square or tapered, though some 
of the rarest are fluted. 


Much attention was devoted to the 
underframing of Heppelwhite chairs, 
which were made strong and sturdy, 
as substantial as the backs wexe weak. 
The spade foot was a frequent device 
and often became the “spider-leg’”’ 
which appeared on so much eigh- 
teenth-century furniture—tables and 
sideboards as well as chairs. 


The winged easy chair, which has 
come in for such a revival of popu- 
larity with the vogue for houses in 
the Georgian manner, appears also 
to have originated in the Heppelwhite 
workrooms. This is the chair in which 
the sides are continued to the same 
height as the back and was made by 
Heppelwhite with straight legs and 
strong underbacking, though adapters 
of the style were much given to the 
use of cabriole legs on this type of 
chair. 

Exotic woods of all description 
were used by Heppelwhite for this 
inlay. He used applewood and satin- 
wood, olive wood and ebony, applying 
them as panels or thin, straight lines, 
or in festoons, the conventionalized 
honeysuckle being his favorite motif 
for this type of decoration. 


Very little known is the fact that 
Heppelwhite specialized in seats for 





the tall, narrow Georvian sash win- 
dows. Few of them are extant in this 
country, but those which are display 
great elegance in their simplicity. 
They had no backs and the ends rol- 
led over outward in a graceful curve. 


Quite as important as the Heppel- 
white chair is the Heppelwhite side- 
board. Before the middle of the 
eighteenth century the sideboard was 
indistinguishable from the side table. 
In the designs of Heppelwhite, and 
later of Sheraton, it reached the high- 
est point of its development, and 
there are few articles of furniture 
more competent to evoke a picture 
of the cultivated life on the eigh- 
teenth century than one of these 
masterpieces, with its serpentine 
front, its  well-proportioned cup- 
boards, its beautifully grained wood 
and its delicate inlay mounted on 
slender, tapered legs. 

Card tables, as well as chairs and 
sideboards, appeared in profusion 
during the heyday of the Heppel- 
white craze and many of the finest 
have survived. Such tables were 
made with hinged tops and a swing- 
ing leg which was moved out to sup- 
port the flap. which was let down 
from its position against the wall 
when tke table was requisitioned for 
gaming. Now and then such a table 
was made with five legs, but ex- 
amples of this type are extremely 
rare. Most of them had four legs. 

Innumerable small articles also are 
associated with the Heppelwhite 
name and are at a premium among 
collectors. Urn-shaped  knife-boxes 
fashioned of mahogany and satinwood 
and fitted with silver escutcheons are 
beautiful in form and decorative to a 
degree. Inlaid fire screens and deli- 
cate work tables and fragile stands 
were much in vogue during the mid- 
eighteenth century, and the Heppel- 
white pattern was impressed on 
hundreds of them. 

Bedsteads too, emerged under the 
Heppelwhite touch from  cumber- 
some, lumberly objects to enticing 
affairs with carved and fluted pillars 
which were exceedingly handsome. 


As in the case of Chippendale, 
there is extant a Heppelwhite book 
of designs, but it was not issued un- 
til two years after his death. Then 
his widow, Alice Heppelwhite, who 
had continued the business, issued 
“The Cabinet-Maker and Upholster- 
er‘s Guide, or Repository of Designs 
for Every Article of Household Fur- 
niture in the Newest and Most Ap- 
proved Taste.” The list of contents 
include not only a great variety of 
patterns for chairs, stools, sofas and 
the like, but for “Confidante,” ‘“Duch- 
esse,” “Rudd’s Table,” “Bidets,” 
“Bason Stands,” “Pot Cupboards” 
and this, that and the other thing. 
In addition, the book included “The 
Plan of a Room, Showing the Proper 
Distribution of the Furniture.” 

That the work was intended to be 
entirely practical is indicated by the 
preface: 

“We designedly offer the latest or 
most prevailing fashion only, pur- 
posely omitting such articles whose 
only recommendation was mere 
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novelty, and perhaps a violation of 
all established rules the production 
of a whim at the intsance of caprice 
whose appetite must ever suffer dis- 
appointment if any similar thing had 
been previously thought of.”

Old Mirrors

Looking glasses have a suggestion 
of frivolity hardly in keeping with 
the character of the early settlers of 
New England. That the founders 
were more human than we give them 
credit for is evidenced by the general 
use of mirrors in the first years of 
the Colonies. Inventories as early as 
1650 mention them. These mirrors 
were imported from abroad, as they 
— destined to be for a long time 

ter. 


Mirrors in use in the Puritan house- 
holds were small, for glass was a 
rare and precious thing. The frames 
were simple and square, though some 
showed the rounded belection mould- 
ing similar to the sort which en- 
closed late seventeenth-century fire- 
places. The favored wood was wal- 
nut, though pine was  scumetimes 
used. In the final years of the cen- 
tury an exquisite detail was added 
to these austere mirrors by the addi- 
tion of a delicate carved cresting. The 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts is for- 
tunate in possessing one of these 
rare William and Mary mirrors, maae 
of walnut veneered on pine and with 
a finial that looks fragile enough for 
the wind to blow away. The fact 
that it has endured more than two 
hundred years is proof, however, of 
its essential sturdiness. 

In the days of Queen Anne, styles 
in looking glasses changed consider- 
ably. Their square contour gave way 
to tall narrow lines and the glass was 
made in two sections, the upper over- 
lapping. The upper part of the frame 
repeated the semi-circular “hood,” 
which is one of the most popular de- 
tails of Queen Anne design, being 
used on the pediment of cabinets and 
secretaries, as well as on chair backs. 
The frame was walnut, of course, like 
all furniture of the age, and the up- 
per section of the glass usually had 
a design etched upon it. 

Cabinetmakers of the eighteenth 
century had a sense of harmony in 
furniture and we find that the var- 
ious types show a similar design. 
When chairs, tables and case furni- 
ture followed the luxurious designs 
of Chippendale, mirrors were in 
keeping with them. Later, when the 
simple lines and classical motives of 
Adam, Sheraton and Heppelwhite 
were in fashion, mirrors repeated the 
rectangular contours and employed 
columns and pilasters. 


The cresting of Queen Anne mir- 
rors was urlike that of the preceding 
era. It lacked the feathery fragility, 
for one thing, being but slightly cut 
out at the top. This effect hinted at 
the broken-arch pediment which was 
to come in Georgian times and be 
used with equal enthusiasm on the 
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tops of highboys, secretaries and tall- 
case clock. The austerity of Queen 
Anne design was lightened in the 
mirrors by a narrow edge of gilding 
where the frame touched the glass 
and a gilded design in the center be- 
neath the cresting. 


About the middle of the eighteenth 
century, the architectural design was 
used with splendid effect in the so- 
called Constitution mirror. The 
broken arch top was surmounted, us- 
ually, by a splendid gilded eagle. 
Sometimes the American eagle was 
supplanted by the legendary phcenix. 
The frame of this type of mirror was 
of mahogany, embellished with gild- 
ing. The sides showed pendant swags 
of fruit or flowers, which also were 
gilded. 


America may claim credit for the 
“Constitution” mirrors, as a number 
of them are helieved to have been 
made in and around New York, be- 
tween 1770 and 1790. Superb cuntem- 
poraries of this type of mirror were 
made by Chippendale, featuring the 
luxurious curves of Louis XV. furni- 
ture. The frames of these were com- 
pletely covered with plaster, and 
gilded. 


A simple, dainty style of looking- 
glass in vogue just after the Revolu- 
tion was the “Courting Mirror,” in- 
tended, probably, as a gift from beaux 
of the period to young ladies of their 
choice. They were small and rec- 
tangular in shape, made with a crest- 
ing and surrounded by a glass panel, 
on which a simple design was painted. 
There is a tradition that these grace- 
ful lonking-glasses were made in 
China, and brought back by captains 
of trading vessels. ; 


When the style in decoration suf- 
fered an abrupt change from flam- 
boyant curves to the straight lines of 
the Heppelwhite - Sheraton - Adam 
school, mirrors, of course, followed 
the new vogue. A characteristic and 
charming detail of Adam mirrors was 
the urn and garland decoration at the 
top. Sometimes the urn was omitted 
and the garlands hung from the mouth 
of an eagle. The decoration was made 
of gilded plaster on thin wire. 


Convex mirrors likewise added a 
note of light gayety to interior decor- 
tion of the final years of the eigh- 
teenth century. Their frames were 
gilded and variously decorated; the 
most elaborate being surmounted by 
an eagle, the popular motif of the 
time. Smaller and simpler ones had 
only the sprightly gilded balls set in- 
side the frame. 

Convex mirrors, which had at- 
tached candle-holders, were giran- 
doles, and were the most elaborate 
of their type, recalling the splendid 
entertainments in the mansions of 
wealthy merchants during the early 
days of the Republic. Invariably 
there was a spread eagle proudly 
poised above the girandoles, as well 
as other applied decorations. 

In the first years of the nineteenth 
century, the pseudo-classic influence 
was strong, both in this country and 
abroad. Mirrors incorporateu the

classic orders of architecture. Some 
even had projecting cornices with lit- 
tle gilt balls beneath. Contrary to the 
general belief the number of these 
little balls was arbitrary and had 
nothing to do with the number of 
States in the Union at the time when 
the mirror was made. Imaginative 
people who own mirrors which have 
thirteen balls are inclined to think 
the piece must have been made in 
Revolutionary times, but this is not 
so. 


Like mirrors of the Queen Anne, 
period, these early nineteenth century 
ones were made the upper portion, 
instead of being etched as had been 
the fashion a century before. Scenes 
from the War of 1812 were most pop- 
ular, naturally. About this time, too, 
mirrors were made to hang above 
mantels. Their design was in keeping 
with the graceful reeded mantels over 
which they hung. Samuel McIntire is 
known to have made mirrors of this 
sort. 


Compared to cabinetmakers in gen- 
eral, few makers of American mir-

rors are known. The famous Flay- 
derman sale of last year brought a 
considerable number of labeled pieces 
to light, however. Among these were 
mirrors by Kidder and Carter, of 
Charlestown, Cermenati and Bernar- 
da, of Salem, and Peter Grinnell & 
Son of Providence. All these crafts- 
men worked in the early part of the 
nineteenth century. Labels of earlier 
makers of mirrors are more rare. 
John Elliot, of Philadelphia, used a 
label in both German and English, 
and is known to have been in busi- 
ness in the middle of the eighteenth 
century. His mirrors are believed to 
have been imported from England 
rather than made here, however.

Postmaster General Jesse M. Don- 
aldson has announced that the De- 
partment is preparing to issue a new 
series of embossed stamped enve- 
lopes through the New York, New 
York, Post Office, in conjunction with 
the American Stamp Dealers Associ- 
ation’s National Postage Stamp Show 
to be held in the 71st Infantry Regi- 
oy Armory November 16 to 19,

The envelopes will be accorded in- 
itial release in the size 13, measuring 
334 by 634 inches; the one-cent to be 
placed on sale November 16, the two- 
cent November 17, and the three-cent 
November 18. The central designs 
will be embossed likenesses of Frank- 
lin on the one-cent, and Washington 
on the two and three-cent. The de- 
signs are oval in shape, arranged 
vertically. 

The Department will operate a 
special philatelic station at the 71st 
Infantry Regiment Armory for the 
duration of the National Postage 
Stamp Show, where the new enve- 
lopes will be sold, in addition to pos- 
tage stamps of philatelic interest. 

Collectors desiring first day can- 
cellations of the new one, two, and 
three-cent stamped envelopes may 
submit orders to the postmaster at 
New York, New York, plainly indi- 
cating full name and address to be 
applied to each envelope. The post- 
master will affix the necessary post- 
age stamps to the one and two-cent 
envelopes to permit cancellation as 
first class mail. Such covers will be 
procurable only in complete sets of 
three envelopes, and remittance by 
means of post office money order or 
postal note must be made in one of 
the following amounts:

The cover to the postmaster should 
be endorsed “First day cancellation, 
new embossed stamped envelopes.”

A special cancellation reading in 
the bars “First Day of Issue A. S. 
D. A. National Postage Stamp Show 
Station” will be applied to all first 
day covers. 

These envelopes will be available in 
the Philatelic Agency, Post Office 
Department, Washington 25, D. C., 
on and after November 20. 1950.

Sesquicentennial 
Commemorative Stamp 


Postmaster General Jesse M. Don- 
aldson today states that the 3-cent 
stamp commemorating the Legisla- 
tive Branch of the Government, the 
fourth and last stamp of the National 
Capital Sesquicentennial Series, will 


be placed on sale for the first time at 


Washington, D. C., on November 22, 
1950. It will be 0.84 by 1.44 inches 
in dimensions, arranged horizontally 
with a narrow ornamental frame, 
printed by the rotary process, elec- 
tric-eye perforated, and issued in 
sheets of 50. An initial printing order 
of 125,000,000 Legislative stamps has 
been authorized. 

The central design of the stamp is 
a picture of the United States Capitol. 
In the upper left is the word “Wash- 
ington” in dark Roman, below which 
is Sesquicentennial” in dark Gothic 
and in the upper right are the dates 
“1800-1950” in dark script. On a rib- 
bon across the lower border appears 
“United States of America 3c” in 
dark Roman and “Postage” in dark 
Gothic. 

The color cf the stamp is a shade 
of purple. 

November 22 was selected for the 
first day sale of the Legislative 
stamp because it was on that date 
in the year 1800 President John 
Adams personally addressed the first 
joint session of Congress in the City 
of Washington. 

The legislative stamp was designed 
by Robert L. Miller. The vignette, 
ribbon and frame were engraved by 
Carl T. Arlt, and the lettering and 
numerals were engraved by John §. 
Edmonson. 

Stamp collectors desiring first-day 
cancellations of this new stamp may 
send a limited number of addressed 
envelopes, not in excess of 10, to the 
Postmaster, Washington, D. C., with 
postal note or money order remit- 
tance to cover the cost of the stamps 
affixed. An enclosure of medium 
weight should be placed in each en- 
velope and the flap either sealed or 
turned in. The outside envelope to 
the Postmaster should be endorsed 
“First Day Covers”.

Religious Topicals 


The recurrence of wars, wartime 
absences and the moving of relatives 
to strange places is the reason for 
renewal of Religious Topical interest. 
A turning back to letters of a similar 
period before World War II shows 
great and similar interest. 

Perhaps natural, but some of the 
questions answered might aid others 
to begin such an effort. 

Of course some will hesitate be- 
cause here the word used is “TOPI- 
CAL”. Of course, as used here it is 
not “exactly the same” nor as good 
English as “subject-matter” collect- 
ing—or some other such “different 
language” efforts. But “Topical” is 
the creation in words of Frank God- 
den of London, and used with his 
approval almost wholly in England, 
so don’t consider it crude or indefin- 
ite, or out of place. It is just short 
and factual. 

Religious stamps are much easier 
to find than one would suppose, and 
the countries that issue them have 
many reasons beside plain religion. 
Most, of course, are the “plus value” 
issues (called by various names) 
that return part of the purchase 
price to charity or aid for victims of 
famine, war and pestilence. But some 
are for more obvious things, like the 
restoration of churches or the anni- 
versaries of great religious centers. 
Beyond that, if the collector is broad 
in his religious thought, will come a 
natural sequence, of titles for sections 
of the combined religious theme.

The real comfort is the ability to 
assemble without having catalog se- 
quences, prices or values to interfere 
with making an artistic job of layout.

One religious topical recently 
shown is an amazing effort in color 
placement. And the builder showed 
the mental interest, because in cases 
where a stamp had its own message 
and interest it was alone. A whole 
page. One stamp. Notably the “Des- 
cent from the Cross” of Belgium ori- 
gin. (Belgium — Scott B248) Com- 
ment causing the remark that “color 
would not improve the effect of the 
subject.” 

And such effort toward the reli- 
gious is accentuated during periods 
like the present.

Stamps and Supplies 

Many dealers seem to feel that the 
modern Drug Store slogan, “here's 
something just as good and cheaper,” 
applies to the collector of stamps and 
his collection. Notably sending a 
messenger to such firms gets the 
“cheaper” item, but not one to match 
up with the one ordered. Maybe it 
is loose leaf pages, or approval 
cards, or binders, the list could cover 
all the needs of the run of mine col- 
lector, the dealer makes a sale and 
loses a friend at once. 

Suppose we select pages as an ex- 
ample. Our friend is given a sample 
of the item, and goes to a near by 
city to buy. 

The sample is marked. The pur- 
chase when opened has a similar 
sized sheet, on cheaper’ sulphate 
paper, and with a trick quadrille 
wholly different from the sample and 
of a different color. 

This is a stated event, so a good 
proof. The sample, a standard pro- 
duct, of good quality, with a defin- 
itely distinct printed quadrille and 
sold at a known suitability, and at a 
lower price than the sample, even if 
bought in small lots: 

Who wins? Who makes friends? 
And who gets another order? That 
all answers itself. If you order a 
quality for a three ring binder (that 
is cheap and common usuage mater- 
ial) you want material to match no 
matter where it gets into the binder 
to be mounted. 

And while the smart dealer may 
make more money, he has caused 
you expense of return and argument, 
time wasted and very likely some 
self made promises about further 
patronage. When something you want 
is standard. you do not want a sub- 
stitute, Think that one over.

Pan-America 

Pan-America has been neglected. 
So Bolivia stirs up some interest in 
the press. But why not remember 
the “great fireside talks” about be- 
ing a “Good-neighbor” and all that? 
And the countries are still going 
strong, and need your efforts — just 
as does Europe. The hysteria about 
portraits for making sales is about 
over. And some doubt too as to its 
making sales of great moment. Might 
be some political desires behind the 
doing. But again—because most of 
the material is cheap—even the pap- 
er is cheap too—why not consider a 
used and a mint copy side by side 
for a whole issue—and the cheap 
time to get is when they come out. 

It makes a very nice page — the 
used ones often halance the page 
and makes it easier to build. Few 
issues—even the “ordinaries” are of 
the same shape or size and so you 
have a “hance to be artistic. Try it. 
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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS

A coin collection is not an expen- 
sive luxury but a luxurious inexpense. 
Coins are not usually collected “ac- 
cording to value” but to “‘fill in sets”. 
They are collected as to phases, some 
choosing gold, some silver, others cop- 
per. These metals are sub-phased in- 
to denominations, some going in for 
some particular eagle, some the silver 
dollar, others the copper half-cent. 
Some are rich enough to indulge in 
the high priced rarities, but when 
you read of a large price being paid 
for a rare coin, the coin is usually 
bought to fill in a set and not for its 
individualism. There are enough pha- 
ses to suit every taste and to fit every 
pocket book. One collector will cargo 
a Noah’s Ark with as many coins as 
he can secure with arimals on. An- 
other will have a bird cage set with 
all bird coins. About the most enjoy- 
able phase is the “Trip Around The 
World”. Get down your latest encyclo- 
pedia, make a list of all the countries 
in the world, and then check off the 
countries as you visit them, one coin 
from a country counting as a visit. A 
type collection is very popular. One 
coin of each type minted in the United 
States in easy to secure. A type set 
of Commemoratives is comparatively 
cheap. A Twentieth Century set, one 
coin (exclusive of commemoratives) 
of each denomination and mint coined 
since 1900, makes a good quest.

When you are all distraught and 
your nerves are taut and you suffer 
a soaring brain, prudence enjoins that 
you get out your coins and come down 
to earth again. Your imaginary ills 
require no big pills, all you need is 
a broad hobby smile; a chat with coin 
friends and the brain storm soon ends, 
just give Dr. Hobby a trial.

A choice coin collection 
is not secured all at once; it is built 
up coin upon coin.

Is money a slave to man or man 
aslave to money? Neither They are 


friends, co-partners, inseparable-com- 
panions, each working with and for 
the other.

Man 
and money, being human, occasional- 
ly err, but, on the whole, they both 
play the game square.

“What this country needs” said 
Vice President Thomas Marshall, “is 
a good five cent cigar”. What the nu- 
mismatists need is a good fifty cents. 
Collecting ten dollar fifty cent pieces 
is like smoking dollar cigars, the taste 
is not always worth it. A person can- 
not get as much taste out of one dol- 
lar cigar as he can out of twenty 
five cent ones, and one cannot get the 
same satisfaction out of one ten dol- 
lar fifty cent piece as he can from 
twenty fifty cent coins. What we 
need is a fifty cent commemorative 
gotten out by the government, and de- 
livered at fifty cents, to celebrate 
some epochal national event, the said 
coin to be for the benefit of the gen- 
eral, and not a ten dollar fifty cent 
piece conceived by some organization 
for monetary purposes, delivered to 
speculators for profiteering purposes, 
to celebrate (as an excuse, not a rea- 
son) some local event of no interest 
to anyone outside the local neighbor- 
hood.

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EARLY HAWAIIAN CURRENCY

If you have ever been dismayed in 
your travels outside the United States 
over the apparent intricacy and con- 
fusion of some foreign currencies, 
just thank your lucky stars you never 
had to contend with Hawaii’s coin- 
age before she became an American 
Territory. 

From 1820—the year the first New 
Englanders landed in the islands— 
until about 1880, more than 150 types 
of gold and silver coins from prac- 
tically every civilized nation under 
the sun were in use in the kingdom. 
U.S., British, French and Mexican 
coins were the most ponular, with 
some from the various South Ameri- 
can republics also being widely used. 

Then a kingdom, and one of the 
great trading centers of the Pacific, 
Hawaii had no official coinage of her 
own. In fact, she didn’t get a firmly 
and universally established currency 


until she became part of the U. S. 
in 1898. Then, of course, Hawaii 
came under the American currency 
system. 

To help compound the confusion 
that existed in pre-annexation days, 
there were, at different times, a num- 
ber of private currencies in use. 
These were mostly issued by private 
concerns because of a shortage of 
other tender. 

History records that one William 
Hooper, the manager of a _ sugar 
plantation at Koloa, issued paste- 
board token money in 12%, 25 and 
50 cent denominations. It was re- 
deemable at the plantation store. To 
add the proper comic opera touch, it 
was printed on French theatre tick- 
ets. 

At first this money had no legal 
standing, but later the plantation 
was given authority to issue scrip, 
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and it was accepted by the Hawaiian 
Treasury in payment of taxes. 

Many other kinds of scrip were 
circulated, some of it finely engraved 
by students. A Hawaiian who worked 
at the school by the name of Kape 
Honi, the Polynesian equivalent of 
Cape Horn, produced some excellent 
work. Some specimens of the work 
produced by the school for the Wailu- 
ku Female Seminary are preserved 
in the archives of Hawaii. 

Other scrip was inscribed by hand, 
and in one instance this gave rise to 
a strange counterfeiting case. A man 
named Torbert issued scrip made of 
small squares of fine white tapa or 
India paper with the denomination, 
25 cents. inked in the corner. 

An enterprising Maui tax collector 
decided to 1ssue some of his own. He 
was caught, but the judge set him 
free, contending Torbert was the real 
offender for making money that 
could be duplicated so easily. He was 
ordered to call in his scrip. 

Trade tokens were also issued by 
several firms. A Honolulu merchant, 
one John Thomas Waterhouse, issued 
white metal tokens valued at 50 cents 
with Kine Kamehameha’s portrait on 
one side and his own name and ad- 
dress on the other. 

During this period. it was common 
practice to cut a 25 cent piece in two 
if smaller denominations were lack- 
ing. Fach niece was called a “bit.” 
Two-bits. of course. made a quarter. 

Tokens were issued in a varietv of 
sizes, denominations and metals. Val- 
ues ineluded 214, 314. 6. 10, 12%, 15, 
20. 35 and 75 cents. Silver, brass, 
econner and other metals were used. 

The 12% denomination was popu- 
lar beeanse, in those davs, this was 
the standard dav’s nav. A half dav’s 
nav, 6% eents. was called a hapaumi. 
These denominations would have 
little use in Hawaii today. It is a 
boast now that the agricultural work- 
ers in her largest industry, sugar, 
are amone the best naid in the world. 

Hawaii’s first official paper money 
appeared in 1883. Known as “silver- 
certificates”, they included $10, $20, 
$50 and $100 denominations. 

They were printed bv the American 
Bank Note Co. and are regarded as 
among the finest enrraving ever pro- 
duced. They resemble the vatterns 
found on the bills of certain Latin 
American countries. 

Like todav, but for a different 
reason, American dimes and nickels 
were not gond for much in pre-annex- 
ation Hawaii. The reason was that, 
while a law of 1846 provided for 4 
monetary svstem based on the Ameri- 
can decimal svstem. dimes and nickels 
were not provided for. Those who ac- 
cepted them had to sénd them to the

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U.S. for vedemption. They were 
finally accepted by law in 1859. 

During the reign of King Kala- 
kaua, the legislature authorized the 
issuance of silver coinage to the val- 
ue of $1,000,000. This consisted of 10, 
25, 50 and one dollar coins. The coin- 
age was in circulation only a short 
time when a serious depreciation set 
in. Other attempts were made to 
create a national coinage, but none 
was too successful. 

With annexation in 1898, U. S. 

currency supplanted all others, and 
Hawaii finally obtained a stabilized 
monetary system. 
: In Mareh, 1928, Coneress author- 
ized the issuance of a coin commem- 
orating the 150‘h anniversary of the 
discovery of the Islands by Cant. 
James Cook, the British explorer. 
Cook landed in 1778. 

Ten thousand 50 cent pieces were 
struck off for distribution in Hawaii. 
The cost was fixed at $2 each, with 
five to a customer.

Some haven’t been 
seen for many years, but Hawaiian 
hobbyists, like their counterparts on 
the Mainland, never tive of seave'- 
ing in old trunks, ancient buildings, 
and other likely—and_ unlikely 
places, in the hope that they’ll come 
up with one of these rarities.

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A POET COLLECTOR 


By MARION H. ADDINGTON 


More than one poet has left his 
love of antiques on record. Perhaps 
the one who makes this his most 
frequent theme is Eugene Field, 
born a hundred years ago and re- 
membered as well for his whimsical 
child poems as for his other verse. 
He will be recalled as the author of 
“The Sugar-Plum Tree,” and “Wyn- 
ken, Blynken, and Nod,” which last 
Andrew Lang called “little short of 
being the best child poem in the 
language.” As a matter of fact, 
Field’s interest in antiques comes out 
even in a poem for childrer, “The 
Duell,” where the fray between the 
gingham dog and the calico cat is 
watched and related by the Chinese 
plate and the old Dutch clock. It is 
in the adult verse, however, that the 
poet’s real interest is shown. — 

The poem “Dear Old London” is a 
lament for the treasures which he 
could not buy. There were pewter, 
glass, candlesticks, and antique 
swords. There was the first edition 
of Horace, and the print of Bartoloz- 
zi’s daughter. Other temptations were 
warming-pans, quaint bureaus, clocks 
and spoons. But these “superb mon-

strosities” were not for him. He was 
“broke in London in the fall of ’89.” 

Broke in London though he was, in 
Amsterdam this very condition saved 
him from a fleecing (even as you and 
I have been saved).

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Collecting Mark Twain, 
Eugene Field and Harry Truman: 


By CYRIL CLEMENS 


I collect three famous Missourians: 
Mark Twain, Eugene Field and Harry 
S. Truman. I first began collecting 
Samuel L. Clemens, as he is my kins- 
man. Besides being related to him, 
my father knew him well and the 
nucleus of my Twain collection are 
the letters that he wrote my father 
and mother from 1897 until his death 
in 1910. Since then I have been 
acquiring many letters and manu- 
scripts and documents of Twain in- 
terest. I have a part of the manu- 
script of “The Gilded Age” which 
Twain wrote in collaboration with 
Charles Dudley Warner. Just recent- 
ly I acquired a group of twelve letters 
that he wrote in 1886 to several young 
friends whom he had met during a 
vacation. These display the delight- 
ful humor and whimsy that he em- 
ployed in writing young friends. My 
collection contains many _ unusual 
items such as a letter he wrote half 
in English and half in German to 
the Austrian dramatist Herr Schles- 
inger with whom he had planned col- 
laborating on a play. One of Mark’s 
autograph letters to my father con- 
cluded thus: 

“Got the umbrella—many thanks. 
I knew I had left it behind, but I 
hoped you wouldn’t find it out—so I 
didn’t say anything. 

With love to you all, 
The Old Doctor.” 

Perhaps the most interesting letter 
of my collection is the one Mark 
wrote on October 15, 1888, to a 
clergyman who asked him “his meth- 
ods of composition.” In the course of 
this fascinating letter Mark says: 

“The difference between the almost 
right word and the right word is 
really a large matter—it’s the differ- 
ence between the lightning-bug and 
the lightning;” and he _ concludes, 
“Doubtless I have methods, but they 
beget themselves; in which case I am 
only their proprietor, not their fa- 
ther.” 

In 1945 I published my “Man from 
Missouri” the first biography of our 
President. In the course of prepara- 
tion, I naturally acquired much Tru- 
man material and since then I have 
established a Truman collection. I 
have a sheet signed both by Truman 
and his mother, Mrs. Martha Tru- 
man. A letter from him _ begins: 
“Your letter to my mother was hand- 
ed to me by her and I am happy to 
tell you of my boyhood reading. 

“T learned to read when I was 
about four years old and from then 
on read everything I could get my 
hands on—histories and encyclopedias 
and everything else. 

“Refore I was twelve years old, I 
had read everything Mark Twain 
had published up to that time. I have 
the purported complete set of his 
works and a lot of other publications 
of articles which have never been in- 
cluded in his books.” 

And in returning my letter asking 


him a question, Chief Justice Harlan 
F. Stone wrote all in his own hand: 


“Aug. 24th, ’43 

Dear Mr. Clemens: 
The oath was 

‘Harry S. Truman’. 
Yours sincerely, 

F. Stone.” 


administered to 


As a postscript to one of his let- 
ters to me Truman wrote: 

“I am still telling Mark Twain 
stories,” and in sending me a speech 
in which he praised “Tom Sawyer” 
and “Huckleberry Finn” Truman 
signed his name over the paragraph 
that praised these immortal lads— 
surely a unique way to sign a speech! 

I am also gathering many letters 
about Truman by his famous contem- 
poraries, including Harold  Laski, 
Mackenzie King, Witter Bynner, Jean 
Sibelius of Finland who writes, “Your 
book is very interestingly written and 
I consider it worthy of your famous 
President,” General Jonathan W. 
Wainwright who says, “a man whom 
I greatly admire”, and Sir Gilbert 
Murray the world famous Greek 
scholar of Oxford, “As far as I can 
judge I think the American govern- 
ment is doing admirably and the 
credit of that must largely go to 
Truman.” 

The third Missourian whom [I col- 
lect is Eugene Field, poet, humorist 
and journalist, whose birth centenary 
was celebrated September 3, 1950. 
The old house where he first saw the 
light just a hundred years ago is 
still standing in St. Louis. I have the 
manuscript of many of his poems, 
some of them beautifully illustrated 
in colored marginal drawings, and 
some containing the notation in his 
own hand, “This is the original copy.” 
I have the exercise book that he used 
while at Amherst College in 1867, 
containing the translation all in his 
beautiful minute hand of Ovid’s Story 
of Cadmus. Another of my treasures 
is Dodd’s “The Epigrammatists” on 
the margins of which he has written 
many original epigrams, and trans- 
lated others. I own a magnificent 
love letter he wrote his future wife 
on July 6th, 1873, beginning, “My 
own dear Julia” and ending “Your 
ever, Field,” and a Field scrapbook 
containing many letters. written to 
him about his work from Frances 
Hodgson Burnett, Joseph Jefferson, 
Elbert Hubbard, George Washington 
Cable and other celebrities. Although 
he has been dead since 1896, I also 
possess. as in the case of Mark Twain 
and Harry Truman, many letters 
written by modern contemporaries 
praising him and his work. 

When Field’s birthplace was un- 
veiled on June 7, 1902, Mark Twain 
did the unveiling, and referred to 
Field as “a man who by his life made 
bright the lives of all who knew him, 
and by his literary efforts cheered 
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the thoughts of thousands who never 
knew him.” 

And in one of his speeches that he 
kindly inscribed for me, President 
Truman said, 

“T feel that Mark Twain’s charac- 
ters, with their tolerance, energy and 
ambitions, really represent the citi- 
zens of America—frank, industrious 
and sympathetic, but above ll, 
Americans.” 

Strange to say although they were 
both Missourians and contemporaries, 
Mark Twain and Eugene Field never 
actually met, but they admired each 
other’s work, and the later Missouri- 
an Harry Truman is a keen devotee 
of the works of both his fellow Mis- 
sourians.

lous, but it occurs, nevertheless. They 
have even been claimed to be of pure 
gold! 

This mistaking tokens for coins is 
frequently done. In fact, the brass 
token the size of a five dollar gold 
piece struck in 1849 (or dated this) 
showing a miner panning gold, is 
very frequently mistaken for a Cali- 
fornia gold five dollar coin. Then 
too, a series of tokens mostly dated 
1803, having a very similar design 
on them to our gold coins of the 
time, same size and all but coined by 
one “kettle” are very misleading. In 
fact, I suspect many an unsuspecting 
person has been “taken” on these as 
the real thing. It is believed that the 
majority of these imitation coins 
were originally made to be used as 
poker chips in the gambling houses 
of the day. 

Years ago it was popular to pur- 
chase a “pile of gold coins” paper 
weight which really looked like the 
real thing and would always attract 
attention. But these have been known 
to be confiscated by the United 
States Secret Service as being “coun- 
terfeits” or to be just too darned near 
the real thing to be safe. 

Paper money does not last very 
long in circulation, the life of a dollar 
bill being just a few months. I under- 
stand the government destroys about 
three billion dollars in worn out 
paper money each year. Printing new 
bills to replace this damage keeps the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
busy. Speaking of paper money, agi- 
tation is still strong to have our bills 
color coded. For instance, one dollar 
bills would be one color, twos another 
and so forth. Make a rather attrac- 
tive set, particularly if you’d like to 
have one of each right through the 
ten thousand dollar bill. I think they 
had better print that one the color 
of gold! 

Privately minted California gold 
dollars, halves and quarters carried 
the word dollar on them, or so it was 
thought until quite recently. Now 
some have turned out without the 
word that have been originals and an 
abbreviaion is often used also, such 
as Half Dol., Quarter Dol., ete. About 
fifty years ago, however, some jewel- 
ers issued duplicates of these gold 


coins as souvenirs omitting the word

This consisted of small 
circular bits of sea-shell, smoothly 
ground and polished, with a hele dril- 
led through the center of each, by 
which it might be strung, or attached 
ornamentally to the belt or other 
parts of the dress. The “qua-hog” or 
round clam furnished the principal 
material for this coin, the variegated 
purple portions of the shell being 
much the most valuable. The great 
labor in preparing it was the boring, 
which was effected by a sharp flint. 
When we consider the slow nature 
of such a process, we can _ scarce 
credit the accounts given of the im- 
mense quantities of Wampum that 
were procured by the white colon- 
ists, while it retained its value, in ex- 
change for European commodities, or 
which exacted as tribute, in atone- 
ment for national offences. “The 
wompompeague,” says Gookin, “is 
made principaliy by the Block Is- 
landers and Long Island Indians. Up- 
en the sandy flats and shores of 
those coasts the wilk shells are 
found. With this wompompeague 
they pay tribute, redeem captives, 
satisfy for murders and other wrengs, 
purchase peace with their potent 
neighbors, as occasion requires; in a 
word, it answers all occasions with 
them, as gold and silver doth with 
us.

In tropical eastern South America 
appear sporadically among the Boto- 
cudo, Maku, Guayaqui, and others 
such typical North American traits 
as pemmican, twined and_ coiled 
basketry, pit ovens, water-tight bas- 
kets, the platform bed, sandals, 
feathered and stone-tipped arrows. 
However, throughout the greater 
portion of Amazonia these traits are 
replaced by inventions more appli- 
cable to enviroment, such as bone or 
wood arrowheads instead of those or 
chipped stone, and the hammock in- 
stead of the platform hed, clay con- 
tainers instead of the Watertight 
baskets, the cigar or snuffing tube 
instead of the tubular pipe. Even 
the tempering of pottery with bits of 
coral or sponge spicules speaks of a 
ready adjustment to a new enviro- 
ment.—Herbert W. Krieger in “Indi- 
an Cultures of Northeastern South 
America,” Smithsonian Report for 
1934, p. 418; Washington, 1935.

Charles De Wolf Brownell in “In- 
dian Races of North and South A- 
merica,” quotes Capt. John Smith, 
and referring to the adornment of 
the Virginia Indians makes mention 
that “their ears were generally 
bored, and pendants of copper and 
other ornaments were attached. 
‘some of their men wore in _ those 
holes a small green and yellow-col- 
ored snake, near half a yard in 
length, which, crawling and lapping 
herself about the neck, often times 
would familiarly kiss his lips.’” 
(p. 213.) 

The joint expedition of the Smith- 
sonian Institution and the Peabody 
Museum of Yale University worked 
during 1929 in a cave in Dona Ana 
county, New Mexico, which was 
thought to contain the remains of a 
sloth. A specimen of this animal was 
taken from an adjoining cave by 4 
previous expedition of the Peabody 
Museum in 1928, . . . In neither of 
these cases were observed artifacts 
or the remains of man, but in a crev- 
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ice adjoining, though not connecting 
with, the second cave Norman Boss, 
of the United States National Muse- 
um, discovered a cache of baskets of 
particular interest. . . . The baskets 
are in rather good condition of pre- 
servation, showing previous wear and 
repair, and but little affected by their 
long burial. Two of the baskets show 
repairs, which have been made with 


strips of yucca crudely sewed in, 
merely to hold the edges of the 
breaks together. Many other in- 
stances of repair with yucca are 
seen in Basket Maker’ specimens 
found in other localities—Walter 
Hough, “A Cache of Basket Maker

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Ethnology Report 
from Smithsonian 


Washington, D. C. Uninhabited 
and essentially uninhabited through- 
out recorded history, desolate Corn- 
wallis Island in the Canadian Arctic 
was a crossroads of migrating peop- 
les between Alaska and Greenland 
for a period of centuries. 

This is demonstrative by excava- 
tions at four ancient village sites 
carried out this past summer by Dr. 
Henry B. Collins, Jr.. of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, and William E. 
Taylor, of the University of Toronto. 
Mr. Taylor represented the National 
Museum of Canada. 

The villages were found in the 
neighborhood of Resolute Bay. The 
chief remains found were those of the 
so-called ‘Thule’ Eskimos. This was 
a prehistoric Eskimo culture that 
originated in Alaska. It spread east- 
ward across northern Canada and the 
Arctic islands to Greenland and then, 
somewhat modified, moved westward 
again. 

It was characterized chiefly by 
permanent settlements with  well- 
constructed, partly subterranean 
stone, whalebone, and turf houses, by 
bone, antler, and ivory weapons, and 
by whale, walrus, and sea! hunting. 

Near Resolute Bay were found 
some of the richest Thule deposits yet 
uncovered with fragments of cloth- 
ing, weapons, and food deposits. 
From these a very comprehensive pic- 
ture of the ancient ways of life can 
be reconstructed.

that of an ancient Eskimo who must 
have been not only quite a prominent 
citizen but an unusually large man. 
The house was exceptionally large 
and apparently had been abandoned 
in a hurry, perhaps in some ancient 
Arctic catastrophe. Stone compart- 
ments built into the floor were found 
filled with whale blubber, presumably 
intended as a winter food supply. 
Some of the implements, including a 
whaling harpoon head, were excep- 
tionally large. It must have required 
extraordinary phvsical strength to 
hurl this so that it would penetrate 
a whale’s thick skin. There was also 
a remarkable amulet—a circular skin 
thong around which were attached 
small pouches containing various 
magical articles, such as pebbles and 
bones. Suspended from the center 
was the head of a large sea bird. 
Presumably the hunter wore this a- 
round his neck as a charm to insure 
success in whaling. 

Living conditions have changed 
considerably since Cornwallis Island 
was inhabited by these Thule people, 
Dr. Collins says. At that time whales 
must have been plentiful. None are 
now in the vicinity. There also must 
have been considerable driftwoed, for 
wood is found in all the houses. There 
now is no driftwood. This does not 
mean necessarily that the climate 
was warmer, but that currents or ice 
conditions were different. 

The archeological remains fourd 
were, for the most part, of the fully 
developed eastern phase of the 
Thule culture. How-rver, one small 
site was excavated which contained 
Thule culture material older tnan 
any previously found in the Eastern 
Arctic. The harpoon heads and other 
artifacts were identical with those 
from early Thule sites in Alaska, 
dating from the time when the Thule 
culture was just emerging frem the 
parent Birnirk stage It seems quite 
likely that this small Cornwallis Is-

the Arctic. 

At another small site were found 
remains of a quite different Eskimo 
culture—the Dorset. The Dorset 
people are tne “ghosts of the Arctic,” 
Everything about them is wrapped in 
mystery, except the fact that they 
were unquestionably Eskimos. They 
apparently preceded the Thule people, 
but there is no clue as to their origin, 
Their remains are found at many 
places in the eastern Arctic from 
Newfoundland to Greenland. he 
Dorset Eskimos were not’ whale 
hunters, but did hunt the walrus, 
seals, polar bear, caribou, hares, and 
foxes. They lacked skin boats and 
dog sleds. They are characterized 
chiefly by the extreme fineness and 
artistry of their stone chipping. This 
far exceeded anything accomplished 
by the more utilitarian Thule people. 

This was the second summer the 
two institutions have worked at 
Cernwallis Island.

Visit to Old Gunmaker 
Recalls Shooting Days of Yesteryear 


On a recent trip through Michigan 
we decided to stop off at a sma: 
town, named Dowagiac and see the 
world-famed gunmaker, Adolph O. 
Niedner, who had once worked 12 
Milwaukee as a police officer during 
the time when the Chief of Police of 
Jansen and had also worked here in 
the old Meunier gun shop on 3rd 
street; but that was many years ago 
and even the 87 year old craftsma:: 
admitted that there are very few lef 
who remember anything of thocre 
early days. We got to talking asont 
the old days when Schuetzen Rifle 


Shooting was the rage here and else- 
where and were soon off on a disecus- 
sion of o!d Shooter’s or Schuetzen 
Park (now Garfield) here in Mi?- 
Waukee. 

‘There aren’t many people who waik 
by small Garfield Park on Third and 
Burleigh Streets who can recall the 
day wher, instead of the noise and 
commotion of automotive treffie. one 
was more apt to hear the reports of 
rifles and the occasional whine of 
a bullet as it ricochetted off the em- 
bankment, or worse, went sailing off 
over the retaining wall. Those were 


the days when Milwaukee was large- 
ly populated by Germans, many of 
whom had brought their love of old 
firearms along with them, when old 
gunsmiths and gunmakers such as 
Bolkenius, Conrad Stein, John Meun- 
ier, Stephen Meunier, Norbert Wesle 
end others had all they could do to 
keep up their orders and repair jobs,

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just outside the city limits for the 
sum of $5,000. This land, bordering 
on 3rd street was once in excess of 
eight acres, but its proximity to the 
city made the land valuable and piece 
by piece large areas were sold for 
home building. A map of 1877 shows 
but ten blocks left, though these were 
admittedly quite large; by 1886 only 
three and a fraction blocks remained. 
This latter area was bounded by what 
is now Burleigh Street on the north, 
third street on the east, sixth street 
on the west and two dead-end streets, 
4th and 5th on the south. Present 
boundaries are much the same except 
that the west boundary is now Fifth 
street. It is interesting to note that 
the park has grown slightly due to 
the recent closing of one of these 
dead end streets, but the landscaping 
of the past sixty years has so altered 
the area that only in rough outline 
does it bear any resemblance to the 
evieinal park 

Many were the matches held here; 
most of the city’s craftsmen and en- 
thusiasts spending some time shoot- 
ing. Such men as Meunier, (one time 
Shooting Master and President), 
Norbert Wesle, Robert Rohne and 
Stephen Meunier whom we recently 
learned is buried in Holy Cross Ceme- 
tary, and Niedner were among the 
hundred or more members of the 
club. Regular shooting excercises 
were held weekly. Improvements in 
the range were made and despite 
land loss, the park and facilities had 
by 1881 achieved a value of $15,000. 
Visiting clubs held matches in compe- 
tition with the Milwaukee group and 
some, such as John Meunier, re- 
turned the compliment and carried 
prizes back home with them. At one

EXPLODING ATOMS 


A fascinating instrument now enables one to 
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such meet away from home he won 
$600 in gold and a gold watch and 
even when eighty years old chal 
lenged anyone to shoot traps or 
target rifle against him. On June /4, 
1897, this venerable old shooter in- 
vited all his old shooting friends to 
attend a match in honor of his fity 
years of shooting and all those who 
came were rewarded with fine gifts, 

Shooting at these affairs was for 
the most part done with the heavy 
muzzle-loading Schuetzen rifles which 
were equipped with globe or peep 
sights, had Swiss pronged butt-plates, 
palm rests, set-triggers, false muz- 
zles, which weighed anywhere from 
twelve or fourteen to twenty pounds 
and shot a linen-patched sugar-loaf- 
shaped bullet. It should perhaps be 
explained here that the term Schuet- 
zen Rifle is a German or Swiss de- 
signation for a certain heavy, ornate 
and elaborate rifle made exclusively 
for target shooting; a few were light 
enough to be taken hunting, but most 
were too cumbersome to be carried 
any distance. These rifles were care- 
fully loaded and a regular ritual fol- 
lowed of swabbing out the bore be- 
tween shots, of carefully measuring 
out the powder, of seating the bullet 
with a false-muzzle so that the rifling 
around the true muzzle would not 
wear out and of long and careful 
aiming before letting off one shot. 
This type of shooting was far from 
fast, but exceptional shooting was 
done at 290 yards on the German 
Ring Target. This type of target, 
brought over from Germany, had a 
bulls-eye of 12 inches diameter with 
a center of only 114 inches and with 
rings around this only %4 inch apart. 
Trv looking at a spot this small when 
it is a mere two hundred yards away 
and you will see that even with a 
center-spot value of 25 and succeed- 
ing rings each having a value one 
less, scores of 220 out of a possible 
250 were exceptionally good shoot- 
ing. 

Try as shooters might to avoid it, 
the breech-loading rifle, which had 
made its appearance in _ quantity 
around the time of the Civil War, 
was here to stay and to be used.

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loaders and these later were used well 
into the eighties and nineties. Nied- 
ne: was among the first to adopt the 
new-type rifle at the club and though 
many scoffed its performance soon 
showed them otherwise. It was not 
long before all the members of the 
Milwaukee Sharpshooters Club were 
using breech-loaders and liking it 
aud the club-house racks were full of 
the earlier muzzle-loaders now no 
longer used. Niedner indicated that 
much time was consumed in the dis- 
tasteful task of oiling and cleaning 
these guns no longer used — and in 
this he was no different than most 
shooters, who, no matter how much 
they enjoy their guns and shooting, 
hate gun-cleaning. 

All shooting done however was not 
of the staid and formal types and it 
is related how in 1886 a group of 
cowboys appeared at a dime museum 
then located on Grand Avenue (Wis- 
consin Avenue) and stated that they 
were the champion rifle shots cf the 
United States and challenged anyone 
to shoot a match with them. They 
were taken up on this by Stephen 
Meunier and Robert Rohne, who 
then acknowledged the best shots of 
the Milwaukee Area, but things 
didn’t turn out too well for the men 
from the wild west. A few shots 
were taken by them at 200 yards 
using 32-20 Winchester and .22 cali- 
ber rifles, but they couldn’t seem to 
hit anything; trying the Schuetzen 
Rifles used by the club members they 
were still unable to hit the targets 
and inasmuch as it was impractical 
to do any of the aerial work, that is, 
shooting at objects thrown in the air, 
because of the danger to the neigh- 
borhood, the cowboys walked away 
rather silently and no longer quite 
the champions they had been before. 

As with everything, all good things 
must come to an end. Included now 
within the city timits, and with 
homes all around, an occasional bul- 
let would escape beyond the brick

In due time even 
the term “Shooter’s Park” or “Shoot- 
ing Park” disappeared only to receive 
the name “Pabst Park” in the day 
when Milwaukee’s parks bore the 
names given them by local brewing 
families. The place became a verit- 
able and miniature Coney Island com- 


plete with “Katzenjammer Castle”, 
an under-ground river and_ scenic 
railway. Old timers with vague 


memories have told me that they can 
recall its use for amusement purposes 
ceasing about forty years ago. Some- 
where along the line its name was 
changed to Garfield Park and its 
grounds are as quiet now as the 
graves of the men who once _ shot 
there. Perhaps someday we may get 
the name changed back to what it 
originally was — it’d be a great 
tribute. :

for Collectors! 


Cartridge collectors might be in- 
terested in a “blank” type cartridge 
which is currently being manufac- 
tured in .22 and .28 S & W calibers 
for use in building construction and 
repair. These cartridges (the .22’s 
are headstamped “H”, the .38’s 
“REM-UMC .88 S & W)”, manutac- 
tured by Remington, are used for 
driving steel pins or screws into con- 
crete or steel by means of a special 
gun. I have never seen these in ac- 
tion, but am told that the specially 
hardened pins are driven in so firmly 
into the steel or concrete that it is 
next to impossible to pull them out 
without breaking or distorting them 
all out of shape. The pins in many 
instances are equipped with (screw) 
threads on their rear half and fix- 
tures, etc., can be fastened to the 
wall with nuts. The cartridges have 
the appearance of regular blanks 
except that the crimp is a little firm- 
er and stronger; the cover wads in 
the .58 caliber are green, in the .22 
red for steel and purple for concrete. 
It is dangerous to fire these in con- 
ventional weapons. Someone passed 
on the information that these have 
also appeared in .45 caliber, but 
little else is known of them.

Book Review 
The Shotgun 
By MAJOR GERALD BURRARD 


Appearing first in 1931 and in 
successive editions and printings in 
1944, 1947 and lastly in the current 
revised edition of 1950, this three 
volume set on the shotgun is an in- 
valuable aid to the student of that 
type of firearm. The work is entitled 
respectively The Gun, The Cartridge 
and The Gun and The Cartridge, the 
second volume of which is of extreme 
value to the cartridge collector since 
it deals with not only the various 
experiments and tribulations of Eng- 
lish shotshell composition and manu- 
facture, but also with the various 
types available at different times. In 
this regard it is well to mention 
seme of the unusual and uncommon 
types used in England such as the 
Eley wire shell, the various Paradox 
shells, some such as the fuli length 
brass cases with crimped mouths, the 
all brass cases with the very unusual 
partial crimp, the construction of air 
cushion wads, gastight cases and the 
like. English shell ideas are unique 
in themselves and may present many 
surprises for the cartridge collector 
over here—if for nothing else, I’d 
suggest a look at volume two just 
for the unusual in cartridges — you'll 
be surprised! 

Volume one deals much with var- 
ious shotgun actions these being 
confined for the most part to the 
single and double-barrelled shotgun 
to the favorite in England — some 
historical material is to be found 
here also on the early types and we

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An Eight Thousand Mile Collecting Trip 


By H. DOUGLAS BROWN 


I was released from the Veteran’s 
Hospital in November with the ad- 
monition to go south. The Vet’s Hos- 
pital being in Portland, I had a choice 
of California, Arizona or Nevada. So 
I went to all three. With gas ration- 
ing off, and a good ten-year old 
“Chevy” under me, I set forth. My 
equipment was a sleeping mattress 
and wool sleeping bag, chest of can- 
ned food, can opener, a dish or two 
(metal), table tools, water jug, and 
canvas tarpaulin. My _ prospector’s 
pick, canvas sample bags were, of 
course, included and two ultra-violet 
lights. 

In order to have the full ultra-vio- 
let light wave length it is necessary 
to have a long and a short wave 
lamp, so I had a long wave Western 
Electric Tube with battery and a 
short wave mineralite. I headed west 
from Portland. My first stop was at 
the town of Oceanlake, so named be- 
cause it is on a pretty lake within a 
quarter of a mile of the Pacific 
ocean. This bright spot on the land- 
scape would cause any visitor, not 
bent on their first view of the “roll- 
ers’, to stop and spend some time. 

After watching the breakers crash 
on the beach for a few minutes, I 
drove into the town of Wecoma. Here 
I met Charles and Kalida McNeill. 
They have a _ wonderful collection 
which includes much of the typical 
ocean beach material. Among their 
fine finished pieces are many beauti- 
ful sagenite sets. These are agate 
mostly of the translucent variety, but 
in it well defined bush-like inclusions. 
These are thought to be fine crystal 
groups which formed in a cavity in 


lava rock, and which were enclosed 
gradually by deposited silica or chal- 
cedony. Thus, when the rock that had 
the cavities eventually eroded away, 
the agates were released, and by cut- 
ting them these included crystals 
were exposed. Good sagenite is that 
which has well defined form and 
which will polish smoothly with the 
agate that surrounds it. They also 
showed me a number of frames on 
which beautiful semi - transparent 
agate slabs had been cemented. All 
around these agate slices, the glass 
has been painted black, so the light 
only came through the sliced agate. 
These were like the windows of the 
older churches, with various scenes 
and beautiful colors. They had a 
number of novelty pictures all made 
of polished gem stones. They are a 
most hospitable couple and happy to 
show their collection. I should also 
mention Bill Endres of Willemina, 
whom I met. Mr. Endres said he was 
just getting started in his zutting, 
but 1 noted in his back yard many 
nice agates and chunks of good petri- 
fied wood. Perhaps by this time he 
will have the hundreds of pounds 
that soon seem to accumulate in every 
rock-hound’s back yard. 

Driving south on Highway 101, 
which is the designation given the 
Coast Highway, I next met H. A. 
Currier of Taft, Oregon. Mr. Currier 
has cut a lot of material and has 
many fine agate sets. He also is quite 
a trader and seems to like trading. 
He told me of the finds in torredo 
wood that had been made recently in 
that section. 

This is wood which had been bored

1633 E. Walnut Street, 
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by the torredo borer, and then the 
wood and the borings have become 
petrified over the years. The wocd 
and the agate filled borings all cu's 
and polishes evenly in the good ma- 
terial. Mr. Currier also spoke of a 
find of a petrified pine cone but 
though I made every effort to run it 
down, did not locate it. Such a find 
would be a true curiosity in any one’s 
collection. They have been found in 
Patagonia but are certainly few and 
far between in this country. 

At Yachats, (that’s pronounced 
Yahuts), I met J. M. Cabot. He is 
another collector and cutter, and he 
told me of the good places to hunt 
further south along the Oregon coast. 
Near Yachats I found the gravel ex- 
posed and did some hunting, the 
first since reaching the beaches. It 
should be here explained, that the 
wave action alternately brings the 
sand in and takes it out. The time 
the sand is in it covers the stones 
and there is little or no material to 
be found. But when a favorable wave 
action takes this cover of sand away, 
there will be found exposed a fine 
variety of stones, and much will be 
“gemmy”. Just below Yachats, I 
found much nice jasper with fernlike 
inclusions and in yellows, reds and 
mixed colors. There were lots of 
agates. Some looked blue but this 
generally turned out to be a bluish 
surface coating. But one or two very 
dark ones did have a bluish black 
color clear through. Then there were 
the pieces of petrified wood all of 
which takes a nice polish. In fact, 
most any stone found on these ocean 
beaches will take a polish. The con- 
stant pounding of the waves with the 
abrasive action rubbing against the 
other stones of the beach, will soon 
grind to powder any but the hardest 
materials.) Thus the quartz family 
minerals constitute the bulk of what 
one finds on the Oregon beaches. 
There is also an interesting shop at 
Yachats where Fritzie’s Plastics are 
made and sold. “Fritz” will himself 
show you how various bits of sealife 
can be embedded in clear plastic. He 
has embedded sea weed, etc., and I’m 
interested to see what he can do with 
some small fragments of Australian 
opal. His shop has many _ unique 
things of interest. With night coming 
on I turned in at Depot Bay for a 
good night’s rest. This is a beautiful 
spot, with small fishing craft moving 
in and out and in the center of some 
of the most ruggedly beautiful por- 
tions of the Oregon coast. Tourists 
would do well to so plan their trip 
as to spend this section leisurely. My 
trip will continue in succeeding is- 
sues.

Alunite may be formed from silicic 
lavas when they are acted upon by a 
weak solution of sulphuric acid under 
high pressure.

Corundum is most apt to occur in 
igneous rocks that are deficient in 
silica.

Chalcanthite is formed as a result 
of the oxidation of copper sulfides. 
It is soluble but deposited in semi- 
arid regions in cavities below the 
point of oxidation. 

Chalcopyrite occurs in metallic 
veins that are often in or near ign- 
eous rocks, or it sometimes forms in 
metamorphic deposits. 

Chrysocolla and cuprite are of 
secondary origin, forming from the 
alteration of other copper minerals 
in the upper levels of ore deposits. 
They do not occur at great depth. 

Native copper results from the re- 
duction of the metal from copper 
bearing solutions. This is often 
brought about by the reaction be- 
tween these solutions and various 
iron minerals. 

FLUORITE is usually a vein min- 
eral, being found in pneumatolytic 
deposits that were built up through 
the complicated action of hot liquids 
and gases under pressure. It is asso- 
ciated with a wide variety of other 
minerals of similar origin. 

GOLD may occur almost anywhere 
but is most common in quartz veins 
in metamorphic recks where it was 
deposited along with the quartz 
from solutions. 

GYPSUM is formed in mineral 
veins as a result of the alteration of 
pyrite which releases sulfuric acid 
that reacts with limestone to form 
calcium sulfate. It also forms as a 
result of the drying up of desert 
lakes, and in other ways.

Hotels, resorts, tourist courts, and 
restaurants give them to you. The 
streamliners, boats, and airplanes is- 
sue them to passengers. Art cards 
may be obtained from the famous 
galleries; nature cards from organ- 
izations like the Wildlife Associa- 
tion or Audubon Society; historic 
cards from shrines of history such 
as the Alamo, or the old governor’s 
house in Santa Fe. Sometimes old 
cards are found in old stamp shops, 
or old “Noah’s Ark’s.” 

There are a number of mail order 
dealers in post cards—some adver- 
tise in this magazine. 

There are several thousand people 
who want to exchange their extra 
cards with you. There are good clubs 
of collectors both here and abroad. 

Let’s get started! 

First, look in the back of that desk 
drawer; look in the bottom of that 
stationery box; dig down into that 
old trunk in the closet; go get that 
old box of things that you intended 
to throw away but put up in the 
attic for a little while longer. Find 
out what you have to start with.

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OLD ADVERTISING POST CARDS 


By M. E. USCHOLD 


About a year ago I wrote to HOB- 
BIES Magazine about collecting old 
song post cards. Old advertising 
post cards, I find, are almost as rare 
as the song numbers and, in their 
way, equally interesting. They are 
of several types; those which imprint 
names of products on colored view 
ecards; those with an advertising 
blurb printed in the correspondence 
space; and others which show either 
a picture of the product or its use. 

Of the latter type a good example 
is a post card issued by the National 
Refining Co., advertising Nationai 
Light Oil, and picturing three baby 
chicks hovering around a coal oil 
lamp, captioned, “Say, kids, what'll 
yer bet that ain’t Ma.” Under the 
title, “The Modern Incubator Oil,” 
the card also bears a three-stanza 
verse, to wit: 

“Four and forty eggs 

In an incubator set 


National Light Oil was the heat 
That hatched ’em out you bet. 


Four and forty chicks 

In a. brooder thrive 

National Light Oil in a Lamp 
Has kept ’em all alive. 


Four and forty chicks 
Espied this lamp with awe 
When one of ’em piped out 
“T’ll bet yer that’s our Ma.” 


“Pigo’s Cure, best for coughs and 
colds, price 25 cents,” appeared in 
rectangular spaces on picture cards 
of good color depicting various 
scenes, Mount Vernon, Rafting on 
the Allegheny, etc. A 1906 post card 
shows an elegantly dressed woman 
using a desk telephone, with the 
legend, “Compliments of Swedish- 
American Telephone Co., Largest 
manufacturers of Independent Tele- 
phones, Chicago, II.” 

Among the post cards, vintage of 
1907-10, using the product motif in 
the pictorial design were Gold Dust, 
Corticelli Spool Silk, Lamp Brewery

Cards 
of this type were often used by 
traveling men to announce date of 
arrival at retailers’ stores, and had 
space for such information on the 
face of the card. Among such were 
Uneeda Biscuit, Siez Iron Company 
of Davenport, Ia., Arbuckle Coffee 
and many others. E. Stolze, “cigars, 
tobacco, pipes,” printed a design in 
black and white on the face of a 
government mailing card. 

Certain firms issued cards in sets. 
Interesting are those of the I. C. 
Case Threshing Machine Co., post- 
marked 1909. These show the com- 
pany’s various products in use — 
“Steam Roller Building Country 
Roads,” etc. One depicts a threshing 
scene with steam engine and steel 
separater. These, together, were 
priced at $880., of which $500. was 
fer the engine and $380. for the 
separator. 

Another set, which came in nire 
cards to be had for 10 cents, was is- 
sued by the Sleepy Eye Flour Co., 
and shew Chief Sleepy Eye and var- 
ious scenes of Indian activity. These 
are among the few advertising post 
ecards which bear the printer’s im- 
print, Williams Brothers Company. 
Subjects include Old Sleepy Eve, 
Sleepy Eye Monument, “erected by 
the Sleepy Eye Milling Co. at Sleepy 
Eye, Minn., in memory of Old Sleepy 
Eye, whose sterling qualities are re- 
presented in the flour that bears 
his name;” Pipe of Peace; Indian 
Canoing; Chief S. E. Welcomes the 
Whites; S. E. Mills: Indian Mode 
of Conveyance; N. E., the Meritor- 
ious Flour, “The sun never sets on 
users of S. E. flour;” and Indian Ar- 
tist. 

A set of six cards, which was to 
be had by sending two cents in 
stamps to the J. Bulte Milling Com- 
pany, Kansas City, Mo., pictures 
children making bread with Bulte’s 
Best flour, each picture captioned 
with a two-line verse. 

Many will remember the Cracker 
Jack Bears, a set of 16 cards, one of 
which was given with each package 
of the confection. The set, without 
advertising, could be had free by 
sending 10 sides from C. J. pack- 
ages to Ruecheim Bros. & Eckstein, 
Chicago. Ten cents and one package 
side would fetch the set too. Each 
card had a four line verse and sever- 
al showed pictures of “Teddy” Roose- 
velt, such as No. 7, which shows one 
of the bears shaking hands with the 
President. The verse reads, 

“Delighted, said our nation’s head, 

For many years your sweets have led 

All the confections of our land, 

Congratulations, here’s my hand.” 
No. 15 shows the bears up a tree in 
Yellowstone Park, “Teddy” on the 
ground, holding a gun. The verse, 
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“Oh, Mr. Teddy, drop your gun, 

For us such business is no fun, 

So please don’t keep us on the rack, 

‘Cause we're the bears with 

Cracker Jack.” 
One of the bears reminds the hunter, 
“We met you at the White House in 
Washington, don’t you remember?” 

Advertising post cards, after a 
fashion, were the Katzenjammer and 
Happy Hooligan ecards issued circa 
1907 as supplements to the Chicago 
Examiner and American, and bear 
the paper’s imprint. 

Of two sets of recently acquired 
post cards one is probably more of a 
charity issue than straicht advertis- 
ing. These unusual and colorful cards 
show postage stamps of several parts 
of the British Empire, New Zealand, 
Tasmania, Australia, ete., and each 
bears the legend, “Sold in aid of the 
sanitoria home for consumptive wom- 
Cis’ The other set, not so old, circa 
1920, is superbly printed in color: a 
set of 10 cards issued by the Oceanic 
Steam Ship Company Line to Ha- 
waii, Samoa and Australia, and pic- 
tures scenes at the several stonovers 
as well as the company’s liners. 


A little Housemaid set featured 
sayings of the maid and monthiy 
calendars and plugged sales of home 
furnishings. [Illustrations are by R. 
F. Outcault, who drew designs for 
many old-time comic, sentimental and 
advertising cards, and are copy- 
righted 1907. The cards carried the 
imprint of local dealers and one of 
them offered a “nice set of dishes or 
a vacuum cleaner” witn casn sales 
of $50. or over. 


I will mention just one more inter- 
esting series, of which I have 1909 
and 1910 examples. These were put 
out to advertise the Rockford watch. 
The motto on each it “True time for 
a lifetime,” and each has a printed 
calendar of the month, with appropri- 
ate advertising on the correspondence 
side, and either a pictured watch or 
watch dial forming nart of the de- 
sign. One for August, 1910, shows 
an embracing couple _ silhouetted 
against a yellow watch-dial moon, 
with this verse, 

“In the gvod old summer time 

At morning, noon or night 

When e’er you see a Rockford watch 

You'll know the time is right.’’

A greatly prized post card in the 
Nardone collection is an _ Italian

“dollar”. Some even have upon them 
“charm”. The majority of these are 
of lower grade gold, and in some in- 
stances were only gold plated. There 
is no reason, however, why these 
pieces should be spurned as valueless. 
After all, original California gold 
coins were very frequently of lower 
gold value than the regular United 
States. All California gold pieces 
were privately issued, as were these 
jewelers’ charms and these charms 
are now fifty years old. There must 
be rarities in these series and I am 
surprised someone has not already 
made an extensive study of these and 
catalogued them. I believe there are 
sleepers in this. series that formerly 
were always looked down on as an 
imitation and that some day their 
real rarity will be recognized. 

Due to the many economic upheav- 
als and changes in our banking sys- 
tems, the paper money that was in 
use prior to the Civil War is today 
not redeemable. But paper money 
since the Civil War is all still re- 
deemable and this is the longest dur- 
ation in the history of our country 
that paper money has been “good.” 
Almost ninety years so far and going 
strong. It is interesting to look back 
over the years and see the reactions 
of this money on the public when it 
first came out. “Greenbacks” they 
were called in 1865 and many a per- 
son was skeptical about these as they 
were simply a “promise. to pay” by 
the government. People in those days 
wanted their paper money backed by 
“gold coin” or “silver coin” deposited 
in the Treasury for safekeeping, par- 
ticularly after their experience with 
the “broken bank bills” so recently 
valueless. The Civil War taxed our 
finances greatly, however, and for 
several years “greenbacks” were all 
that were available.

Fascinating to the mineral collector 
are the primeval Ginkgo fossils occur- 
ring on Thompson Creek in the Buck 
Mountain district of Douglas County, 
Oregon. These pre-historic beds ante- 
date our present Cascade mountains. 

Leaf remains of these ancient 
trees occur in indurated shale along 
the banks and in boulders in the 
stream bed. This area and other plant 
beds in the vicinity belong, in geo- 
logic time, to the Jurassic era, a 
period which began approximately 
155 million years ago and lasted for 
35 million years. 

The present Sierra Nevada, Cas- 
eade, and California Coast moun- 
tains, say geologists, are all more 
recent than the Ginkgo in the Doug- 
las county beds. There were, before 
the time of these mountain ranges, 
ancient Sierra Nevadas. 

High water during the winter 
season in the Thompson Creek coun- 
try has exposed the fossil-bearing 
sediments. Summer and early fall is 
the best time to visit these beds. Then 
the creek is low and the best finds 
are uncovered. 

Collections from this primordial 
strata have recently been made for 
Harvard, Princeton, University of 
Cincinnati, University of Michigan, 
Michigan State College, Oregon

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Primeval Ginkgo Beds Supply Collectors 


By RUBY O. LYTLE 


fornia, and several European muse- 
ums. Possibly the largest collection 
is at the United States National 
Museum in Washington, D.C. 

Fossils of Ginkgo leaves were first 
discovered on Buck Mountain about 
eight miles west of the village of 
Riddle in 1872 by Aurelius Todd. In 
1&99 a resident of the locality, James 
Hildeburn, packed into the area an 
expedition of geologists and paleo- 
botonists sent by the United States 
Geological Survey. Here, two miles 
up from the mouth of Thompson 
Creek at its confluence with the 
Qlalla River, in a timeless setting of 
maidenhair, bracken, and sword fern 
beneath giant fir and hemlock, the 
party found imprints, Ginkgo fossils, 
formed in the earth’s dim past. 

Some fifteen years ago the loca- 
tion was rediscovered for Roseburg, 
Oregon, mineralogists when James 
Hildeburn, then eighty, offered to 
lead them to the place. 

“When we neared the spot,” said a 
local rockbound, “James Hildeburn 
stopped and pointed east. ‘Now up 
there,’ he said, ‘should be a good 
spring where we can leave our 
lunch.’ The spring was right there, 
just as Hildeburn said, although he 
had not visited the region for thirty- 
five years.” 

Ginkgo remains occur in widely 
senarated regions over the globe. 
Many of these fossils belong, say 
paleobotanists, to a much later period 
in antiquity than the vrehistoric 
Douglas County, Oregon, findings. 

Ginkgo Petrified Forest, twenty- 
six miles east of Ellensburg, Wash- 
ington, contains logs buried by ten 
or more successive lava flows and 
opalized from 10 to 30 millions of

years ago. Columbia River erosion 
has revealed this entombed forest, 
one of the greatest of geological 
wonders and easily accessible. Here, 
it is believed, are preserved the only 
logs of this rare and_ primitive 
Ginkgo wood. 

Ginkgos have not hitherto been 
known to exist in a wild state. But 
recent exploring parties are said to 
have reported Ginkgo growing ap- 
parently uncultivated in remote parts 
of China. If these reports are found 
to be true, the supposition that these 
trees have existed only in cultivation 
for thousands of years is false. Re- 
garded as sacred in the orient, this 
link between tree ferns and conifers 
was saved from oblivion for the 
civilized world by plantings in anci- 
ent Buddhist temple gardens. 

The United States Geological Sur- 
vey monograph reports finding six 
species of Ginkgo in the Douglas 
County beds. In that ancestral 
“dawn age” what uncounted seasons 
dropped the beautiful leathery leaves 
to be viewed by man in the distant 
time horizon of the twentieth century. 
Collectors call one particular gully 
on the slope of Buck Mountain 
“Ginko Gulch” because of its rich 
vield. 

Smooth-barked and sparingly 
branched norizontally, this botanical 
relic sometimes attains a height of 
over 100 feet. But Ginkgo, in the

Buck Mountain area, in those remove 
eons, probably was only a bush. Our 
present lofty fir did not exist. But 
fern-like trees and the ancestors of 
our modern yew abounded there. 

In Roseburg, Oregon, yards the 
fan-shaped, leathery, lettuce-green 
leaves turn vellow and drop in 
November. The Pacific Northwest 
where it thrived vast ages ago. suits 
it today. 

Unlike another prehistoric Oregon 
resident described by Dr. Thomas 
Condon in his “Oregon Geology” — 
tiny three-toed Mesohippos, the dawn 
horse who once roamed what :3 now 
the John Day valley and evolved into 
today’s horse our modern Ginkgo 
has existed essentially unchanged for 
perhaps 16 million vy ars.

Washington, D. C. Fishes collected 
by Smithsonian Institution scientists 
at and near the Bikini Atoll during 
the atomic-bomb tests four years 
ago are yielding a large number of 
forms hitherto unknown to science. 

Out of 481 species distinguished to 
date, 79 have never before been de- 
scribed, according to Dr. Leonard P. 
Schultz, National Museum curator of 
fishes. The work of sorting the col- 
lection is still far from complete. 

The majority of the new species 
are similar in general appearance to 
fairly well-known forms. Some of the 
Bikini fishes, however, are quite fan- 
tastic. Among them is one of the 
smallest in the world, a member of 
the blenny family only 15 millimeters 
long, which lives in crevices of the 
coral under violently churning 
waters. Of fearsome appearance Is a 
giant puffer, one of the largest of 
the family. 

Among the most curious fishes are 
flat-heads, which live under shallow 
water completely covered with sand 
except for their mouths. They are 
the exact color of the Bikini sand. 
To the eye they would be completely 
indistinguishable from their enviro- 
ment. 

Another curiosity is a cardinalfish 
with a luminous silvery ribbon run- 
— down its underside from jaw to 
tail. 

From Johnson Island south of 
Hawaii, on a return trip Dr. Schultz 
coliected one of the most picturesque 
fishes in the National Museum. collec- 
tions—a_ butterflyfish, distinguished 
for its vivid scarlet color.

gun. Volume two deals with the 
cartridge as mentioned previously and 
number three treats much of the 
ballistics, patterning and accidents 
due to such thin’s as obstructions, 
overloading, etc., in barrels and 
chambers. 

For the firearms enthusiast who 
likes firearms in all phases I highly 
recommend the complete set, even 
though it does give something more 
of the English version of the shot- 
gun — for him who is in cartridges, 
either from the standpoint of collect- 
ing or otherwise [ particulariy§ re- 
commend volume two.

Cartridge Case 
Copper Cents 


By HARRY BOSLEY 


Ever hear of the cents that had 
been to war? Yes, all cents dated 
1944 and 1945 have actually been to 
war. 

The answer to the problem of se- 
curing metal for our cents during 
1944 and 1945 was found in discarded 
cartridge cases. The copper was 
minted in Utah, fabricated into a 
shell case by the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, and then shipped to the South 
Pacific. There it was fired at the 
Japs, returned to the Ordnance Depot 
as a fired cartridge case, and then 
turned over for salvage to the 
Treasury Department in 1944. While 
the color of cartridge case copper 
cent was a little paler than the bronze 
cent in normal times, yet it has with- 
stood all tests and has proven satic- 
factory. : 

It gained the first year distinction 
of being circulated in larger quanti- 
ties than any other denomination of 
U. S. coin in one year. An all time 
high of over two billion cartridge 
case coppers, the cents that had been 
to war, were minted.

BAXTER Coat-of-Arms 


By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 
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He beareth for Arms: Argent on 
a pale within a bordure engrailed 
sable three bezants. 

No crest for this Coat-of-Arms— 
and no motto! As far as a motto is 
concerned, you may have noticed that 
many Coats illustrated in these col- 
umns have not had mottos. They were 
not always granted—do not feel too 
badly if yours does not have one. 
Sometimes a person took a motto that 
belonged to a friend, or else gave his 


to another. Sometimes a man received | 


one as a grant, then he, later, or some 
in later generations would omit it. 

As for the crest, although it was 
granted in very early days, not com- 
monly; and a shield without a crest 
is considered very ancient. Many of 
the Knights of the Garter, the order 
founded by Edward III in England in 
1849, bore crests, but up to the 16th 
century there were comparatively 
few granted. Again—do not feel dis- 
appointed if your Coat-of-Arms does 
not have a crest. Just think it must 
be very ancient. 

The translation of the above blazon 
is: A silver (argent) shield, having 
a bordure or border, around the edge, 
one-third the width of the shield. This 
bordure has an escalloped (engrailed) 
edge, points turning inward toward 
the shield. Down the center is a ver- 
tical stripe, which is usually one-third 
the width of the shield (pale), but 
in this case can not be—even the bor- 
dure may be lessened when another 
design interferes with this rule. The 
bordure and pale are both black 
(sable). On the pale are three be- 
zants or gold coins. 

The bordure and pale are both 
Honourable Ordinaries, straight-sided 
figures one-third the width of the 
shield, first symbols used to identify 
men encased in armor. The pale de- 
notes military strength and fortitude, 
and has been bestowed on those who 
have impaled or otherwise defended 


cities, or who have supported the 
government of their sovereigns, and, 
‘for standing uprightly to their 
prince and country’. The bordure is 
an augmentation of honor, and was 
sometimes used as a “difference” be- 
tween relatives bearing the same 
Arms. 

The bezant is a gold Turkish coin, 
granted to Crusaders who were con- 
querors over the Turks on their way 
to the Holy Land. 

The engrailed “division line’, no 
matter where used, indicated the 
holding of large landed estates. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the origin- 
al bearer, and granted only upon 
merit. Silver signifies sincerity and 
peace; sable, the fur lining of royal 
robes, constancy and royalty; gold, 
generosity and elevation of mind. 

The mantling was a large scarf of 
cloth or leather thrown over the hel- 
met to protect the neck from the 
heat of the sun; the armour from 
rust; and to foil the enemy’s sword. 
When used as a decoration for paint- 
ings, and otherwise, the outside must 
be the main color of the shield, and 
the lining, the main metal. When 
there is a crest, it rests on a twisted 
wreath which also holds the mantl- 
ing to the helmet. Six strands of this 
must show, alternating the metal and 
color of the mantling. When there is 
no crest, folds of the mantling are 
arranged artistically above the hel- 
met, or, instead, a peacock tail may 
be used, as the boys often wore them 
in tournaments or pageants, in lieu of 
a crest. 

The design of the mantling, and 
shape of the shield, and to a certain 
extent, the style of the helmet is op- 
tional with the artist. Sometimes one 
sees a picture of a Coat-of-Arms 
without a mantling or helmet—this 
is not incorrect, but is incomplete, as 
they were a part of the uniform, and 
should be emblazoned with the shield 
and crest, besides adding to its beau- 
ty and balance of design. 

The Baxter Coat-of-Arms illustrat- 
ed here is one of several used by 
American families, this being one of 
two grants to families seated in co. 
Norfolk, England. We find Coats-of- 
Arms reproduced in many interesting 
ways. This particular design has re- 
cently been carved on the upper part 
of the legs of a dining-room table in 
the home of a Baxter family, descend- 
ed from this co. Norfolk branch of 
Baxters. 

Baxter, like Smith, Taylor, Miller, 
etc., is an occupational name. As you 
well know, when surnames were first 
given, as the population grew, and 
more definite names were necessary, 
people were given their surnames 
from the location in which they lived, 
or the kind of land on or near which 
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they lived, or occupations and pro- 
fessions, colors, and sometimes per- 
sonal characteristics. 

Baxter was spelled Backster, Bags- 
ter, Bacster, Backstere, Baxtere, 
Bakstare, but more to the _ point, 
BAKESTER, for it was a woman’s 
oeccupation—a woman BAKER, the 
word having the feminine suffix. 

Quoting from a _ surname book: 
“Backster is one of the names in 
Foxe’s list of Marian martyrs. The 
Ordinances of the Guild of the Puri- 
fication (Bishop’s Lynn, 1367), are 
signed by ‘Johannes Austyn, baxter.’ 
Capsgrave says: ‘In this same tyme 
(B. C. 205) lyved the eloquent man 
which hite (was called) Plautus, and 
for all his eloquens he was compelled 
for to dwell with a baxter, and grind 
his corn at a querne.’” (Many of us 
would not mind living with a “bax- 
ter’”!) 

In old English Visitations, most of 
them written in the early 17th cen- 
tury, some published by the Harleian 
Society, others by firms that printed 
authentic books on pedigrees, parish 
records, etc.—there are pedigrees of 
different Baxter families of several 
branches, living in counties in all 
parts of England. These visitations, 
copied from the family records found 
in the homes, sometimes date back 
centuries. 

Some of the first names of Baxters 
in the Visitations are William of 
Northumberland who died in 1652; 
Thomas of Newcastle-on-Tyne; Ro- 
bert and also Thomas of co. Norfolk, 
both living in 1552; Avery, of Bur- 
ton Latimer, co. York; and John and 
Thomas of Sharphill, co. York. There 
are four Coats-of-Arms_ illustrated 
from these different sections. 

One whose works, discussions and 
sermons are still read by theologians 
in both England and America, is Rev. 
Richard Baxter (1615-91), who did 
not come to America, but who lived 
at the time when many other min- 
isters were coming here. He was a 
non-conformist. He was chaplain in 
Cromwell’s army, opposed the execu- 
tion of the King and the usurpation 
of Cromwell; court chaplain in 1660; 
left the Anglican church on the pass- 
age of the Act of Uniformity in 1662 
—and—imprisoned—for his alleged 
sedition, in his Paraphrase of the 
New Testament. 

In this country there were many 
early families of the name, and if 
you do not know from which branch 
you come, and are wishing to trace 
it, you will have an interesting, per- 
haps even a difficult problem. Below 
are some of the names of these early 
American Baxters. 

In Charleston, S.C., a Daniel Bax- 
ter was born in 1776. His family 
married into Carew, Stutts, Briton 
and Currie families. A John and two 
Andrews were in the Revolution from 
North Carolina. 

In West Virginia, Elizabeth Baxter 
married Thomas Rogers, who came 
from Londonderry, Ireland, to Bos- 
ton in 1721, then moved to Phila- 
delphia. ; 

A George Baxter, living in Vir- 
ginia, was a “Ruling Elder of Revol- 
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utionary Legislature’, 15 times. He 
had a son George Addison who mar- 
ried Elizabeth Love, daughter of a 
Co!. Love who also came from Ire- 
land. This Dr. George A. Baxter was 
a President of Washington College in 
Lexington, Va., and Professor of 
Theology in Hampton Sydney, Va. 
He had graduated from Lexington in 
1796. 

John Baxter, a near relative of the 
above, was a_ representative from 
Pocahontas Co., Va., in the Constitu- 
tional Convention of 1827-8, consist- 
ing of 96 men, including the ex-pres- 
idents Madison and Monroe. Eighteen 
were from the region now West Vir- 
ginia. 

A James Baxter was private in 
Capt. Stuart’s Co. in the War of 
1812. Resided then in Baltimore, and 
later went to Washington, D.C., with 
son Emory who was named " after 
Bishop Emory, founder of Emory 
University, Atlanta, Georgia. 

In Maryland there were two sher- 
iffs by the name Baxter in the 1700’s. 
And a William Baxter paid bachelor 
tax from 1756 to 1762 in Baltimore! 

A Samuel A. Baxter born in Wash- 
ington Coc., Maryland, had S. A. Jr., 
born in Allen Co., Ohio, who was 
Lima’s foremost citizen—a surgeon 
and philanthropist — this gener- 
ations ago. Today there is another 
splendid physician—one of top rank 
in Ohio. This is Dr. Earl H. Baxter, 
of the Department of Pediatrics in 
the College of Medicine of The Ohio 
State University, at Columbus. Whe- 
ther of the same family is not known 
by the writer. 

While most of the Ohio Baxters 
were originally from Maryland or 
New England, one Daniel, a weaver, 
came from Ireland at the age of 25, 
married a New Jersey girl, lived for 
a time in Greene Co., Pennsylvania, 
then settled in Allen Co., Ohio. 

Very early New England families 
are registered in county and town 
histories as wel] as genealogies. Greg- 
ory Baxter arrived in Roxbury in 
1630, and his daughter Abigail, mar- 
ried Joseph Adams, becoming grand- 
parents of John Adams, the second 
president of the United States. 

An interesting figure was George, 
“probably from co. Norfolk, Eng., 
and probably came with the Winthrop 
fleet in 1630”. (While we do not like 
“probablys”. they do seem necessary, 
and are sometimes helpful in locating 
people.) In 1685, George Baxter, with 
several others from Massachusetts, 
settled on Manhattan with the Dutch 
colony. George became Ensign. He 
was for years in service of the Dutch 
West Indies Company. He had a 
farm on Manhattan Island where the 
Bellevue Hospital now stands. Hav- 
ing had a good English education, he 
was appointed English Secretary by 
Gov. Keift, at $200 a year. 

Ensign, and later Lieutenant 
George Baxter was granted land on 
Long Island, for defense against the 
Indians. He had many dealings with 
Gov. Peter Stuyvesant, and opposed 
the settlement of the Swedes on the 
Delaware River. They opposed Stuy- 
vesant, and he arrested “English 
thieves”, and Baxter and others were 
put in jail for a year. 


In 1663 this George went to the 
West Indies, but returned in a year 
and presented claim to the Company 
for losses. Also, in 1663, as Capt. he 
had brought the Royal Chart of King 
Charles II to the General Court of 
Conn., and the Court of Rhode Is- 
land, and received 25£. Again, in 
1668, he was ordered by the Council 
of Foreign Plantations to draw up a 
brief narrative of the King’s right 
and title to Manhattan Island. 

George had a brother Thomas who 
was a member of the Dutch church, 
and had many friends in the colony. 
In 1663, Nieuw Amsterdam made a

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contract with him to build the Pali- 
sades. He must supply 300 or more 
oak posts, and 300 split rails—11 to 
12 feet in length. AND—‘every one 
had to turn in and help”!!! This was 
just north of Wall Street. 

England and Holland were at war. 
The coast was harassed by pirates 
from the West Indies. Gov. Stuyve- 
sant cleaned Nieuw Amsterdam of 
the English, and arrested Capt. Un- 
derhill, Thomas Baxter, and others. 
Then they declared against the Dutch. 
Pages are written on this affair. Bax- 
ter was made commander for the sea, 
and captured an English vessel for 
trading with the Dutch—back and 
forth—. He was arrested and his 
home and ship taken. In 1662 his 
wife Bridget divorced him!!! The 
History of Stamford, Conn., has an 
account of his arrest. Thomas’ daugh- 
ter (or granddaughter) married 
John, son of Thomas Hunt of West- 
chester. They have many descendants. 

Pettit Baxter was born in Horse- 
neck, Conn., in 17382 (same year as 
George Washington), and died near 
Salem in 1809, married Sarah Bush. 
His house was still standing when 
“The Baxter Family” by Frances 
Baxter was written in 1913. Pettit 
was lame, but enlisted in the 4th 
Westchester Militia, recorded in 
Roberts’ “ New York in the Revolu- 
tion”. His brothers Thomas and John 
were in the Revolution, but their bro- 
ther Samuel abandoned his home, 
farm, cattle, and fled to Canada. 

One of the Westchester Thomases, 
in his will, made this statement: “I 
leave to my wife Rebecca one-third 
of all my moveables, except my In- 
dian man Jeffrey.” 

Most of the data on the New Eng- 
land Baxters was procured from Miss 
Baxter’s book. 

A very great civil engineer, who 
did marvellous things in his line, was 
of later generations—Henry Warren 
Baxter, born in Palatine, N.Y., and 
died in Warren, Pa., in 1886. He built 
and owned large lumbering establish- 
ments, using his engineering talents 
in improving machinery for his busi- 
ness. Even in later life, and paralyz- 
ed, he thought out a new system for 
measuring logs. 

Another prominent Baxter, who 
died about 30 years ago, was James 
Phinney Baxter, American Histor- 
ian, born in Gorham, and resided in 
Portland, Maine. He was one-time 
President of the Maine Historical

Crest Corner 


SUGGESTIONS 
HOBBIES’ Articles 

No doubt all of the contributors to 
the columns in this magazine have 
the experience that this one does— 
letters coming in with the kind re- 
mark: “Your page is the first one I 
turn to—I am so interested in each 
article, but watching each time to see 
if something just hits me.” Every one 
for his or her own hobby. 

In this column, some readers are 
interested in only certain families or 
lines, but others are eager to know 
more about Heraldry as a subject, 
studying the meanings of symbols 
and colors, the detail of design, or the 
relation to other subjects such as art 
and literature and history. 

For these different purposes, there 
are those making scrapbooks, arrang- 
ing the articles in various ways. One 
has them in a loose leaf note book, 
pasted on the sheets, and filed alpha- 
betically. In this way she can add to 
each letter without disturbing the 
article on either side. 

Another is classifying as nearly as 
possible according to symbols. She 
will put the Honourable Ordinaries 
next to each other; then the lesser 
geometric designs; then the beasts, 
the birds, ete. Each of these divisions 
is then arranged alphabetically. When 
there are several symbols, she files 
under a name she does not have, and 
refers to the others on their pages. 

A young man interested in history 
and geography, has his placed accord- 
ing to countries—Holland, France, 
Germany. England, Ireland, Scotland, 
etc.—these names alphabetically. 

There may be other classifications, 
that I do not know of, but I can see 
that each of these, except the first, 
should have an index. 

No one but myself would want the 
way I have chosen. I just put them 
in order as they come out in the 
magazine. I wanted to know which I 
wrote first, and next, and later, and 
sooner, etc., etc. Then at the end of 
the year I make an index of those 
twelve. Then of course I have to 
hunt through each index to find the 
one I want!! Only, I can remember 
usually—very nearly—I would have 
had a reason for a certain one at a 
certain time—so I remember!
